But the griping against Lewis 
didn't dent their militancy. 

The walkout was complete. 
TUnion officials bleieved it would 
Jtyr hard and bitter. 

k The miners simply stayed home. 

I Lewis' three-week truce with the 
mine owners expired last niidnight 
and again ft was "no contract, no 
work" with the miners. 

Spot Check 

A spot check of the big eastern 
bituminous fields showed no UMW- 
organized mines operating. "Work 
today" notices were posted at the 
"fintranres~ by "the operators, but 
when the whistles blew for the first 
shift, no one entered. 

Police reported the coal fields 
quiet and roads free of pick'ets. The 
miners openly resented the pre- 
Christmas strike, but they still 
backed Lewis. 

The showdown in the UMW 
chief's running battle with the coal 
operators was hat hand. Union 
officials beiteved it will be a long, 
rough fight.

A Topflight Diplomat 

A native of North Carolina, 
Allen Is deemed one of the cool- 
eBt and most skillful, as well as 
among the youngest, of U. S. en- 
voys — and his assignment to Bel- 
grade puts him on the "toughest 
diplomatic apot in the world," ac- 
cording to K-State's president, who 
adds that no man is better 
equipped "by character, training 
and informed intelligence" to 
handle the assignment. 

Elsenhower and Allen have 
worked closely together since the 
spring of 1948, when the latter 
returned from Iran to become As- 
sistant Secretary. The UNESCO 
Relations staff of the State De- 
partment is part of Allen's oper- 
ation, and that staff la the secre- 
tariat for the U. S. National Com- 
mission for UNESCO, of which the 
K-State president was for three 
years chairman. Allen beaded U. 
S. delegations to UNESCO General 
Conferences in Beirut, Lebanon, 
and Paris, France, while Eisen- 
hower was vice-chairman. 

'No man could be less like the 
stereotyped conception of a diplo- 
mat than George Allen," said Eis- 
enhower. "He is no striped pants 
aristocrat with a contempt for 
common people and a love of de- 
vious machinations. 

"On the 'contrary he is frank, 
friendly and direct In his ap- 
proach. He practices an absolutely 
open diplomacy, Is a brilliant ne- 
gotiator, yet a tough, shrewd 
battler whenever the basic prin- 
ciples of dmeocracy are challenged.

The seizure by the Chinese Reds of Vice-consul William N. Stokes 
happily Itas turned into farce, rather than tragedy. But the forcible 
carrying off of the American to serve as an "observer" in an es- 
pionage trUl, without explanation, provides another Illustration of 
the Communist technique of wringing every last drop of -provoca- 
tion and exasperation out of an incident, and the supreme contempt 
of Russia's satellites for the moBt elementary courtesies of diplomacy.

Usually, one Western nation or another will have sufficiently close I 
relations with the offender to make Us intervention influential, or, 
at least he in a position to make Inquiries and deliver protests. More-i 
over, a concerted diplomatic maneuver by many nations will go far to 
counteract the propaganda effect which the Reds usually hope will t 
result from their defiances of the international code of behavior. J 
Collective resistance to attacks upon Western diplomatic agents 
would not. of course, be an infallible answer to Russian tactics. 

Dut It would be in line with Western principles, and it would 
offer at least a hope of terminating the chapter of dangerous in- 
cidents which Russia and her satellites are now composing with 
such effrontery.

In fact, totem poles were noth- 
ing but the social registers of the 
day. and simply represented a 
chief's claim to wealth and fame. 
The larger the pole, the more gro- 
tesque represen tat lens of whales, 
bears, ravens, fish, and eagles were 
carved on it.

Sqitnmlsh offers the course more 
or lees as a form of "cultural re- 
forestation" of America's "totem- 
polar region." Weather-beaten 
pole dusters still stand in south- 
east Alaska and along the coast 
of British Columbia. But no new 
crop of poles has risen since the 
turn of the century, when totem 
carving became almost a lost art. 

Less than a century ago, there 
was no problem of "reforestation." 
Totem poles were going up all over 
the northwest landscape as fast as 
the tribal chiefs could afford them. 

The great splurge In totem poles 
a century ago was nothing but a 
race for social pr^-emluence 
among the chiefs of the nortn- 



The ensuing social rlvaly among 
the social-cllmblng chieftains bad 
the inevitable result of producing 
larger and larger totem poles. New 
names were assumed by the so- 
cially ambitious chieftains, new 
emblems conceived, all to be added 
tor the sake of aize to their respec- 
tive totem poles. 

Before the northwestern Indians 
began to lose Interest In this form 
of social display and adopt ' the 
more conventional ones of the 20th 
century, some poles were towering 
60 feet above the ground. 

This high totem pole race, his- 
torians contend, probably started 
less than two centuries ago. when 
the first totem poles were believed 
#o have been erected along the 
lower reaches of the Nass River in 
British Columbia or on the Queen 
Charlotte Islands to the west of 
the Canadian province's northern 
coast line.

He was born at Madison Bar- 
racks, N.T., May 1, 1896, to a mili- 
tary heritage he carried proudly 
throughout his life. His father 
was Col. Charles Carr Clark, a 
West Pointer, and his grandfather 
was a medical officer in the Civil 
War. 

He was graduated from West 
Point in 1917 and his first com- 
mand was in France. As a battal- 
llou commander, he was wounded 
by German shrapnel. 

Mission to Africa 

Clark eventually became the 
youngest lieutenant general in 
Army history at the age of 46. 

His best known adventure prob- 
ably was his cloak and dagger 
mfssion to North Africa three 
weeks before the American inva- 
sion in 1942. 

Accompanied by a grdup of 
other American officers, Clark 
landed on* the Algerian coast from 
a British submarine and spent 
eight days in Vichy territory gath- 
ering maps and information for 
the invasion that even the NaziB 
admitted took them by surprise. 

Later Clark became the first 
high-ranking Allied general to 
lead his troops into continental 
Europe in World War II when he 
directed his Fifth Army in the in- 
vasions of Sicily and Italy. 

Italian Campaign 

Clark went through one of the 
most gruelling campaigns of the 
war in Italy. He directed the bit- 
ter campaign with the same calm 
that he demonstrated throughout 
life. 

In Italy, Clark had to make dif- 
ficult decisions. One of them, his 
decision to attempt to cross the 
Rapido River to divert for the 
landing at Auzlo, had post-war 
repercussions. 

When Clark's name was put be- 
fore Congress for promotion to 
major general, the 36th Division 
association claimed his Rapido ac- 
tion "needlessly wasted" hund- 



But Clark was backed np by 
the secretary of war and military 
leaders and Congress approved the 
promotion. 

Clnrk's ability to grasp a situ- 
ation was demonstrated at Salerno 
when he was visiting the front 
lines. Eighteen Nail tanks In in- 
hered toward the sector in a 
counter-attack. Clark ordered his 
anti-tank guns into action and af- 
ter six tanks were destroyed, the 
fled. 



1946 

of the Sixth Army. 

In August, 1949, he was named 
chief of the Army's field forces at 
the Pentagon. 

Clark found time during his 
Army career to marry Mauri ne 
Doran in 1924 and the Clarks had 
two children. 

Clark said probably the proud- 
est days In his life came in 194 5 
when he flew home from Austria 
and a hero's welcome and then 
handed his son his commission at 
West Point graduation. 



Decorated by FDR 

President Roosevelt flew to 
Sicily to piu the Distinguished 
Service Cross on Clark for his 
Salerno action. 

In June. 1945, Clark was named 
commander-in-chief of the U.S. 
occupation forces in Austria. He 
returned to the United States in

Come to Campus 

The 8 to 15 -rear-old boys In the 
Vienna Choir Boys appearing at 
the auditorium December 6 play 
both adult men and women parts 
in the operetta, "Tales from Old 
Vienna," part of the choir's Man- 
hattan program, Luther Leaven- 
good, Manhattan artists series 
chairman, disclosed today. 

One plays Mltzi, pretty daugh- 
ter of the master baker of Vienna, 
Another is a chatterbox swallow 
and a "lovely shepherdess." 

When organized by Emperor 
Maximilian I July 7, 1498, the 
choir was to sing only sacred mu- 
sic In the court chapel. It has add- 
ed folk songs and costumed oper- 
ettas for tours. The tours ''did not 
hi an. until 1926 after the fall of 
the Hapsburg monarchy. Then the 
choir needed private funds or 
funds from tours for support. 

Formerly More Btrlct 
When originally organized the 
Court took full responsibilities 
for the choir with minute serious- 
ness. Imperial orders even speci- 
fied the quality and amount of 
fish, meat and bread that would be 
rationed to each choir boy; also 
the quantity and cut of his cloth- 
ing. 

Those who decided to study 
when their voices changed were 
sent to an ecclesiastical state 
boarding school — usually a Jesuit 
college, on a scholarship provided 
by the Emperor. 

Josef Haydn and Pram Schu- 
bert, as children, were members 
of the choir. 

A near full house is assured for 
the choir's Manhattan appearance, 
Leavengood said today. However, 
a few Btngle admission tickets are 
still available. 



Dishpan Experiments May Offer First 
Clue fo Solving Blood Vessel Disease

PITTSBURGH (U.R>— Medical science, dipping into the 
greasy dishpans of a million housewives, has come up with 
what might someday wipe out hardening of the arteries.

An amazing story of how re 
search scientists have begun ex- 
periments with detergentB, the 
popular soap substitutes, to find a 
way to flush fat out of blood ves- 
sels was told here by Dr. A. C. Ivy. 

Dr. Ivy, medical research work- 
er at the University of Illionls, 
told a group that experiments with 
certain animals have been deemed 
successful but no work has been 
done with humans yet. 

Speaking at the University of 
Pittsburgh, Dr. Ivy explained that 
hardening of the arteries begins 
with the collection of excess fat 
along the Inner walls of blood 
vessels. 

Blood Flow Clogged 
When the fat Is in the Boft stage, 
he said, pieces of It may become 
dislodged from where it has been 
piling up. Entering the blood 
stream, the pleceB often reach the 
heart or brain and cause heart 
attacks or strokes by clogging the 
flow of blood. 

As the fat hardens, the arteries 
become brittle, aging the victim 
and perhaps causing an early 
death. 

Dr. Ivy said the dishpan really 
was responsible for the medical ex- 
periments. Researchers, be said, 
noting what detergents did to 
grease on dishes, decided it would 
be ideal for "washing" fat off the 
inside of arteries If they could get 
It Into the blood stream. 

They developed a drug with a 
detergent In It and, according to 
Dr. Ivy, the outlook Is promising. 

Dr. Ivy continued: "In fact, 
there isn't a single field of medi- 



cine regarding which we don't have 
a real basis for hope." 



Medicine has made great pro- 
gress In the fight against infantile 
paralysis, cancer, heart disease, 
arthritis and other major killers or 
cripplers, he said. 

"We are at a turning point right 
now in the history of medical re- 
search," the scientist asserted. "We 
have conquered practically all of 
the acute and Infectious diseases." 

Dr. Ivy said, however, that the 
common cold and polio were the 
outstanding enemies which so far 
have held out agalnBt being elimi- 
nated by science. 

There is "real hope" that cancer 
will soon be brought under con- 
trol, he said. He declared there is 
reason to believe that the key to 
the cancer mystery lies in the 
blood. 

Solution Seen 

He pointed out that a cancer 
planted in the tall of an experi- 
mental rat will knock a certain 
enzyme out of the rat's kidney 
within a few days. 

"Cut off the tail," he said, "ana 
the enzyme returns to the kidney 
In a few more days. 

"We know the only connection 
between that tall and that liver is 
In the blood stream. The answer 
must He there somewhere. We've 
got to find it." 

Dr. Ivy concluded, "We (medi- 
cal science) have succeeded in 
practically doubling the human 
life span in the last century. Now 
we must make these added years 
worthwhile living." 



New Linoleum Laid 
In Anderson Hall 

The task of laying twenty-five 
hundred square feet of new linol- 
eum has been completed in An- 
derson Hall. It. F. Gingrich, sup- 
erintendent of maintenance, said 
that the big recovering job, started i 
just before Thanksgiving holiday. 
Will cost more than originally es- 
timated. 

At first the idea was to replace 
the six foot strip down the middle 
of the passage. About $800 was 
allowed for the job. Later con- 
sultation with the President, how- 
ever, changed plans so that the en- 
tire hallway, nine feet wide, was 
covered, including areas around 
the coke machines and the post- 
office boxes.

Sugar Cane Saving 
Urged On Hawaii 

HONOLULU, <U.R) — An island 
scientist says waste sugar cane 
could cure many of Hawaii's econ- 
omic ills- 

Dr. Leonard D. Haver, director 
of the Hawaiian sugar planters as- 
sociation experiment station, said 
the sugar industry could develop 
within itself Hawaii's third-larg- 
est source of Income by using the 
cane It now throws away. 

He said cane by-productB could 
be used to manufacture such items 
as a plastic lighter than alumin- 
um with three-fourthB the strength 
of steel. 

He said with "courage and fore- 
sight" Hawaii's sugar industry 
could develop the new industry 
which would take care of much 
of Hawaii'B severe job shortage. 

Baver said Hawaii could extract 
from the cane enough potash to 
fills its own needs. Twenty per 
cent more cattle could be raised on 
Its ran fit's by uBing feed made 
from cane products, he estimated. 

Other products be listed are 
acids used in production of sulfa 
drugs, some vitamins, paper, fuel, 
table top finish and an ingredient 
for nylon and rayon.

Group Operations 

Belgrade Embassy 
Named As Center 
Of Red Activities 

SARAJEVO. YUGOSLAVIA, 
Dec. 1 — (U.R) — The government 
charged Russia today with direct- 
ing a wide-spread spy ring through 
Soviet embassy officials. It also an- 
il ou need that one of 12 accused 
Rusaians had hanged himself 
rather than stand trial. 

Only 10 of 12 scheduled defend 
ants appeared in Sarajevo district 
court when the spy trial opened 
this morning. The public prose- 
cutor said that one defendent 
hanged himself in his cell yester- 
day and that another is ill in a 
hospital. 

Open Siaie'« Case 

Enver Krzic, deputy public 
prosecutor of the Bosula-Herzego- 
vena republic of Yugoslavia, 
opened the state's case against the 
10 defendants by charging they 
eugaged in espionage directed by 
the Russian embassy. 

The prosecutor named five Rus- 
sian officials in the Belgrade em- 
bassy as the contact men who 
directed Soviet spy operations 
against Marshal Tito's govern- 
ment. 

The court adjourned until to- 
morrow as soon as the charges 
were presented. 

Identify Hulctde 

Krzic identified the defendant 
who committed suicide in his cell 
as Vladimir Nekludov. He said 
Nekludov, before hanging himself, 
confessed he had worked for the 
Russian intelligence, for the Rus- 
sian embassy and "for his home- 
land and Soviet citizens." 

The 12 defendants were among 
some 12,000 White Russians who 
fled to Yugoslavia after World 
War II. 

JThe prosecutor demanded "se- 
vere punishment" under the law 
government "crimes against the 
people and the state." The law 
covers espionage, sabotage aud 
military desertion. The defendants 
face a possible death sentence.

Civil War Munitions 
Are Still Bod Medicine 

ATLANTA (UP.) — The "shoot- 
ing" phase of the Civil War hasn't 
ended yet, federal agents warn in 
a current pamphlet. 

As recently as two years ago, 
two 1S65 Millie balls exploded on 
the B te of the destroyed Georgia 
town of Manassas when a house- 
wife propped her wash pot on them 
and lit a fire. 

The shells tore the pot to frag- 
ments and damaged the house. 

Federal agents also reported 
that a Pennsylvania farmer was 
killed near historic Gettysburg 
when his horse kicked up a shell 
which had lain just under the soil 
since Pickett's charge. 

The pamphlet warns that Civil 
War sovenirs, like those of the 
two world wars, still are as "dan- 
gerous as a rattlesnake." 

Warnings posted on rusty can- 
non baits at various Confederate 
state and national parks say: 
"Hands off— Jive ammunition."

Economists Predict 
High Wheat Prices 

MANHATTAN, KAN., Dec. 1— 
(U.R) — Higher corn and wheat 
prices this month were predicted 
today by economists at Kansas 
State in their regular monthly ag- 
ricultural forecast. 

Hog, lamb and cattle prices 
were expected to stay steady, they 
said, except for medium short-fed 
r cattle which will be a large per- 
centage of that marketed in De- 
cember and therefore bring slight- 
ly lower prices. 

Choice slaughter cattle were 
forecast to remain scarce and high 
in price during most of the month. 
Steady or slightly higher prices 
were predicted for fluid milk, 
roasting chickens, and manufac- 
tured milk products. 

Turkey Decline 

Turkeys, light weight chickens 
and eggs probably will decline in 
price, the K-State experts said. 

Temporary set-backs were ex- 
pected by the economists in wheat 
prices, "but a tightening of free 
market supplies of wheat will raise 
the price as the season progresses." 

The free market tightening 
process will be applied by expor- 
• tatlon of 400,000,000 bushels of 
wheat during the current crop 
year. Only 115,000.000 bushels 
had been exported by November t. 
which leaves 285,000.000 more to 
go by July 1, 1950.

City Of Chungking 

Nationalist Forces 
Evacuate Capital 
In Face Of Defeat 

HOMO KOXG, Dec. 1— <U.R)— 
ThouuandH of Communist troops 
were scheduled to march into 
Chungking today to take over the 
abandoned Nationalist capital from 
Communist underground forces. 

A report from the new Nation- 
alist "war capital" of Chengtu 
quoted telegraphic authorities as 
saying Chungking changed hands 
peacefully at C p. m, yesterday 
when advance Communist units 
crossed the Yangtze river to help 
maintain order. 

All Nationalist troops, includ- 
ing the garrison commander, Oen. 
Yang San, evacuated Chungking 
tarly Wednesday. This left a tem- 
porary vacuum but tentative loot- 
ing was halted by underground 
forces which came into the open. 

Meet OMummJM Troops 
Four municipal representatives, 
Including the chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce, crossed 
the Yangtze shortly before noon 
to greet the Communist forces 
mussed on the south hank. 

Available reports said the Com- 
munist commander Informed the 
delegation that his troops would 
take over the former Nationalist 
capital sometime today. The com- 
mander called upon Chungking's 
residents to carry on their normal 
activities. 

Some Com nui n 1st units crossed 
the river yesterday afternoon, 
l>owever, and occupied Cbolungpo 
airfield five miles outside Chung- 
king. 

Other units took over the ad- 
jacent suburb of Fushingkwan. 
highest point in Chungking's en- 
virons, from where Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek directed wartime 
operations against the Japanese. 

Ilcport Clil iing Activity 

Reports from Chengtu said 
meanwhile that Chiang was pre- 
paring to resume an active role as 
dead of the Nationalist govern- 
ment. 

However, sources close to acting 
President LI Ts nog-Jen In Hong 
Kong said that LI had rejected 
Chiang's request to relinquish his 
post as head of the government 
and will continue to call himself 
the acting presideut. 

Chengtu reports said Chiang 
may cancel his "retirement" of 
liiHt January and resume the post 
cif president by proclamation.

Professor at tho Daniel and 
Florence Guggenheim jet propul- 
sion center at Cat Tech. 

Tsien, long an expert in the field 
of jet propulsion engineering, said 
the rocket vehicle would weigh 
about 50 tons at takeoff, of which 
37 tons would be fuel load. It 
would be 8 feet long with a di- 
ameter or about nine feet. He said 
the rocket would have wings, but

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Methods of Foreign Policy 
Changed Radically, Allen Says 



The method of achieving 
foreign policy has changed 
radically in the last few 
years, according to George V. 
Allen, newly appointed en- 
voy to Yugoslavia. 

"The only channels of inter- 
course between two peoples used 
to be conducted by a select little 
group of men In top hats and 
striped trousers, representing the 
people of one country," Allen said, 
"who put on their morning coats 
and delivered messages couched 
In stilted diplomatic languages to 
another little group of men In 
top hats and Btriped trousers, rep- 
resenting the people of another 
country." 

Grass Roots System 
Now, Allen' said, a grass roots 
stem is operating in conjunc- 
tion with the traditional diplo- 
matic protocol, which is aimed at 
the people of the nation. 

Allen, speaking before an all- 
College ' assembly on "Everyday 
aspects of Foreign Affairs" pointed 
out that this system was used to 
an advantage at the Italian elec- 
tion last year, when it was highly 
Important that the democratic 
forces win over the Communists. 

"Every method was tried," Al- 
len said, "Americans who had re- 
latives in Italy were urged to 
write letters; movies showing 
what America had done for Italy 
were shown in every cinema; and 
the voice of America broadcast 
daily discussed the election with 
the people of Italy. 

Reach Every Italian 

"The idea was to reach every 
Italian in hia home, This pro- 
cedure," he smiled, "was a far cry 
from old diplomatic methods." 

Allen, who has held many high 
diplomatic posts, will address the 
Kansas Commission for UNESCO 
in Wichita this evening. Although 
he had been instructed to cancel 
all engagements, In preparation 
for going to Yugoslavia, Allen in- 
sisted on making this Kansas trip 
an exception. "Only an order 
^jrom the President could have 
iRept me from keepfng my promise 
to Doctor Eisenhower," he said.

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General Ike's Name Is Up Again

Gen. Dwlght D. Elsenhower Is almost a sure bet today to be 
among the top three contender, for the 1952 Republican Presidential 

nomination. 

The other two are Sen. Robert A. Taft, Ohio, and President Harold 
E. Stassen of the University of Pennsylvania. 

Taft must be re-elected to the Senate next year to remain in the 
Presidential nomination contest, There la no such hurdle con- 
fronting either Eisenhower or Staaien, both of 
precisely as catidiateu should behave although neither haa yet 
"I'm witiinV' 

Ike won't even nay whether he is. was, or will be a Republican or a 
Democrat. When be registered for last month's elections tn New 
York state the General put himself down as without party affiliation. 

But as preadlent of Columbia untvereity he hat waded shoulder 
deep Into national polltlcH. A aerie* of atatemen 
renched a new political high thin week when Esenhower 
directly attacked the Truman administration on domestic 
and individual security policies, 

"The definition of a liberal," he said, "has become a man In 
Washington who wants to play the almighty with our money." 

None was pusiled about the Identity of the man Eisenhower had 
tn mind. His statement brought bis relations with President Tru- 
man a long way from the incident In 1945 which 
page 444 ol "Crusade In Europe," which was Ike's 

Explaining that he ami one other were riding with 
Ike wrote:

TOPEKA, KAN., Dec. 2 — (U.R) — 
An eight-point program to achieve 
a "Golden Age of Kansas Agricul- 
ture" was outlined yesterday by 
Dean R. I. Throckmorton of Kan- 
sas State college. 

He headed it with an emphasized 
aaaertion that every Kansas farm 
should have some type of live- 
stock. 

The director of the K-State ex- 
iment station addressed the 
tning of the fourth annual Mid- 
it Farm, Home, and Industrial 
conference.. 

Several hundred farm and In- 
dustry leaders from eastern Kan- 
sas were present at the start of 
the two-day meeting. 

Lists Requirements 

Dean Throckmorton said "I be- 
lieve the golden age of Kansas ag- 
riculture will be reached when: 

"1. There is some type of live- 
stock on every farm. 

"2. The beet livestock manage- 
ment and production programs are 
in general use. 

"3. The best use, in line with 
conservation and productivity, is 
made of each acre of land on every 



"4. The fertility of the soil ie 
Increased to the maximum practi- 
cal extent. 

"5. All practical methods of soil 
and moisture conservation are in 
use on each farm. 

"6. The milk, eggs, meat, fruit, 
and vegetables to meet family 
needs are produced on the farm In 
so far as climatic conditions will 
permit. 

"7. The farm homes and sur- 
roundings are neat and attractive. 

"8. The farm homes save the 
conveniences and comforts for 
good family living." 

Urges More livestock 

The veteran agricultural school 
executive was strong in his recom- 
mendation that there be more good 
livestock on more Kansas farms to 
utilize coarse feeds and surplus 
grain crops. 

He said "More livestock to uti- 
lise more legumes for hay and pas- 
tare will aid in stabilising income, 
will aid in improving the soils, and 
will make possible a better use of 
farm labor." 

He indicated that Kansas wheat 
farmers who use nearly all their 
land for the sole production of the 
cash grain may not expect con- 
tlfc^d excellent prices for wheat 
Nnuise of a likelihood that the

Atomic Emphasis 
Hampers Peaceful 
Use, LilienthalSays 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 — David 
E. Lilenthal Bald today the "Black 
Magic" label pinner on atomic en- 
ergy is a tragic mistake that 
hampers its development for peace- 
ful purposes. 

He blamed over-emphasis on the 
atomic bomb and the need to 
M keep this thing to ourselves." 

The retiring chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission said in 
a copyright interview with TLB. 
News and World reports, an in- 
dependent weekly news magnstne, 
that great progress te possible in 
the field of medicine and power if 
the nation gets over Its atomic 
"Jitters." 

"The great tragedy," he said, 
"is that the thing that holds us 
back is not really in the nature of 
atomic knowledge. What holds us 
back chiefly is this: that anything 
labeled 'atom' has been built up 
as a piece of black magic." 

In an Indirect reference to Sen. 
Bourke B. Hlckenlooper, R.. Ia., 
and other congressional critics of 
his management of the atomic pro- 
gram, Lilenthal said: 

"It is pictured as a mystery and, 
as such, has become a political 
stock in trade for a few jumpy 
gents who have scared moBt every- 
body else about anything atomic, 
however benign, however simple." 

He said it was "nonsense" to 
believe that military aspects of 
atomic energy is, in itself, a secret 
but said that information about 
it, of course, should be kept from 
a potential enemy.

Wartime Security 
Ban May Be Lifted 
On Restricted Data 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 — (U.R) — 
House spy hunters today were on 
the trail of a mysterious wartime 
shipment to Russia of A-bomb 
uranium which may have been 
"doctored" to malfe it use leas. 

• It also was learned that a ban 
imposed by the late President 
Roosevelt preventing government 
agencies from giving Congress ac- 
cess to confidential material may 
be lifted next month. 

The security ban, which Presi- 
dent Truman has kept in effect, 
and the mystery cargo were key 
items in a broadening inquiry into 
shipment of atomic materials and 
other secrets via the aerial lend- 
lease pipeline to Russia. 

Important Nanus 
kr The names of such high war- 
time officials as the late Harry 
Hopkins, White House confidant, 
and former Vice President Henry 
A, Wallace have been linked to the 
inquiry so far. It was believed 
scores of others, both high and 
low, including two former State 
department officials, would crop 
up later. 

Wallace said he had "absolutely 
nothing to do" with the shipments. 
Hopkins' -relativej, friends and 
closa associates branded as "in- 
credible" charges that he was part- 
ly responsible. 

George Racey Jordan, former 
Army Air Force major, touched 
ofr the inquiry with a report that 
Russian agents sent tons of maps, 
documents, atomic materials and 
other secret items through the 
pipeline at Great Falls, Mont., 
where Jordan was lend-lease "ex- 
pediter" in 1943-44. 

Chairman John S. Wood, D. Ga.. 
said his House Unamerican activi- 
ties committee will not "leave an 
avenue untouched" in runriing 
down those who let such vftal in- 
formation reach the Soviet Union.

The two naval fliers have been

A few hours before he was 
scheduled to depart. Ward still 
did not know them. But he ex- 
pected to take a train to the port 
of Tientsin, a 700-mfle trip' which 
usually takes from two to four 
days. 

^ Will Board a Freighter 

At Tientsin, the party will board 
a U. S. freighter which probably 
will take them to Japan. They ar| 
expected to finish the trip by air. 

With Ward are eleven other 
male employes of the consulate, 
two wives and four children. All 
were placed under house arrest 
when Communists captured Muk- 
den a year ago. 

Ward and four of his aides were 
arrested, tried and convicted by 
a people's court of beating up a 
Chinese employe who demanded 
back pay. 

After spending a month in Jail, 
the five were released with orders 
to get out of China.

Law enforcement officials here ad- 
mit they once feared Oak Ridgers 
would riot if a major crime orj 
traffic fatality occurred In the first | 
days after the gates of this for- 
merly super-secret- town came 
down last March. 

The passage of time has elimi- 
nated that fear, but almost the 
highest pitch of excitement since 
President Truman announced the 
Hiroshima atom bomb attack was 
registered Nov 6 when a red light 
was turned on outside police head- 
quarters. 

The light went on when a traffic 
fatality, first in 1,423 days, wqb 
recorded in the city limits. Hun- 
dreds of telephone calls flooded 
the police station, newspaper and 
radio station, as anxious residents 
sought to know who was killed, 
and how it could have happened 
in their model city. 



The public safetey chief, George 
Miller, grieved at the accident, but 
set about to make tbe next non- 
fatality period longer by strength- 
ening bis program of education 
and enforcement of traffic rules. 

e has an 82-member force, in- 
cluding elerks, but depends pri- 
marily os education. 

Miller educates where he pun- 
ishes, by a policy of fair treatment 



for all. His own automobile flunked 
the compulsory car inspection 
three times. Top officials of the 
atomic plauts, have failed steadily 
to get traffic tickets fived and 
now an attempt to do so is rare. 

Surveys of traffic speeed and 
density are constantly under way, 
and radio cars are added to regular 
patrols whenever any one section 
of tbe city shows an Increase on 
either count. 

Crime Hmnll Problem 

Crime, as tightly controlled, is 
almost as small a problem as traf- 
fic. Since the public was Riven free 
access to Oak Ridge in March, the 
crime count has actually gone 
done but the first armed robbery 
was recorded.

Maximilian had the choir organ- 
ized "to sing dally massns in the 
Court Chapel in Vienna." Suc- 
ceeding HapBburgs subsidized the 
choir until the Hapsburgs fell In 
1918. Josef Haydn and Franz 
Echubert, as chiidrenr^ere mem- 
bers of the choir. The boys toured 
America 10 years ago. 

Tho 8 to 15-year-old boys In 
the Vienna Boys Choir play both 
adult men and women parts In 
the operetta, "Tales from Old 
Vienna," part of the choir's pro- 
gram tonight.

Each year the choir selects a 
tew outstanding voices to replace 
boys who have reached adoles- 
cence.

Many Meanings 
For Europe

LONDON, Dec. 6 — (U.R) — In a 
world filled with dilemma*, the 
centuries-old problem of National- 
ism versus Internationalism posed 
probably the (createst long— range 
dilemma for the western world to- 
day. 

In western Europe, the United 
States la campaigning strenuously 
for "integration" — abandonment 
of extreme Nationalism and foster- 
ing of union. In western Europe, 
Nationalism is an enemy of the 
free world; Nationalism in consid- 
ered an ally of the Soviet Union 
tn the cold war. 

DominiM ion ll> Kremlin 

But In Eastern Europe, Russia 
has made the words " integration" 
and "union" mean domination by 
the Kremlin. Therefore, in east- 
ern Europe the West considers 
Nationalism Its great ally in the 
biit i le against Russia, and the 
treat hope of the free world. 

The most spectacular case of 
Nationalism playing a leading role 
on the side ot the West against 
Russia is In Yugoslavia, where 
Marshal Tito rebelled against Jo- 
seph Stalin's kind of "union." The 
West hopes other Titos will ap- 
pear. 

Thug the dilemma posed for the 
West is: 

On the one hand the western 
world matt preach against Nation- 
alism and for union, for Inter- 
nationalism, for integration— -espe- 
cially It western Europe Is to be 
strong enough to protect herself 
against the Communist threat. 

Must Encourage Nationalism 

On the other hand the western 
world must encourage the most ex- 
treme forms of Nationalism In 
eastern Europe— against union 
with Russia. Extreme Nationalism 
lit eastern Europe is the West's 
greatest hope that the Kremlin's 
grip on those nations can be 
broken. 

Hut the old problem — -National- 
ism versus inter national Ism — re- 
mains. And despite all of the ro- 
utilizations aimed at union In 
western Europe,, only tin* most un- 
realistic would refrain from ad- 
mit ting that Nationalism In a very 
Htnmg form still exists in western 
Europe.. 

The League of Nations was the 
first major effort In this century 
to substitute Internationalism and 
Its corollary, Collective Security, 
for extreme Nationalism. Rut ex- 
treme Nationalism In its most 
violent forms— Nazi Bin and Fas- 
cism- -won over the League. 

The United Nations wnt the ef- 
fort after World War II Before 
the formalities of the organiza- 
tion's beginning were settled it 
was apparent that the world was 
not ready for the universal ap- 
proach It envisaged. In fact the 
veto for the great powers was a 
major concession to Nationalism. 

Many More Rajuifirutiom 

The overall dilemma has many 
more ramifications today than 
eter before. It Is mixed up with 
idenlogy — the Stalinists, for in- 
stance, Insist upon International 
Communism over Nationalism and 
yet are the most Jealous advocates 
of Nationalism for themselves. 

Even the United States has a 
split personality on the problem. 
Tbe strongest American advocates 
of "integration" for western Eu- 
rope would not propose similar 
setups for America. 

For example, the United States 
wants a customs union in western 
Ktirope and is insisting upon a de- 
gree of "integration" there which 
1L would not even contemplate for 
itself and its close and very simi- 
lar enighbor Canada.

Americans Warned 
By Vannevar Bush 

CAMBRIDGE. MASS. — (U.R) — 
Russia will conquer the world 
without atom bombs if tbe Ameri- 
can people continue to look to the 
Federal Government for handouts, 
the nation's foremost scientific ad- 
ministrator warned today. 

Tbe statement came from Dr. 
Vannevar Bush at a Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology convoca- 
tion. He said the Russian dictator- 
ship "would destroy us If oppor- 
tunity offered." 

This threat, Bush said, cannot 
be met "if we turn this country 
into a wishy-washy imitation of 
totalitarianism, where every man's 
hand is out for pablum, and virile 
creativeness has given place to the 
patronizing favor of swollen bu- 
reaucrcay." 

"A people bent on a soft secur- 
ity, surrendering their birthright 
of Individual self-reliance for fa- 
vors, voting themselves into Eden 
from a supposedly Inexhaustible 
public purse, supporting everyone 
by soaking a fast-disappearing 
rich . , , will but measure up to 
competition with a tough dictator- 
ship," he said. 

Not PeiMtlmifltJc 

Bush, 59-year-old wartime head 
of tbe Office of Scientific Research 
and Development and the National 
Defense Research committee, said 
he was no pessimist. 

"I believe the American people 
are too tough minded to pursue a 
wlll-o-the-wisp over a cliff," he 



"But we can outpace ourselves, 
attempt too much, and wreck the 
Industry on which all material 
progress depends." 

Bush, now head of the Carnegie 
Institute, criticized President Tru- 
man for desiring to raise the na- 
tional income above $1,000,000,- 
000 (Billion) to $3,000,000,000 
(Billion) a year. This could be 
done without economic dislocation 
within a generation, he said.

John Brown's cabin was a charred 
ruin today. 

The century-old log structure 
used as a hideout by the abolition- 
ist during Civil War days was Ig- 
nited when a grass fire spread to 
a garage and the embers were car- 
ried by the wind to the cabin. 

A nearby residence also became 
ablaze, but three children, who 
were asleep Inside, were rescued. 

The cabin was a main stop on 
the underground railway and a 
tunnel underneath It was once the 
shelter of hundreds of runaway 
slaves In their flight to the "free" 
North.

BERLIN <U.R) — Santa Claut 
may get a pleasant surprise when 
he visits some Berlin homes on 
Christmas Eve. German children 
are becoming particular, and don't 
want to "play war" any more. 

More than 400 children, repre- 
senting approximately 200 west 
Berlin schools at the "School 
Parliament," have agreed to ban 
militaristic toys. The assem 
bly. sponsored by American-con 
trolled RIAS radio, deals exclu 
aively with 
youth. 

Boys and girls, ranging in age 
from 10 to 18, decided to canvass 
west Berliu toy shops urging shop 
keepers to demilitarize their stock 
and display posters saying "We do 
not sell any militaristic toys." 

The shop-haunting was the 
brain-child of Wolfgang Hanel, a 
19-year-old university student, 
who commented: 

Useful to Hitler 

"Simply condemning militaris- 
tic toys does not take ua any- 
where. Yet we have to do some- 
thing. I know personally how 
mucn toy manufacturers helped 
Hitler to raise love for the Ger- 
man Wehrmacht even in very 
small children. I was myself once 
t very fond of tanks and battle- 
ships, and wanted with all my 
heart to become a soldier." 

After five days of crusading, 34 
aore-footed teenagers gathered at 
the RIAS building to exchange ex- 
periences and make their re- 
ports. 

They had visited 95 shops, 
found 66 owners willing to co- 
operate, ^received 16 doubtful 
promises, and faced 14 blunt re- 
jections. 

The young crusaders explained 
that the doubtful promises con- 
sisted mostly of the pledge to deal 
no longer with military-styled 
Tho y ruing delegatea put their 
stamp of approval on one of Ber- 
lin's popular toys, the Jeep, pro- 
vided it does not bear military 
insignia or carry uniformed 
soldiers. 

Unarmed airplanes also were 
approved. The excited crusaders 
remembered the airlift planes that 
kept them and their parents from 
starving for almost a year during 
the Berlin blockade.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 5— (U.R) — 
George McLaughlin, 80-year-old 
retired government clerk, sat 
down at a Senate committee table 
today and handed the chairman a 
coffee jar, lid showing there had 
],..(.» a 9 -cent mark up In the 
price while the Jar was on a store 
shelf, 

J. Arnold Anderson, Washing- 
ton "price maker" for the Safe- 
way stores, admitted the markup, 
but he said it was made threo 
\w eks after the manufacturer had 
boosted his price above the Safe- 
way's retail price, 

McLaughlin and Anderson were 



two of the first witnesses at a 
Senate Agricultural Subcommit- 
tee hearing on the recent Jump in 
coffee prices. 

John C. Gardner, President of 
the New York Coffee and Sugar 
exchange, blamed the price raises 
on "scare buying" by housewives, 
rather than speculation. He said 
the housewives were frightened 
into hoarding coffee because of 
" inflammatory" stories in the 
newspapers. 

Edward G. Gale, deputy direc- 
tor of the State Department's Di- 
vision of Middle American affairs, 
told the subcommittee there 
would be a "serious world-wide 
shortage" of coffee right now if 
it were not for the Inter-American 
coffee agreement. 

Subcommittee Counsel Paul 
Hadlich said the Slate Department 
should find out whether the Pan 
American Coffee bureau "is in 
fact a cartel operating to create 
artificially higher prices in cof- 
fee." 

Hadlich said bureau officials 
will testify next Monday and will 



be asked about reports of coffee 
dumping and other expedients to 
keep prices high. 

A Prompt Increase 

Chairman Guy M. Gillette, D.. 
Ia„ opened the session by observ- 
ing that when a commodity price 
in creases the processors and re- 
taller "are prompt to increase the 
selling price of their stock on 
hand, thus realizing a profit over 
and above their norma) spread. 

"If such processors and distri- 
butors of food products were as 
quick to reduce their prices when 
commodity prices turn downward 
and if they thus took the inven- 
tory loss on their normal stock on 
band, things would equalize," he 
said. 

Gillette charged that "specula- 
tors, foreign and domestic" have 
driven coffee prices up 20 cents 
a pound with an equal increase 
resulting in retail prices, which he 
said gave wholesalers and retailers 
bigger than normal profits. 

Gillette said "one of the great 
food chains," which he did not 



identify, had been spending large 
sums to tell the country that it 
kept costs and profits at a mini- 
mum. But he said the chain had 
been "reluctant" to come befrfe 
the commtitee to discuss coffee 
price markups. 

Mclaughlin Testifies 

He then called McLaughlin.' 
The octogenarian hung his cane 
on his knee and told of seeing a 
Safeway clerk on Dec. 1 marking 
up the price of Bordon's instant 
coffee from 42 to 51 cents a jar. 
He handed Gillette the lid show- 
ing the markup and explained that 
he had to watch things like that 
because his income came from a 
government annuity. 

"I wouldn't say it's stationary." 
he said of his income, "because if 
it goes anywhere, it goes down."

NEW YORK, Dec. 7 — (U.R>— The 
United Mine workers will answer 
today anthracite operators de- 
mands to restore 78,000 hard coal 
.miners to a five-day work week 
while negotiating new contract 
terms. 

UMW President John L. Lewis 
remained away from the confer- 
ences here to sign up a group of 
small independent soft coal oper- 
ators in West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky for the first 1949 coal con- 
tracts obtained by the union. The 
new contracts included a 95 cents 
a day wage increase. 

Peace Price Is High 

But Industry spokesmen for re- 
gional groups of mine owners said 
"hat Lewis' price for peace was 
too high, and major soft coal pro- 
ducers said the terms were "un- 
thinkable" and not meant for "re- 
sponsible" mine owners. 

The anthracite segment of the 
industry was the only major 
group of operators in direct con- 
tract with the UMW and trying to 
work out a contract agreement. A 
10- man UMW committee, headed 
by UMW vice president Thomas 
P. Kennedy, was considering the 
request of the anthracite group to 
restore their northeastern Penn- 
sylvania mines to a full-time work 
week, instead of the three-day 
limit imposed by the union 
throughout the industry. 

Here Are the Terms 

1. An increase to 35 cents a ton 
in industry payments to the UMW 
welfare and retirement fund, now 
financed by, a royalty of 20 cents 
a ton on all commercial coal 
mined. 

2. Wage increase of 95 cents a 
day, bringing the miners' basic 
daily wage to a flat $15.

Goes to 'College' 

"Upon acceptance the boy goes 
to the 'college' twice a week for 
lessons in addition to his outside 
academic work.

Time for Relaxation 

"Perhaps one reaBon they are 
not difficult to discipline, is that 
we give them time for much re- 
laxation, such as swimming and 
attending movies," explained Mr. 
Hedding. "They are also enter- 
tained by observing your American 
cowboys, television, and neon 
lights. They find these things 
quite Interesting and amusing." 

In reply to a query as to the 
boys knowledge of the English 
language, Mr. Hedding said they 
knew very little English, and 
though they sang In the language, 
they didn't understand what they 
were singing.

that is true, Mr. Gubltchev, who is racing trial for alleged spying 
lure, may he ahle to establish that he was still third secretary of the 
Russian Ministry of Foreign Affairs while he was serving as a 
U. N. engineer. If he was still a Soviet functionary, it la obvious 
that lie was not properly employed by the U. N, secretariat. It does 
nut follow, however, that he had diplomatic Immunity. 

In order to obtain diplomatic immunity in the United States a 
representative of a foreign government must live in Washington 
and bo attached to the embassy or legation of his country. Only 
when the Individual in question has thus qualified and when his 
naino has been officially placed on a State Department list for 
this purpose Is he entitled to immunity to arrest under our laws. 
The Stale Department reports that Mr. Gubltchev was never on the 
diplomatic Immunity list. He may have come to this country on a 
diplomatic passport und may have obtained a diplomatic visa, but 
that does not, as we understand it, give him diplomatic immunity. 

What the Soviet Embassy has shown la that Mr. Gubitchev per- 
petrated a rruud upon tho U. N. when he joined Us secretariat. An 
employee of the secretariat is required to take an oath pledging 
himself not to "seek or accept Instruction In regard to the perform- 
ance of my duties from any Kovernment or other authority external 
to the United Nations organization." Mr. Gubltchev did sign such 
n pledge in IfMtf. yet claims to have remained throughout his U. N. 
employment the third sc .-rotary of the Russian Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. Obviously he could not serve two masters faithfully. Ap- 
parently the present oath Is not enough to make certain that em- 
ployea of the secretariat will give undivided loyalty to the U. N. 
Regardless of what the outcome of the Gubitchev case may be. It 
seems to us imperative that the U.N. make certain that its em- 
ployes, both present and future, have severed every official connec- 
tion with any government, as the Charter appears to require.

local paper began: "Three Uni- ] 
v0 i • of Oklahoma students [ 
•were burned to death when a \ 
flash fire swept through a wooden 
dormitory." 

Yes! Things like this do hap- 
pen. And if they happen on other 
campuses there is always the pos- 
sibility that an injurious blaze 
might leave its ugly mark here 
at KSC. 

"What can be done about it? A 
lot! Today a great deal is being 
done on our campus to prevent 
fires and fight them promptly 
should they break out. 

Housing Is Inspected 

All or the College housing ac- 
comodations for students are in- 
spected periodically. In regards 
to fire. Superintendent of Main- 
tenance R. F. Gingrich declared, 
"An ounce of prevention is worth 
ten tons of cure. If a fire breaks 
out we have only a potential cure 
in our fire fighting equipment. 
You just can't write a prescription 
that will cure fires altogether. We 
can only pray there won't be any." 

New Fire Equipment 

The Fire Department has two 
500 gallon pump trucks, one 
truck for the ladder and salvage 
crew, and a 35 man team to com- 
bat fires. "Thirty five men on the 
force may seem like a large group, 
hut it is necessary if we want to be 
sure that some of them will be on 
band in case of fire," Gingrich 

Seven boys sleep In the power 
plant in order that they will be 
immediately available to rush the 
equipment to the fire.

Dr. Hurley Fellows, surveying 
for the U. S. D. A., commented 
that yellowed and dead leaves 
found on early-sown and volun- 
teer wheat in western Kansas are 
not due to mosaic but to leaf rust 
and heavy, rapid growth that 
drained the soil of moisture and 
nitrogen. The U. S. D. A. is work- 
ing with the K-State botany and 
plant pathology department on the 
surveys. 

Three Surreys Made 
Cooperating with Doctor Fel- 
lows in the study was Dr. R. II. 
Painter of the K-State antomology 
department. I 
In three surveys of western 
Kansas wheat fields made this fall 
the entomologist found seven dif- 
ferent spscies of aphids. The 
greenbug aphid is known to carry 
wheat mosaic, Doctor Fellows 
said. Most widely distributed spe- 
cies was the corn leaf aphid, also 
common on sorghums this year. A 
crown aphid that feeds below 
ground was abundant in some 
fields. 

Insect*) and Early Growth 

"Considering the large wheat 
acreage, aphids other than the 
corn leaf aphid have not appeared 
more abundantly in fields visited 
than lu former years, when no 
mosaic appeared the tallowing 
spring," Doctor Painter comment- 
ed. "Early growth of wheat this 
year has provided abundant op- 
portunity for insects to distribute 
mosaic if it is present."

Lower Than Legal 
Prices On Eggs; 
May Be A Break 

WASHINGTON, (U.R) — Consum- 
ers may wind up getting a better 
price break on eggs than the law 
allows. 

The government has purchased 
more than 2,000,000,000 eggs 
this year but there were indica- 
tions the 1949 price to farmers 
still may not average out quite as 
high as the mandatory support 
level. 

Consumers would benefit to the 
extent that the lower-than-legal 
prices are passed on to retail out- 
lets. 

They can expect a better break 
next year in any event. The pres- 
ent law requiring high supports 
expires on Jan. 1, and tlie agri- 
culture department has indicated 
that its price on eggs will be cut 
then. 

Under the expiring law farm 
prices for eggs are supposed to be 
held equal to 90 per cent of parity 
on a national annual average. Par- 
ity is a standard calculated to 
measure a price "fair" both to 
consumers and producers. 

But department reports Bhow 
that egg producers, through No- 
vember, have averaged only 89.5 
per cent of parity. The average 
was holding up well until the mar- 
ket broke in November and farm 
prices on eggs skidded to 77 per 
cent of parity. 

Unless they bounce back far- 
ther than they have so far this 
month, the annual January-De- 
cember average will fall below the 
90 per cent figure. 

Theoretically, the government 
could raise Its 35-cent-a-dozen 
price floor in the midwest and 
bring the national average up. But 
a high agriculture official said 
this will not be done.

Professors Take Advantage of Students 
By Abusing Time Allotment of Classes 




The subject of classes held over 
the hour is a problem continually 
discussed by the students but 
seldom brought to -the attention 
of the offending professors. 

Before labelling the offenders 
we feel that it is necessary to com- 
mend those profs who are atten- 
tive of the time and dismiss their 
classes promptly. But for those 
consistently unaware of the time 
allotted them we have distinct 
categories — the WELL-MEANING 
ENTHUSIAST, the PROVERBIAL 
ABSENT-MINDED PROFESSOR 
and the TALKING EGOTIST. 

Least Offensive 

Least offensive of the three in 
the eyes of the students is the 
WELL-MEANING ENTHUSIAST 
who consciously retains his stud- 
ents with a sincere intention of 
giving them a lecture or to clear 
up points of discussion. 

If it is an occasional event, the 
students do not object; when they 
woefully await it dally it becomes 
another matter. Regardless of how 
well-meaning a prof may be, he 
asks for and receives time not due 
him. 

The TALKATIVE EGOTIST is 
not only unduly proud of his vast 




store of knowledge but usually has 
a lush cruBh on the sound of his 
own voice. In most cases involving 
members of this classification the 
students are eagerly awaiting the 
official end of class ten to twenty 
minutes before It Is due. Our 
egotist can roar and roar after 
the ten-of mark and a mere few, if 
any will listen to him. 

Victim of Circumstances 
Our ABSENT-MINDED PRO- 
FESSOR is a victim of circum- 
stances. Chances are students are 
not so hard on his name but are 
some-what resentful anyway. More 
often he is of a pleasant nature 
and takes a hint the third time a 
notebook is slammed to the floor. 

Sometimes such a prof will re- 
quest that someone remind him 
of the time several minutes before 
class is to end, but he does not do 
that as often as he should. 

These teachers who abuse their 
time allotment take advantage of 
both the student and their col- 
leagues. How many of these same 
offenders display a sharply raised 
eyebrow when a student creeps in 
late? They are highly resentful of 
tardiness and at the same time are 
foten the cause of it. — THE

Pine to Nebraska 
Land Tenure Meet 

Prof W. H. Pine, Department of 
Economics and Sociology, will re- 
present Kansas at a meeting of 
the Northern Great Plains Land 
Tenure committee at Lincoln, Ne- 
braska, December 8, 9, and lOtju 
In addition, representatives from 
Kansaa, Nebraska, North and 
South Dakota, Colorado, Wyom- 
ing, and Montana, farmers in the 
area and members of the USDA 
will be present. 

The purpose of the committee, 
which meets twice a year, is to de- 
termine regional research that is 
needed for the Northern Great 
Plains and to develop research on 
a regional basis. 

Taxation Considered 

Under consideration at this ses- 
sion will be farm real estate taxa- 
tion, land classification for taxa- 
tion purposes, production risks 
and income stability in the Great 
Plains region. 

Unstable incomes and prices are 
characteristic of the Great Plains 
largely because of weather haz- 
ards, Professor Pine said. 

Also to be discussed at the meet- 
ing will be land tenure problems 
stemming from the Missouri River 
Basin Development plan by which 
it Is proposed to irrigate an ad- 
ditional 5,000,000 acres of land, 
Pine concluded.'

cation must follow along new 
lines. The Institute of Citizenship 
has already started work on this 
according to Prof. Albert Eld-

The particular line of educa- 
tion which the Institute is work- 
ing on is the training of adults in 
group leadership. It is experi- 
menting to develop ways of get- 
ting more effective citizen action 
on community problems, whether 
the community ia the city, state, 
or world. They are trying to de- 
velop a desire in the citizens to 
participate In community actions 
and to give them the knowledge, 
skills and attitudes necessary for 
the actions. 

Per Stensland, Institute of 
Citizenship, has written a book, 
"Guide for Group Leaders," which 



Is being used as a guide In the 
work. The book contains discus- 
sion on how to become an effective 
leader, how to get people to put 
faith in the leader, and also con- 
tains a personal check list for the 
potential leader. 

The best means for leadership 
training seem to be the workshop 
and the informal class. The In- 
stitute has helped with leader- 
ship training in such Kansas or- 
ganizations as UNESCO, Agricul- 
tural Extension, and Civil Rights 
Clearing House. Although most of 
this training is off campue. some 
is carried on here, as the studentB 
are the leaders of tomorrow. 

The work done shows definite 
progress. The leadership training 
in UNESCO increased in size and 
importance the last year; the In- 
stitute provides some staff to both 
the ten leadership institutes in 
Kansas and the last two annual 
conferences- 



Last March the Kansas Adult 
Education association at its meet- 
ing in Lawrence carried out these 
ideas. This snmmer Professor 
Stensland helped a workshop in 
Wyoming. 

Early last month Per Stensland 
and Albert Eldridge, Institute of 
Citizenship, and Larry Dennis, 
Journalism, at a workshop at the 
University of Oklahoma had the 
chance to further develop train- 
ing for democratic leadership. 

All tnis is a part of one big ef- 
fort for the training of adults. Its 
purposes is to make those who 
now run the affairs of the world to 
be equipped to do so. The Insti- 
tute Is trying to disprove the au- 
thoritarian claim that their type 
of leadership is more efficient 
than the democratic system.

OAK RIDGE, TENN., Dec. 7.— 
(U.R) — Contractors affected by a 
wildcat construction walkout at 
atomic installations here today' 
were expected to open the way for 
a Taft-Hartley law injunction by 
filling secondary boycott charges 
aglanst the striking workers. 

The strike began abruptly late 
Monday when some ^250 AFL 
■team fitters, truck drivers and op- 
erating engineers walked off the 
Job. More union construction 
workers joined them yesterday, 
and by last night the situation 
reached general strike proportions 
with more than 1,800 men Idle. 

Carpenters and common labor- 
ers were still on the Job at various 
projects here last night. They were 
expected to join the strike today, 
however, making the construction 
tie-up at this atomic city complete. 

No official reason for the strike 
was given. But it appeared that 
the use of non-union labor on a 
pipe-line Job was at the root of 
the trouble. 

Three phases of expansion at 
this atomic city were slowed up 
or halted by the work stoppage. 
They were the building of homes 
and a new ichool, a gas pipeline 
tor atomic ovens and loaoratories. 
and construction of a new gaseous 
diffusion plant for making urani- 
um-235, a vital atom-bomb ingre- 
dient.

At End of Any Semester or Session 

Veterans who have remaining entitlement may receive 15 day3 
leave upon Interruption of training at the end of any semester or 
session, according to Wendell R. Kerr Veterans Service officer of 
Kansas Stute. 

Leave is automatic unless the 
VA is notified 110 days prior to in- 
terruption. The policy at Kansas 
State college Is to provide a leave 
slip for each P.L. 346 trainee at 
the time he re-enters training or 
enters for the first time. This gives 
the veteran opportunity to indi- 
cate at the time of his enrollment 
whether or not he desires leave 
pay. The veteran who enrolls for 
the Fall Bemestcr Is 'set up for 
training by the VA for the ordi- 
nary tuiiool year or both Fall and 
Spring semesters unless the VA 
is otherwise notified at the end of 
the Fall semester. 

Due to circumstances there may 
be a few veterans leaving at the 
end of the Fall semester who will 
want to indciate leave differently 
than when they enrolled.

Two Ships Speed 
To Rescue Ward, 
Staff From Tientsin 

Lakeland Victory 
Expected to Arrive 
At Port Saturday 

ABOARD LAKELAND VIC- 
TORY EN ROUTE TO TIENTSIN, 
CHINA, Dec. 8,— (U.R)— Capt. Paul 
Sexton of the Lakeland Victory 
today pointed his ship toward 
Ttenstin at full speed in an effort 
to arrive there first for the rescue 
of American Consul General Angus 
Ward and his Mukden staff. 

Sexton acted on orders from Far 
East lines, owners of the vessel 
which now is engaged In a race 
with the merchantman Pacific 
Transport to reach Taku Bar first 
and pick up the American diplo- 
mat expelled from Communist 
Cliina. 

Speeds Up Journey 
The Lakeland Victory, which 
sailed from Kobe yesterday, elimi- 
nated a stop at Fusan, Korea, to 
Vsyeed its Journey. 

Originally it had been scheduled 
to stop there tonight to discharge 
three Korean passengers and a 
cargo of steel. But the orders ap- 
parently were changed when the 
Pacific Transport put out from 
Hong Kong. 

Sexton said there was nothing in 
his new orders to indicate the state 
department was responsible for the 
speed up. 

He said his new schedule would 
send the Lakeland Victory into the 
port of Tienstln Saturday after- 
noon. 

May Not Be There 

Whether Ward and the other 27 
Americans scheduled to be picked 
up would be there remained in 
doubt because of the uncertainty 
about possible Communist delay- 
ing actions. 

But Ward presumably was well 
on his way to the port. The Lake- 
land Victory has orders to take 
Ward to any nearby port of his 
choice.

Arctic Air Sweeps 
Western Plain Area 

Temperature Drops 
Throughout Nation

A mass of Arctic air plummeted 
temperatures to 15 below zero on 
the western plains today and sent 
bone-chilling winds whistling from 
the Great Lakes to the east coast. 

The frigid air rode south across 
the Canadian border on two storm 
centers, one that cut acrosB Canada 
through New England and onto 
the Atlantic and another that was 
moving into North Dakota today. 

The eastern storm left five per- 
sona dead in Canada as it laid a 
blanket of snow 18 inches deep In 
some areas. New England counted 
seven dead with a lesser snowfall. 
Most victims died on slippery high- 
ways. 

The chill wave daBhcd the hopes 
of New York officials who were 
waiting for warmer weather to 
melt snow on watersheds and fill 
reservoirs depleted by a long 
drought. 

' The water shortage was so acute 
that officials ordered all automo- 
bile washing stopped and warned 
that rationing would be put Into 
effect at the end of the month un- 
less New Yorkers cut consumption 
drastically. 

Skies were clear over most of 
the area hit by the cold but gusty 
winda In the region from Chicago 
to New York hit speeds up to 30 
miles an hour. 

The coldest spot in the nation 
shortly before dawn was at Minot, 
N. D., where the mercury touched 
15 below zero. Jamestown, N. D„ 
had 11 below, Bismarck, N. D. ( 8 
below and Aberdeen, 8. D., 6 below. 
Temperatures were expected to 
be even colder tonight.

MOFFETT FIELD. CALIF., (U.R) | there 1b a limit to this practice 

because in the rare upper air the 
sun's rays have a greater heating 
effect. 

Refrigeration has been another 
partial solution, but it does not 
solve the problem because it is im- 
possible to refrigerate the entire 
airplane and there is a limit to 
the amount the temperature can be 
dropped. 

Only one thing is certain, the 
absolute Bpeed limit is somewhere 
between 1,000 mileB per hour and

All 
of the vitals of the plane must be 
refrigerated and even then the 
basic metal structure Is weakened 
by the heat. 

Heat Big Obstacle 
The Ames scientists, who shud- 
der at the Idea of being quoted 
directly, refuse to divulge the 
Bpeed at which the heat problem 
stops them.

Suffice to flay it Is apparently 
somewhere beyond 1,000 miles 
per hour.

Ames engineers Bay the in- 
crease In heat due to the compres- 
sion of air ahead of the plane is 
about 100 degrees fahrenheit at 
the speed of sound. (760 mile* per 
hour at sea level). The tempera 
ture rise occurs at the nose of the 
plane and the heat elBewhere, be- 
cause of friction of the boundary

Although short on know-how, 
Head's natural grace and ability 
soon caught the eye of both 
coaches and fans. He was erratic 
In early season performance last 
year, but at times showed tre- 
mendous scoring power. He was 
a regular and consistent perform- 
er by the end of the season and 
was improving with every game. 
When the WildcatB and the Soon- 
ers met in Manhattan last season, 
it was four consecutive set shots 
by Head that pulled the game out 
of the fire and gave the Wildcats 
the win. 

The story of Head's career may 
take an ironical twist when the 
Wildcats return form the East 
next week.

Trees May Face 
Hard Winter, 
Says Quintan 

Foundation plantings and 
shrubs a too u Id be watered be- 
fore the weather turns worse 
and the ground becomes froaen, 
according to Prof. L. E. Quinlan, 
Department of Horticulture. 
Trees are going Into winter 
weather in a very dry condition 
due to the lack of fall moisture, 
the past month being one of the 
driest November in the history 
of the state. 

Many people have the mistaken 
conception that treeB do not need 
moisture during the winter, while 
actually even the hardwoods, 
give off moisture, explained 
Quinlan, evergreens, h a v i n g 
leaves all winter and giving off 
the most moisture, are In the 
greatest need of water, Broadleaf 
conifers are most susceptible to 
winter dryness, pine, spruce and 
fir may be easily damaged; cedar 
and juniper stand more, but all 
would profit by a good drenching, 
he said. 

There is also the possibility 
that introduced treeB will be 

harmed If not taken care pf 
now. Deciduous trees and shrubs 
are the least susceptible to win- 
ter dryness, but would be bene- 
fited by watering, especially 

where overhanging eaves havp 
sheltered them from the normal 
rainfall.

At any rate, economists at the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics uelleve 
the retail trade employment may 
hold up for some time after this 
Christmas. 

They point out that in the pre- 
sent buyer's market, there must 
be more effort to sell products. 
This means larger sales staffs. 

Another incentive to keeping 
sales staffs more or less intact Is 
the forthcoming $2,800,000,000 
Insurance dividend to be paid by 
fhe Veterans administration to 
about 16.000,000 veterans who 
■re policyholders of World War 
II. This money will be paid to 
veterans all over the country. 
First payments, VA says, will 
start about January 15, and will 
be carried out over subsequent 
months. 

A Shot In The Arm 

This money is expected to be a 
shot-in-the-arm for merchants 
who generally expect the post- 
Christmas doldrums. 
Jfcome of this jeer's optimistic 
predictions tor Christmas rush 
sales are based on Federal .Re- 
Serve board figures for depart- 
ment store sales. 

For the Thanksgiving week end- 



ing November 26, department 
store sales were five percent be- 
low the comparable week a year 
ago, the board said. It did not is- 
sue comparative sales totals. 

But other economists hasten to 
point out that this percentage 
decline represents dollar amounts. 
It does not reflect price declines, 
which on many commodities are 
five to seven per cent under last 
year.

San Diego Engineer 
Designs New Auto 
To Retail for $500 

SAN DIEGO, CALIF., — (U.R) — 
A lightweight car which will re- 
tail for about $500 has been de- 
signed by T. P. Hall, San Diego 
development engineer. 

The car Ib about the size of a 
post war British Austin and has 
a top speed of 45 miles an hour 
and gas consumption of 45 miles 
to the gallon, Hall said. It has 
been tested, he said. 

The machine Is 153 inches in 
overall length, has a 100-inch 
wheel base and 50-lnch wheel 
tread. It is powered by a 10- 
horaepower engine which drives 
through a fluid coupling. 

It is built largely of aluminum I 
alloy and plastic material and ' 
weighs 775 pounds. 

Hall said there are several cars 
now in operation and the various 
prototypes have been driven sev- 
eral thousand miles in tests. 

Hall was chief development 
engineer at Consolldated-Vultee 
Alt-craft Corporation for many 
years. He left the firm about two 
years ago to develop his present, 
car, which he says is a by-product 
of the flying auto. 

Hall Invented and designed the 
flying auto which he sold to Con- 
vair twid I lien regained ownership 
rights after the aircraft company 
abandoned construction of the 
machine. One flying auto was built 
which later crashed during an 
emergency landing after running 
out of fuel. 

The present car was built at 
Gillespie field, near El Cajon, 
Calif., and was personally fi- 
nanced by Hall through the T. P. 
Hall Engineering Corporation. He 
has formed Airway Motors, Inc., 
for the purpose of manufacturing 
the machine. No definite produc- 
tion plans have been made, bow- 
ever, and Hall is undecided whe- 
ther to manufacture the car him- 
self or turn the production over to

House 

Hears Testimony 
From Gen. Groves 

Says He Withheld 
Secret Information 
From Vice-President 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8— (U.E>— 
|Lt. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, chief 
of the wartime A-bomb project, 
said today he deliberately withheld 
several secret reports on atomic de- 
velopment from former Vice-Presi- 
dent Henry A, Wallace during the 
war. He made the statement in 
an Interview when asked to clari- 
fy his testtniony before the House 
un-j\merlcan activities committee 
concerning Russian attempts to 
spy out U. S. atomic secrets In 
194 3 and 1941. 

Groves had testified that Wal- 
lace, who bolted the Democratic 
party last year to run for Presi- 
dent as the left-wing Progressive 
Party's candidate, only saw one of 
about five secret atomic reports 
which were distributed among a 
limited group of the highest rank- 
ing officials. He did uot elaborate. 
Wallace l>oenn't See Reports 
Interviewed later at the Army 
Navy club, Groves was asked why 
the other reports were not shown 
to Wallace. 

"Throughout my conduct of the 
Manhattan project, my decisions 
were based on what I thought were 
the best interests of the United 
States," the General said. "I de- 
cided I wasn't going to show any 
more reports to Mr. Wallace." 

Asked if that meant he decided 
it would be against the best in- 
terests of the country for Wallace 
to see the documents, Groves re- 
plied: 

"I don't see how anything could 



be more positive than what I said 
before." 

Pressed for a more detailed ex- 
planation, he added: 

"Our objective In the Manhattan 
project was to save American lives 
by shortening the war. Many se- 
curity hazards were deliberately 
takeri to accomplish this goal, but 
no unnecessary, recognizable 
ards were ever taken," 



Groves also told the reporter 
that his testimony should not be 
construed as completely refuting 
the story of George Racey Jordan, 
former Army Air Force major, 
that suspicious shipments poured 
through the lend-lease pipeline to 
Russia during the 1943-44 war 
years.

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German Red Police 
Arrest 17 Members 
Of Yugoslav Mission 

Action Is Intended 
To Crush Movement 
For Tito In Germany 

BERLIN, Dec. 9 — (U.R) — Soviet 
Zone German police today placed 
under house arrest 17 members of 
the Yugoslav military mission and 
consulate staff and their families. 

The move was believed intended 
to crush a growing Titoist move- 
ment in East Germany. 

The Yugoslaves were confined 
to houses in the Soviet sector of 
Berlin shortly after the ministry 
of interior of the Communist- 
dominated East German govern- 
ment banned the mission on 
grounds it tried to "interfere with 
lawful order." 

A German employee of military 
mission headquarters in the Brit- 
ish sector of Germany said those 
under house arrest included all 
10 mission and consulate members 
nd seven of their defendants. 
Those detained under police 
guard included acting mission 
chief Lt. Col. M. Siblmovic; the 
BitiBh Consul, Capt. Panduvowich; 
and press attache Yilko Kolar. 

Telephone calls to the Soviet 
sector homes of the mission mem- 
bers confirmed the house arrests. 

Sibimovic said his home was 
surrounded by 40 East German 
policemen. 

Kolar, speaking from the home 
of the consul, said the entire street 
had been sealed off and that four 
armed policemen were stationed In 
front of the door.

The stone wall ai the east side 
of the campus Is being moved at a 
cost of $6,000, according to R. F.

Prather Accepts Invitation to Play 
In Annual East-West Football Came 

Rollin "Tiny" Prather has climaxed his college football 
career with an honor that hasn't been equaled for several 
years at Kansas State. The rugged tackle has accepted a£ 
invitation to play for the West team In the annual East* 
West Shrine tilt in San Francisco, December 31. 



The last K-Stater to win such 
an honor on the gridiron was 
Ralph Graham, present Wildcat 
mentor, In 1934. Coach Graham 
was then a hard running fullback 
for the Purple and White and

played for the West team in the 
Shrine classic. 

High School Star 
When "Tiny" Prather brought 
his fi feet 5 inches and 220 pounds 
to K-State in 1946 he lacked only 
experience. The Eureka high 
school athlete had been a stand- 
out in high school athletics, but his 
best performances had been in 
track. He set a Kansas high school 
record for the discus, set another 
discus record in the Eureka re- 
gional and broke the old shot 
marks in the Fredonia Relays and 
Tri-Valley League. 

Prather landed right in the mid- 
dle, of a rebuilding program when 
he reported for football under 
Hobbs Adams. He was shifted, with 
others, from one position to an- 



other to find a winning combina- 
tion. The combination wasn't 
found that season, but "Tiny" 
picked up some of the needed ex- 
perience and turned in several out- 
standing performances. 

Tough Opponent 

The next season Sam Francis 
moved the big end into the full- 
back spot. Prather was big and 
fast for bis size, but the position 
wasn't for him. He moved back 
to end and played a much better 
season than his first. Boston Col- 
lege rated him on their all-oppon- 
ent team for 1947. 

"Tiny" was back for his third 
season when Coach Graham took 
over. The rugged end had gained 
enough experience to last his col- 
lege days and spent more time in 
the opposition's backfield than 
anywhere else. His outstanding 
line work moved Coach Graham 
to say "he is the best defensive end 
I've coached." 

A Defensive Star 

This year Prather took over a 
tackle position on the "glamor- 
lacking" defensive platoon. He re- 
peatedly broke up the opposition's 
offense with jarring tackles. In 
the Oklahoma game he got back 
to his old offensive end positio 
for several plays and took a pt 
from Dana Atkins for one of the 
longest gains State made. 

A serious tooth infection en- 
dangered his football career late 
last summer, but he was out of 
the hospital la time to play his 
best season for the Wildcats,

"Tiny" hasn't been content to 
rest on his football laurels. He has 
put Kansas State's name in top at 
of the track field. In 1947 and 
1948 he was named on the All- 
American track squad for his work 
in the discus. He was preceded in 
this honor by Charles Socolofsky, 
Wildcat discus tosser of the ate 
30's and Elmer "One-man-gang" 
Hackney, K-State's shotput star of 
1940. 

Prather holds four Big Seven 
records and one national title. He 
won the Shulte Award for out- 
standing athlete in the 1948 Big 
Seven meet and was high scorer

Truman's Staff Believes General 'Ike' 
Is Bucking for President's Job In '52 

Eisenhower Statements Ignored Until 
'Hot Dogs and Beer' Speech Recently 

KEY WEST, FLA., Dec. 9— <U.R)— Gen. DwigM D. Elsenhower 
looked today to President Truman's Intimates like a man bucking for 
the Republican Presidential candidacy In 1952. 

This view was based on the re- 
cent "hot dogs and beer" social 
theories of the former army chief 
of staff and the current president 
of Columbia university. 

Spokesman for the President 
at the winter White House have 
ignored Elsenhower's recent state- 
ments, even professing Ignorance 
as to their content. 

Staff Read* Speech . 

But It was known that the Pres- 
ident's staff read with more than 
detached interest the recent New 
York speech by Eisenhower who 
deplored the fact that the Amer- 
ican people were mistakenly seek- 
ing "the illusion of security." 

What Elsenhower said cut 
sharply across the basic precepts 
of the Truman fair deal. And Mr. 
Truman's state of the union mes- 
sage In January probably will 
take a broad swipe at all oppon- 
ents of the so-called welfare state. 

Press Secretary Charles Q. Ross 
said yeBterday the chief executive's 
message would "fully expound the 
President's philosophy of govern- 
ment." 

The Elsenhower statement that 
Intensely Interested the Truman 
staff was made November 30 in 
New York: 

"We seek the Illusion called se- 
curity. We think too much of 
luxuries. We want to wear fine 
shirts, have caviar and champagne 
when we should be eating hot dogs 
and beer."

SEOUL, KOREA. Dec, 12. — (UP) 
— Two American Economic Co- 
operation administration officials 
reported today that they were sub- 
jected to heavy questioning during 
80 days of captivity in Communist- 
controlled North Korea. 

The officials, Albert E. Willis, 
40, of Brooklyn, New York, and 
T. Meschter, 28, of Kinder- 
New York, safely 




They appeared happy and well- 
fed bnt said that during one period 
of their confinement they became 
so thin a doctor ordered their food 
ration stepped up. 

Meschter, a sea captain, and Wil- 
lis, a chief engineer, were taken 
prisoners aboard the American 
freighter Kimball R. Smith when 
its Korean crew mtftined against 
the South Korean regime and 
sailed the ship to North Korea. 

I A A Advisors 

The vessel had been loaned to 
the South Korean government — 
the only Korean government the 
U. S. recognises— and Willis and 
Meschter were aboard as EC A ad- 
visors. 

Four and one half hours of ne- 



gotiations were conducted by 
American Embassy officials before 
Willis and Meschter were per- 
mitted to cross into friendly ter- 
ritory at Yohyan, near the 38 th 
parallel dividing line between 
North and South Korea. 

The U. S. was represented by 
Harold J. Noble of Fairfax, Cali- 
fornia, senior attache of the U. S. 
Embassy; Col. James W. Fraser 
of Sauls 8te. Marie. Michigan^ and 
a Korean interpreter. 

Noble said the difficulties in 
negotiations arose over the word- 
ing of credentials carried by Maj. 
Kim Jong Gi of the North Korean 
Home Ministry — the secret police 
—which named him as the repre- 
sentative of the North Korean gov- 
ernment.

He recommended French-

CHICAGO, Dec, 12 — (U,E> — A 
winter storm today rolled eastward 
across the midwest on a thousand- 
mile front, bringing blizzard con- 
ditions to the upper Great Lakes 
region and leaving 51 persons dead 
from tornadoes, snow slides and 
accidents on icy highways. 

Nine persona were killed and 
scores injured by twisters which 
aklpped across Missouri and Ar- 
kansas. 

At least 42 other deaths in more 
than a dozen states were blamed 
on the storm. Most of these were 
fatalities resulting from icy high- 
ways, drizzle, fog and other motor- 
ing hazards. 

A huge snow and rock slide 
roared down on top ef a car in a 
Spanish Fork canyon in Utah, kill- 
ing one person and Injuring three 
others. 

The Chicago weather bureau 
hoisted storm warnings over the 
Great Lakes as a blizzard howled 
across the Dakotas and the Red 
River valley into Minnesota.

Webb Delivers Protest 

Undersecretary of State James 
E. Webb delivered a U. S. protest 
and a warning late yesterday to 
the Bulgarian Charge D'AffaireH, 
Peter Voutov. Webb called Vou- 
tov to the State Deaprtment and 
lectured him for 15 minutes with- 
out pulling any punches. 

Webb protested general reHtrlc- 
tions on the U. S. legation in Sofia, 
and specifically defended Heath 
against Communist charges that 
he conspired to overthrow the 
Bulgarian government. 

The Communists are trying for- 
mer Vice-Premier Traicho Rostov 
and 10 other Bulgarians on 
charges of [dotting against the 
government. KohIov ls accused of 
conspiring with Heath, but Webb 
protested yesterday that these 
barges were "patent falsehoods." 

Webb recalled that Heath had 
asked the Bulgarian government 
newspapers to print his denials. 
Instead, the Bulgarian press re- 
peated the charges and Indicated 
that all American denials were 
lies.

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Bolivian Student Likes Informal Dress 
Of Americans; Says Coffee Is Weak 



-* Would some K-Stater like to 
swim, ski, and be Id the jungle all 
Id the same day? Percy Altken, 
latest Bolivian to enroll at Kansas 
State, told reporters yesterday It 
can be done In his home country, 

Altken, a resident of Potosl 
Bolivia, Is a freshman In Architec- 
tural Engineering. He plans to re- 
main In the United States until he 
graduates, then return to Bolivia. 

When arriving here last Septem- 
ber, the Bolivian could only say 
"good morning" and "good after- 
noon' In English. He declared It 
has been rather difficult to get ac- 
customed to the slang the Ameri- 
cans use. 

"Clothing here Is so informal 
and bright," replied Altken. when 
asked how American clothing com- 
pared to that of bis home country. 
"Our dress is more serious. A high 
school boy wears suits and ties to 
school. Our ties are always plain 
and dark." 

The engineer-to- be, lighting an- 
other cigarette, remarked that an 
Infeasnal group of Bolivian stu- 
dents would never discuss the 
latest sport developments of the 
day. "Politics and economics would 
be the topic of student conversa- 
tion" he said. 

Altken misses the spices used 
in. the South American food. He 
declared Amercians must believe 



in quantity and not quality when 
serving beverages. "The coffee 
Americans serve is only water com- 
pared to what the Bolivians serve. 
The letter never further dilute it 
with cream." 

He never knew his English fath- 
er, the Bolivian said, stamping out 
his cigarette down to the cork, as 
the father died when Altken was 
very young. The Englishman was 
a mining engineer. Young Altken 
has two sisters, one a graduate of 
Michigan State of 1947, and a 
brother, who was educated In Ag- 
ricultural Engineering in Chill. 

He plays Canasta and finds It 
similar to Gin Rummy. He re- 
marked that he certainly could not 
teach It In English, however. 

"A college education In Bolivia 
would take me eight years," he re- 
marked, lighting his third cigar- 
ette. "In our school Bystem six 
years of grade school attendance is 
required. The six years attendance 
in high school, however, is op- 
tional." 

Bolivia Is one of the Beven South 
and Latin American countries rep- 
resented here on the campus. Prom 
these seven countries there is an 
enrollment of 25 students; ten of 
whom are Bolivians. One of the 
Bolivian students is enrolled in 
Agriculture, the others in Engi- 
neering.

Catarrhal Fever 

An outbreak of malignant ca- 
tarrhal fever has occurred near 
Belle Plain, Kansas. It was diag- 
nosed by Dr. L. M. Roderick, state 
pathologist and head of the De- 
partment of Pathology at Kansas 
State. 

One of the most striking features 
of the disease Is Its persistence 
over months, even years, In a herd, 
according to Doctor Roderick, It 
Is a disease common only to cat- 
tle, and Is nearly always fatal, and 
as far as is known, incurable. One 
or two head may be sick at a time, 
though the pattern with which it 
strikes may vary.

Planned for the site of the 
old college the loft will be built 
on stone foundations of one of 
the original college buildings. 

Inside the old foundation 36 by 
48 are to be built some' living 
quarters, a laboratory, an office 
and a storeroom. Above this, ac- 
commodations for 100 tons of hay 
will be built. ' 

The bull barn will have 20 open 
stalls and nine box stalls. An ex- 
ercise yard Is planned for keeping 
the bulls in good condition.

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Livestock Raisers 
Face Big Probhm 
In Bang's Disease 

Bang's disease Is the biggest 
problem to livestock raisers today, 
according to Glen Pickett, Kansas 
Sanitary Livestock Commissioner, 
who spoke at a recent meeting ot 
the Block and Bridle club. 

In explanation of his functions 
as a state official, Pickett elabo- 
rated on some of bis duties, which 
include testing, supervision of 
community sales, and various work 
with Texas fever, mange and scab. 

To further Insure the health of 
Kansas livestock, the law requires 
a certificate for all cattle, except 
steers, entering the state. Animals 
Which have been vacinated for 
Bang's disease, react to the test. 

These animals are tagged, tat- 
tooed or branded the same as the 
animals having the disease, unless 
thp vaccination la officially re- 
corded with the commission, and 
can not be sold. So far there Is no 
test to distinguish vaccinated ani- 
mals from Infected ones, he said. 

A complete check on T.B, of all 
cattle in Kansas was completed in 
the thirties. Every three years 16 
percent of all the cattle in Kansas 
are retssted. Where T.B. recurs 
la a herd It is recommended that 
all live stock and the family han- 
dling the stock be checked for the 
source.

Post Office Gives 
Holiday Information 

The Manhattan post office will 
remain open until 9 p. m. from 
December 12 to the 17 Inclusive. 
Postmaster Will West said this is 
being done to accomodate the stu- 
dents and townspeople who have 
to work all day. 

West also emphasized that one 
and one-half cent stamps are no 
longer sufficient postage to carry 
third class mail, or letters that are 
not sealed. 

The increased postage rate on 
third class mail last January, West 
said. 

If greeting cards do not have 
enough postage the post office 
will do one of three things: your 
mailman may return your cards to 
you stamped "insufficient post- 
age", your cards may be held until 
you supply the additional postage; 
or cards may be dropped in the 
dead letter office if they are mailed 
at the peak of the Christmas rush 
and bear no return address. 

Makes Suggestion 

In order to Insure delivery of 
your greeting cards, West suggest- 
ed that if you are not sure of yoar- 
self, mail them first class. This 
means putting a three-cent stamp 
on all cards. If the person to whom 
you are sending a card has moved, 
and the card has a three-cent 
stamp on it, it will be forwarded 
from one address to another. If 
not located the card will be re- 
turned to you. West said that cards 
with two cents are thrown away by 
the "thousands." 

Starting December 18 three de- 
liveries a day will be made to alt 
residential districts, the postmas- 
ter said. West estimated that at 
the peak of the rush the post office 
will handle approximately 60.000 
letters In one day. Last year's peak 
was 70,000 letters in one day. The 
average should be about 40,000 
letters a day this year. In order 
to take care of the rush 32 people 
will be hired as extra help and 
three extra trucks will be used.

day that his Citizens Committee 
for the Hoover report will have to 
fight the "status quo boys" who 
are satisfied with government in- 
efficiency. 

He predicted in an interview at 
the end of the two-day reorgani- 
zation conference that plans for 
money-saving reforms based on 
Hoover Commission recommenda- 
tions, will be fought by people in- 
side the government who are sat- 
isfied and by those outside who 
profit from its wastefulness and 
Inefficiency. 

Want Efficient Operation 
^ Johnson, president of Temple 
University,, said that both groups 
"are working on members of Con- 
gress to see that the Hoover Com- 
mission's recommendations do not 
get approval." 

"We are convinced, however, 
that the majority of the members 
of congress want to see the various 
reorganization plans go through," 
he said. "We know that most of 
their constituents are sold on the 
idea of greater economies in all 
the executive branches of the fed- 
eral government."

AFC Committee 

Compressed System 
Of Enrollment 
May Be Dropped 

The Committee on Academic and 
Financial Calendar has considered 
the SPC's recommendation that In 
the lall semesters In the future the 
time of enrollment period be re- 
duced and uot extended over a 
week-end. 

The Calendar committee didn't 
disapprove of the recommendation, 
but pointed out that the present 
registration period is compressed 
into as few days at possible under 
the mass enrollment system em- 
ployed and the physical set-up of 
the college. 

Spread Out System 

The present enrollment system 
necessitates spreading the registra- 
tion period over the week-end be- 
cause it gives the Counseling Bur- 
eau time to tabulate the aptitude 
tests of first semester fresh men. 
The newcomers are tested and 
orientated on Thursday. By the 
time they are ready to enroll the 
following Tuesday the results of 
the tests are in the hands of the 
USBigners. 

Seniors enroll first on Friday. 
ThlB gives the seniors first choice 
of subjects so they can get the 
classes they need to graduate. 

An asset of the present system 
is the special period set aside at 
the termination of the regular per- 
iod for late students to enroll in 
order to avoid paying a penalty 
fee, 

System May Have Faults 

"The only way we could elimi- 
nate bringing students on the cam- 
pus before classes begin would be 
to adopt a pre-assignment stystem 
that would Include pre-payment of 
fees," said A. L. Pugsley, dean of 
administration. "Even this would 
have certain drawbacks. For ex- 
ample. If a student Is assigned In 
mid-semester, and then flunks the 
course or changes bis mind on the 
classes he wishes for the next term, 
he will Btfll have to he re-assigned 
at the beginning of the next semes- 
ter." 

The question of pre-assignment 
has been under study by a special 
faculty committee since last June. 
Their findings will be submitted to 
the Council of Deans probably 
around the first of the year,

Thrives In U. S. 

VALDESE. N. C. <U.R>— Every 
Sunday afternoon the sports- 
minded men of this little village, 
transplanted from the Alps, gather 
to play the little-known game of 
boccie. 

Boccie la the "national pastime" 
of these folks who came to the 
North Carolina mountains from 
the Alps of Fiance and Italy to 
escape religious persecution. Noth- 
ing is more Important than the 
Sunday games. 

The game is played on a hard 
dirt runway some 80 feet long. 

First, the small boccia, a little 
bigger than a golf ball, is rolled 
part way down the court. Then 
the various pairs of conteetants 
try to roll their larger boccie balls 
c1ob« to the boccia. Conteetants 
may knock an opponent's ball away 
from the boccia, thus gaining a 
closer lie aud a point. 

Unlike moit American sports, 
the boccie games are never marred 
by arguments or disputes.

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Auto Makers Expect High Output 
In 1950 to Equal Record of 1949 



DETROIT — (U.R) — The Bat ion's 
automobile makers, with business 
never better, look for 1960 to 
bring production almost equal to 
JpE" all-time record years Just end- 
ing. 

With an amazing 6,000,000-ve- 
hicle output in 1949 behind them, 
automotive men believe the de- 
mand for new cars is far from 
satisfied and sales will be about 
as good as 1949. 

Schedules of General Motors, 
colossus of the industry, call for 
"as many or perhaps" more cars 
and trucks in 1950. Other com- 
panies are expected to follow suit. 

Although government leaders 
and automotive executives are 
guardedly cautious about predict- 
ing the future, they certainly have 
no complaints about 1949 business. 

Ward's automotive reports, sta- 
tistical bible of the industry, esti- 
mates that 1949 total production 
will total "well over 8,000,000" 
vehicles in humming U. S. plants. 

October Sales Highest 

Despite gloomy forecasts of 
"market saturation," business in- 
creased during the later months. 
R. L. Polk & Co., automotive stat- 
isticians, fixed October as the "al- 
most certain" all-time monthly 
In new car sales. The p re- 
high came in August. 
Total output this year was not 
limited in most cases by what 
dealers could sell, but what could 
he turned out. The steel and coal 
strikes nipped Into production dur- 
ing the last quarter, lopping 475,- 
<9>0 vehicles by Ward's estimates. 
" The industry, fortunate from a 
labor standpoint this year, faces 
two 1950 crises when Chrysler and 
GM contracts expire in May. The 
million-member CIO United Auto 
Workers will drive in mid-spring 
for the unprecedented company- 
financed pensions it won from 
Ford in September. 

Oddly, the only major walkout 
of 1949 was caused not by the 
successful demand on Ford for 
$100 retirement benefits and a 
health plan, but by a minor issue 
— speed of Ford assembly lines in 
two plants. 

Some Wildcat Strikes 

'The UAW shut down Ford's life- 
line, the sprawling River Rouge 
plant, for 25 days in May over the 
production standards issue. 

Although Ford had the only 
major strike, a sunburst of brief 
"wildcat" walkouts harried pro- 
ducers, mainly Chrysler and the 
Srlggs Manufacturing Co., major 
auto body firm which was shut 
down on 55 occasions. 

GM and Chrysler probably will 
grant UAW President Walter P. 
Router's pension and welfare de- 
mands. 

Neither Chrysler nor the union 
tagm particularly worried that 
*ffcir mid-contract negotiations, 
begun last July, are lagging. GM 
already has begun talks on "tech- 
nical phases" of the pension issue. 
"UAW demands are to be "final- 
ised" early in 1950, 
before the General 
expires May 31. 

The year saw almost every major 
auto manufacturer slashing prices 
and GM twice, timed to coincide 
with dips in the government cost- 
of-living index which determines 
wages of GM workers under the 
present contract.

NEW YORK, (U.R) — Man is 
learning to fly so rapidly that the 
day may be coming when the elec- 
tronic brain will have to take over 
ths controls. 

Man, according to S. Paul John- 
ston, director of the Institute of 
Aeronautical Sciences, "can't stand 
the gaff " at 1,600 miles an hour 
a speed which he predicts n 
become a reality In 1955. 

"There is no * doubt whatever 
that we now possess the know- 
how to build practical aircraft that 
will fly at at speeds of 1,000 to 
1,500 miles an hour, or even 
faster," he reported to the Cooper 
Union. 

It is not Bure, he Bald, that such 
high-speed planes will have mili- 
tary value. 

Johnson said "no human pilot" 
could operate a plane going 1,500 
miles an hour. 

"At 1,000 miles per hour, a pilot 
Is traveling almost a quarter of a 
mile a second. In the time that it 
takeB you to count five slowly you 
are a mile from where you started. 
And at such speeds, to make a turn 
of anything less than a mile radius 
Is an invitation to 'black out', even 
when wearing the beet of our so- 
called 'G* suits. 

He believes that man Is nearing 
hie limits of endurance, and that 
there are machines now that can 
do a job better than a human 
brain. 

"The obvious thing to do," he 
said, 'is to take the human being 
out of the machine; to replace him 
with electronic and mechanical de- 
vices, that can do the pilot's work J 
and still survive." 

Johnson Bald intercontinental 
guided missiles equipped with 
atomic or high-explosive warheads 
"are constantly under intensive 
study and development by every 
major power In the world." 

"How soon they will be ready 
for use on an effective scale Is still 
anybody's guess." he added. 

"For the next decade, at least, 
any intercontinental warfare will 
be waged with piloted aircraft. 
Long range Jet bombers flying at 
speeds of over 800 miles per hour, 
at altitudes of 30,000 to 40,000 
feet, will press home the attack on 
military and Industrial objectives 
deep in enemy territory." 

Johnson also believes that the 



idea of an artificial satellite, or 
moon, is "within our reach." 

"My guess Is." he said, "that 
the job might be done In 25 to 
30 years, If really pushed."

Steers May Have 
Choice of Protein, 
Points Out Smith 

Kansas stockmen can girt, 
steers free choice of protein sup- 
plements by mixing the supple- 
ment with salt, Ed F. Smith, ani- 
mal husbandry professor at Kansas 
State, disclosed today. 

A steer will eat about one pound 
of salt daily. To limit his con- 
sumption of cottonseed meal, 100 
pounds of meal mixed with about 
50 pounds of salt can be kept 
before the steer. The steer will 
not eat too much salt so he gets 
only 2 pounds of meal dally. 

Consumption Is Grent 

Allowed free choice of supple- 
ment alone, the steer would eat 
more than he could use econom- 
ically, Smith explained. 

Conclusive results of gains ob- 
tained from feeding the mixture , 
with grass are not available. Smith 
said. Bluestem pasture with the 
salt-cottonseed mixture gave fair 
gains in the college herd last year. 
However, comparable amounts of 
the same feeds without the mix- 
ture were not tested. Such an ex- 
periment is underway at the col- 
lege now. Results from it will be 
in early 1950.

Pneumonia is Increasing at 
Kansas State. Dr. if. W. Lafene re- 
ported that there are over half 
again as many cases already this 
year tn spite of the extremely mild 
climatic conditions. 

Dr. Lafene said there have been 
25 cases in the hospital this year. 
Last year there were only 16 by 
December 1, and three more dur- 
ing December. 

"There is a marked increase of 
pneumonia." Dr. Lafene warned. 
"Of course crowded conditions in 
classrooms and living quarters 
affect this Incidence. But more 
Important Is the care with which 
students live, 

"Inadequate clothing, particu- 
larly headwear, heaving smoking, 
Inadequate sleep, dissipation, im- 
proper diet all contribute to both 
pneumonia and sinusitis. I can- 
not emphasize the need for better 
care too much. 

A Serious MpMM 
"Pneumonia is still a serious 
disease In spile of the antibiotics 
and sulfonamlds. Ten to 14 days 
will be lost by students with the 
best of the drugs, and some cases 
of pneumonia still die." Dr. Lafene 



He cautioned students to safe- 
guard others by better control of 
coughing and sneezing. A hand- 
kerchief might save another case 
of the infectious disease. 

■Be Bure to cover your mouth 
and noBe when you cough and 
sneeze." he repeated. "We are 
most IntereBted In saving an un- 
necessary loss of time for the stu- 
dentB." 

The nurses in the hospital re- 
ported that there had been at leaBt 
one and sometimes two caBes of 
pneumonia in the hospital ever 
since school opened in September. 
Lafene feared that the disease 
would increase as drastic winter 
weather swept across the campus, 
unless greater caution and care 
was practiced by the Btudents.

Ancient Monastery 
Found In Egypt 

CAIRO — (U.R) — A 64-room Cop- 
tic monastery or the Byzantine pe- 
riod has been unearthed at Helwau, 
a suburb of Cairo.. 

Doctor Zaky Saad, of the Royal 
Excavations, revealed that during 
the seventh season of excavations 
he discovered this monastery, 
which is believed to have housed 
some famous Egyptian historians. 

Fragments of glass and pottery, 
as well as gold, silver, and bronze 
coins found on the site show that 
the monastery was li use as early 
aa the eighth century A. D. There 
ta no evidence of the time when (t 
was finally deserted. 

It Is believed that this Is the 
monastery mentioned by the Arab 
historians Sbu Salih and El Sha- 
boshty. who state that Caliph 
Abdel Azit Ibn Marawan stayed at 
m monastery In Helwan during an 
illness. 

Canals Discovered 
To the north of the monastery 
are the remains of small red brick 
tanals, obviously used Tor irrigat- 
ing gardens there. To the south 
Is a cemetery containing 36 tombs, 
of which 16 are Intact, The bodies 
•were wrapped In cloth, completely 
decayed, and nothing was left of 
. the coffins but pieces of rusted 
Iron. 

This cemetery was obviously the 
burial place of monks, as all the 
bodies . recovered are those of 
males. With one of the bodies was 
a flat rectangle of Ivor/, hearing 
* Coptie inscription, but it was too 
decayed to be deciphered.

Neither the entomology depart- 
ment at Kansas State nor the state 
of Kansas Is engaged In termite 
control," he explained. 'The pub- 
lic apparently Is confused by 
names of companies. Individuals 
or unincorporated 



give themselves any sort of 
pany name." 

The K- at ate entomology depart- 
ment took the lead In organizing 
the Kansas Termite and Pest Con- 
trol association, Smith said. Com- 
posed of persons in termite con- 
trol work, the association is to 
Improve the quality of services 
and to give whatever attention Is 
necessary to Incompetent and 
fraudulent work," the entomolo- 
gist explained. 

Six Companies Presented 

Smith haB referred six compan- 
ies to the committee this year. 
None involved fraud — only dis- 
satisfied purchasers. Smith thinks 
there 1b little or no fraudulent ter- 
mite control work being done In 
Kansas. Complaints result from 
Incompetent employees working 
for some termite control compan- 
ies. 

He said 11 Is impossible to make 
general statements about termite 
control because each property Is a 
separate problem. Sometimes 
small repairs to "wall out" ter- 
mites is all that is needed. In 
other cases, surrounding soil must 
be treated chemically in addition 
to making building repairs. 

Firms Are E ff latent 

Generally speaking, Smith 
thinks an Individual Is less likely 
to do a satisfactory termite con- 
trol job than firms or Individuals 
who specialize In the work. 

Smith advises dissatisfied pur- 
chasers of termite control services 
to report to him at Kansas State 
In Manhattan or to U. O, Hawks, 
4789 Troost Avenue, Kansas City.

MILWAUKEE (U.R)- -The lowly 
salamander is doing his bit in the 
war on cancer. 

Researchers ai Marquette Uni- 
versity are using the tiny, ltzard- 
jlike animals in a series of experi- 
ments to determine whether nor- 
mal tissues can grow from can- 
cerous ones. 

Salamanders hav beeen chosen 
for the tests because of their phe- 
nomenal ability to grow new parts 
when old ones are lost. 

The Rev. John O'Brien, zoology 
professor at Marquette, explains 
the experiments in this way: 
"We've X-rayed the legs of sala- 



manders, and the X-rayed areas 
prevent the growth of new parts. 
We plan to take cancers from frogs 
and transplant them to the legs of 
salamanders. Then we'll cut the 
legs off through the cancers."

In that Interview, and in two 
on succeeding days, Vishinsky tie- 
in a tided the removal of the Ra- 
descu government, Visoianu said. 

"February 28," he wrote, "Mr. 
Vishinsky — was received at 3:30 
p. in., and' again I was present. 
He began by declaring: 'I have 
come to your majesty to know 
what you have decided In the mat- 
ters we discussed yesterday eve- 
ning.' The King replied that he 
had made known to General Ra- 
descu the views of the Soviet gov-

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Americans Should Take Notice 

It would be venturing onto pretty thin political Ice to assert that 
the twin Labor party defeats in Australia and New Zealand indicate 
any present trend away from the left world-wide enough to include 
American and British public thinking. There is more solid ground 
for saying that, properly interpreted and publicized, the elections 
down under can affect the shape of American and British political 
things to come. 

It Ix hnpurtmit to consider what things were and what were not at 
Make, In the voter** mind*. 

Not at stake were "social security" and "welfare" measures in 
general; old age pensions, varying degrees of medical assistance, 
aid to children, etc. The voters want them continued, and all parties 
were pledged to continue them. 

At stake were widespread government controls, rationing (par- 
ticularly of gasoline in Australia), and the tiresome tangles of red 
tape which seemed to mark each new contact between the everyday 
lite of the citizen and an Increasingly paternalistic government. 
These in particular the Anzara want to be rid of. Topular resentment 
against these restrictions made anti-Labor votes. 

And not only were the socialist Labor parties responsible for ex- 
isting controls, they were committed to increasing nationalisation 
of industry, medicine, finance, etc. Having sampled that sort of 
thing. Australians and New Zealandors have decided they want no 
tnoro of It. 

Two young democracies, then, with roots In England and psycho- 
logically close to the United States, have tried socialism and now 
have voted the socialists out. They voted thus after they were told 
in effect: 

"Neither socialism nor other forms of government control and 
invasion of private life are necessary to have social security and 
adequate public welfare programs. Pensions for the aged, endow- 
ments for children, aid for the underprivileged— all assistance to 
the non-producers of our society — are possible only if all the 
producers are employed at Jobs that result in their fullest possible 
mitioual production. This can't be done by an industry and agri- 
culture hobbled by government control. It can be done by the kind 
of free enterprise systein which has outproduced every other system 
in history." 

The lulled Slate* so far haMt't tried soti»Hsin or extensive na- 
tionalization of industry. It cannot yet be said whet Iter we are 
being to team anything trom the examples of Australia, New Zealand 
and Knglaml. 

We can save ourselves a lot of grief, however. If we take the tip 
from the socialist-tried Australians and New Zealanders and set our 
sights for security and personal freedom. Neither is assured under 
the ponderous paternalism of more and more government. Doth can 
be achieved under assistance sparked by private initiative.

Everything indicates that Oki- 
nawa, the choice of the airmen, 
has been picked. 

The Navy wanted Guam. For 
their own purposes, the Air Force 
generals liked Okinawa. 

Gen. Douglas Mac Arthur, su- 
preme .commander for the Allied 
powers in Japan. leaned to the side 
of the Air Force. In addition to 
running Japan for the Allies, Gen. 
MacArthur also Is U, S. Far East 
commander. 

There still are no indications 
that the Navy will move Its opera- 
tions from Guam to Okinawa, but 
the Air Force seems to be concen-

From Okinawa they can fan out 
over a considerable area. If they 
are ordered to do so.

In Older U.S. Homes 

MINNEAPOLIS, OJ.R) — Amer- 
ica's biggest "industry," the oper- 
atoin of its 42,000,000 homes, will 
waste at least $349,231,650 this 
year, according to an analysts just 
completed for a Minneapolis con- 
cern. 

More than 54 per cent of the 
nation's homes, or 23,282.110, are 
at least 30 years old and original 
equipment is beginning to show 
the ravages of time, the survey 
disclosed. In a majority of these 
obsolescent houses, faulty plumb- 
ing and inefficient heating plants 
increase water and fuel expenses 
an average of 15 per cent a year, 
according to Tom McDonald, 
vice president of Minneapolis- 
Honeywell, for whom the survey 
was made. 

Much of the waste is going up 
the chimney, according to a check 
of 42,000 furnaces which showed 
that less than 10 per cent of home 
heating plants are in "satisfac- combat drought as 
tory" condition.

TALLAHASSEE, FLA. — (U.R) — 
Army engineers have set out to 
tame the EvergladeB, a treacher- 
ous, broad river of grass and jun- 
gle stretching 100 miles through 
south Florida. 

Conversion of the green hell of 
this Florida Jungle into an area 
Bafe from disastrous floods, muck, 
fires and drought is part of a pro- 
gram which will cost $208,01)0,000. 
But the complete program will do 
more than make the Everglades 
more habitable. 

It also will prevent floods and 
drought over an area of 15,570 
square miles in central and south- 
ern Florida, a region comprising 
one fourth of the state and larger 
than the combined areas of three 
New England states. 

The engineers' Battle with the 
Everglades is the continuation of 
a century-old effort by the people 
of Florida to Control that broad 
40-mlle-wlde river of grass. 

Control JOb difficult 

Unique characteristics of geog- 
raphy are what make the Job of 
controlling the water in southern 
and central Florida so difficult. 

The region is divided into five 
drainage areas, of which the Ever- 
gladeB is one. 

Nature has broken these large 
areas into smaller basins. From 
the staudpolnt of water control, 
all the part are dependent, one 
on the other, separated only by 
Indistinguishable flat divides of 
land. 

The Corps of Engineers hai 
made an intensive study of the 
peculiarities of the region with an 
eye toward taking advantage of 
every break nature offers them. 

By doing that, they have reached 
a compromise between two pat- 
terns of life: the Everglades of the 
Seminole and the canoe, and the 
Everglades of the farmer and the 
tractor. 

To Control Water 

The plan to let the water follow 
its ancient drainage courses will 
accomplish the first objective Of 
the program. The second objective 
will be attained by building a gi- 
gantic system of flood control 
works which will hold a certain 
amount of water in natural reser- 
voirs, during periods of heavy 
rainlall, to be released In time of 
drought for the benefit of the 
urban, farm, and wildlife popula- 
tion of the entire region. 

Thus the project is designed to 
well as flood. 
Previous projects have been con- 
cerned only with an excess amount 
of water and, consequently con- 
tributed to drought conditions.

PITTSBURGH. Dec. 15— (U.R)— 
The nationVt basic Industry, steel, 
was getting ready to day to hike 
its prices to make up at least part 
of the cost of the *100-a-month 
pensions granted the CIO United 
Bteelworkers. The U. 8. Steel 
Corporation said it would an- 
nounce Increases tomorrow. 

Disclosure of U, S. Steel's plans 
by corporation president Benjamin 
F. Falrless In Chicago yesterday 
was followed by other major pro- 
ducers' announcements that they 
too were drafting price boosts. 

The last major price Increase In 
steel — the nation's price index — 
came two years ago after the In- 
dustry signed a new labor agree- 
ment. That Increase jacked prices 
on other products — automobiles, 
washing machines, refrigerators

Policeman Who Never Carried Gun 
Quits With Record ot Bravery on Duty

NEW- YORK — (U.R) — The dream 
which comes to all policemen has 
come true for John Cordes, a 
slight-of-build detective who rose 
to fame behind a hard pair of fists 
and a quick, sharp mind. 

John Cordes never carried a gun. 
Once he was shot by mistake by 
another police officer; he feared 
that some day he, too, might shoot 
a colleague in confusion. 

Now, after 34 years of service on 
the New York City police force, 
Cordes, 59 and gray haired, is re- 
tiring Jan. I. 

Fellow officers agree that Cordes 
made it the hard way. 

In his years as detective Cordes 
twice won the coveted medal of 
honor, the police department's 
highest award. He also received a 
score of commendations from his 
superiors for outstanding bravery 
^j^nad intelligent police work. 

Through Crime Era 

Cordes* career as a detective be- 
gan just before World War I and 
carried him. through eras of some 
Qf the worst crimes New York 
has ever experienced. Bootleggers, 
racketeers and "mad dogs" seemed 
to be part of the every day news. 

Gangsters invaded night clubs 
and showed their "artillery" al- 
most in sight. And in one way 
or another Cordes was "always 
around,'* 

He never looked like a cop. In 
a business, where burliness Is im- 
portant, Cordes was comparatively 
little. And. he bore none ot the 
sartorial characteristics of cops 
in those days. That wag how he 
came to be chosen for plalnclothes- 
man duty while still In police 
school. 

It was an asset which enabled 
him to move iu on gangsters and 
loiterers without giving them a 
telltale advantage. Slight of build, 
sandy haired and u at illy dressed, 
he looked the part of an euthusi- 

cop. 

But Cordes was no dude. He 
beat the daylights out of racket 
men: others never chose to fight— 
*hey simply went along peacefully. 
v *4»* iters ducked him on sight. 

Part of Team 
For years Cordes was teamed 
with Jouu Broder^ek, another de- 



tective now retired, who also had 
a great reputation as a fighter. 
Cordes, however, often chose a 
more diplomatic way of getting his 
man. Whatever the difference, the 
pair were known as Cordes the 
Brain and Broderick the Brawn. 

Cordes had never planned to 
join the police force. As a 'teen age 
youth, he served as a hustler for 
a civil service school. He got $25 a 
week and $5 for every candidate 
he enrolled. One of the candidates 
bet $100 that he couldn't take a 
police exam and pass it. Not only 
did Cordes win the bet, but he led 
his class. 

In his later years. Cordes head- 
ed the Manhattan river front 
squad, a non-publicized agency 
whose job it is to hold down crime 
along the miles of the city's piers. 
On a beat where "toughs" abound 
by the dozen, Cordes never wore a 
gun. 

He always figured to "outsmart" 
his man. He usually did.

Russian Restrictions Prevent Belgian 
And Dutch Seamen from Going Home

&ER.LIN— tU.R) — This Is the story of the "forgotten fleet," 
38 Belgian and Dutch barges which have been stranded In 
western Berlin since 1945 because the Russians will not let 
them sail through their zone. 

Karl van Dyk, 80-year-old Bel-|~ 
gian captain of the barge Presl-; 
dent Louis Tardy, told a nostalgic 
tale of the last four years on the 
idle waters of Berlin. He said: 

"When the war ended In 194S 
our fleet, which had been seized by 
the Germ ana, was spread all over 
the Soviet zone. At first we had to 
work for the Russians. But by May 
1946 they had grabbed roughly 
100 of our ships. 

"Since we were Beared they 
would 'liberate' our ships, too, we 
fled to the British Bector and start- 
ed sweating it out." 

The stubble - cheeked skipper 
heaved a heavy sigh and patted 
the back of his little black watch- 
dog: 

Tlrrrt of Waiting 

"Our officials here have tried 
everything to gel us out. No dice. 
Do you know what waltliiK means? 
Month* and years of fooling 
around with stupid little chores 
fiimply to keep you Trom going 
crazy? Thank God that there are 
still a few thiiiKB left to comfort

lie threw an affectionate glance 
across the homely, tiny berth at 
his dark-haired German wife, Ger- 
liud, 36, who was knitting in front 
of the humming kitchen stove. She 
married him in September, 1948.

"I have a wire sharing my fate," 
van Dyk continued. "I can go 
home on levae to Brussels every 
six months. If only the cuBtom 
guards would not be so difficult. 

"I have to do the greatest part 
of my shopping; in Belgium, since 
«..>I get paid 2,000 francs from my 
company every month. Yet I may 
Inka only J .000 across the border 
and lust time these officials even 
snatched my stock of cigarettes. 

Money Not Plentiful 

"They think we are rolling In 
wealth over here, but believe me, 
it sure is a tough thing to scrape 
together enough German money to 
buy the things we get on our Ger- 
man ration cards." 

A smile mirrored for a split sec- 
ond happy memories on the old 
captain's face: 

"Things used to be better when 
we worked for about niue months 
with the airlift, transporting all 
sorts of stuff In our barges, and 
made some money, but now ..." 

He shrugged his shoulders: "We 
hoped we would be allowed to go 
home In 1347 when the Russians 
finally let pass 37 Dutch and eight 
Belgium ships. We were told we 
would follow shortly but more than 
IS nion Mis have passed since then." 

Van Dlk's wife dropped her knit- 
ting and commented: 

"With those Russians. I have no 
longer any hope that we will ever 
get to Belgium, and hardly any- 
body knows about our plight. You 
tell people that we do not want to 
stuy prisoners — that Is what we 
are. Maybe there Is someone who 
can help us." 



Newspaper Says 
Britain Has Bomb 

Tests May Be Made 
On Australian Range 

LONDON, Dec. 15— (U.R) — The 
London Bally Mirror said today. 
In an indirect manner, that Brit- 
ain has developed an atomic bomb 
which soon may be tested on the 
secret Australian rocket range. 

The Mirror, an independent 
but anti-conservative newspaper, 
hinted but did not Bay directly 
I that Dritaln has had. the bomb for 
two years. 

By agreement with the United 
Stales and Canada, the Mirror 
said, Britain will not test its bomb 
at the forthcoming Enlwetok tests 
jto be conducted by the United 
! States. 

Test In Australia

The Mirror gave no source for 
Its statement that Britain has the 
bomb but did not quote a number 
of recent government announce- 
ments supporting the supposition 
that atomic development was well 
advanced In British laboratories. 

"Britain's atomic weapon, 
which our scientists have been de- 
veloping more than two yearB, 
will not be tried out at the forth- 
coming test of American super- 
atom bombs," the Mirror dispatch 
said. 

This decision was taken at the 
three- power talks ou atomic en- 
ergy between Britain, the United 
1 States and Canada. The talks have 
just ended in Washington. 

liiteiYliange Information 

"The principal result of these 
discussions will be an increased 
Interchange of information about 
atomic research and development. 

"As far back as May 12, 1948. 
Defense Minister (A. V.) Alexand- 
er said all types of modern weap- 
ons. 'Including atomic weapons,' 
were being developed in Britain. 

"And the ministry of supply, the 
government department responsi- 
ble for all atomic development, an- 
nounced pine months ago that 
Plutonium, the super explosive 
used in the latest type of atom 
bombs, was being made at the Har- 
well Resenrch establishment. 

"No information Is available In 
London about the likely date when 
this British-made atomic weapon 
will be tested. 

"Apart from the American prov- 
ing ground for atomic weapons, 
the ouly other likely place where 
It could be tried Is the secret 
Australian rocket range. 

Statements Show Knowledge 
"The extent of British knowl- 
edge of atomic weapons and their 
construction Is Indicated by two 
official statements: 

"1. The fact, outlined in the 
British white paper on the atomic 
bomb, that It wbb British scientists 
who calculated the crittcal site 
of the bomb, the amount of ener- 
gy likely to be released, and who 
studied conditions for increasing 
that amount, 

"2. The testimony at the recent 
United States Congressional in- 
quiry into atomic energy made by 
leading American scientists that 
Britain 'had all the know-how 
needed to make atomic weapons." 

A spokesman for the ministry 
of supply In charge of atomic es- 
tablishments admitted that Brit- 
ain is "developing" atomic weap 
ons as part of her arms program 
but refused to say whether sclen 
tists here actually had completed 
one. 

Asked about the Mirror's claim 
the spokesman said "we cannot 
comment. We are forbidden to do 
so for security reasons."

Dr. Guhl Luncheon 
Speaker at Rotary 

Dr. A. M. Guhl, zoology depart- 
ment, spoke at a luncheon meet- 
ing of the Manhattan Rotary Club 
Thursday. "Anlmsl Sociology" 
was the subject of Dr. Guhl's talk. 
He discussed a study he has been 
doing on the social behavior of 
auimala, especially chickens. 

Some of his findings In this 
study were published last year in 
Lire Magazine. In his talk, Dr. 
Guhl pointed out some of these 
discoveries, and their similarity 
to human behavior. 

It seems that animals, as do 
humans, establish a dominance 
order in their groups. For in- 
stance, when a group of chickens 
are put together, one hecomes the 
boss of the outfit, This Is called 
the "peck order," Cows have the 
"bunt order* by which one animal 
wins out and secures the choice 
feeding spot for himself. 

Along the same line, just as 
some nations dominate In certain 
parts of the world, certain animals 
dominate In one territory. This 
study of animal sociology, says 
Dr. Guhl, Is helpful In developing 
a background in the study of 
man.

German Practice of Decorating Tree

Christmas parties, decorations, and serenades mark the 
beginning of the Christmas season for K-Staters. Hustling 
to buy gifts, send cards, and pack for vacation, few realize 
just how long we have been celebrating Christmas, 

Christmas was first observed in Mesopotamia, known as 
the ancient Mother of Civilization, over four thousand years 
ago. Carnivals, gifts, mummers singing from house to 
house, feasting, burning of the Yule log, church processions 
with lights and songs, and the worship of the god Marduk 
comprised the 12 days of celebration, 



si 



Germany, Scandinavia, and Fin- 
land in the Middle Ages celebrated 
Christmas with the Feast of the 
Fools and Feast of the Asses which 
was presided over by the Pope. A, 
Lord of MJsrule, a bald-headed, 
red-nosed man, was chosen, 
dressed as a clown, and put on a 
donkey. He was then escorted to 
the church where a slapstick masB 
was held. Holly, ivy, evergreen, 
candles, and torches were used as 
decorations while mummers sing- 
ing In the street provided the mu- 
sic. Fortune tellers wove through 
the crowds telling the fortunes of 
the merry makers. 

Church bells chime, sleigh bells 
ring, and the world is marry. In 
medieval times a bell was tolled 
for one hour before midnight on 
Christmas Eve to give the powers 
of darkness notice of the approach 
ing birth. In England they be- 
lieved the devil died when Christ 
was born, and the ringing of the 
bell was called "Tolling the Sa 
viour's Knell." 

Use of Tree Is Old 

"No burgher shall have for 
Christinas more than one bush of 
more than eight shoe's length" 
was B foreBt ordinance in the year 
1561. Our custom of a Christmas 
tree is believed to have come from 
Germany. There they thought 
that the fir was the tree of life 
which stood in the Garden of Eden. 
They often used tree tips, hanging 
them from the rafterB in a corner 
of the room, and calling thiB the 
Lord God's Corner.

No one will ever forget the joy 
of waking up Christmas morning 
and finding their stockings filled 
with candy, fruits, and toys. This 
ritual dates back many years ago 
when St. Nicholas dropped a purse) the head of the

Each country and nationality 
have different customs of their 
own concerning Christmas.

Directly behind the Padrina and 
the Madrina is the governor and 
t,wo Fiscals. The statue is then 
giveu to the couple, and they wind 
their way home through streets 
where bonfires burn and guns are 
fired in salute. , Reaching the 
house the madrina enters with the 
statue, and places It on a small 
alter. The padre leads the group 
in a few prayers, and then the 
procession continues its way to the 
church chanting the Hail Mary, 

Mass begins at midnight. After 
mass the padre takes the statue 
from the madrina, uud places it on 
the alter. It is then given hack 
to her, and she takes her seat 
while all the rest file past her 
singing hymns and kissing the 
statue. After the church is emptied 
the statue is placed in the crib in 
the church until the Feast of Three 
Kings, and then it is put away un- 
til next year. 

The Poles eat dinner on Christ- 
mas day off a manger table. This 
is a table which is covered with 
straw, and a white linen cloth 
placed over this. Before eating,

Disabled war veterans have 
only two weeks in which to take 
advantage or a special privilege In 
national service life insurance, the 
Veterans administration reminded 
today. 

The benefit is open to veterans 
who became partly disabled in 
service between October 8, 1940, 
and September 2, 1945, and who 
have less than the $10,000 max 
imum of national servi 
su ranee. 

If they apply for new or addi- 
tional insurance before the end of 
this month, their service-incurred 
disabilities will be disregarded in 
determining their eligibility. 

After that time all Impairments 
to health, including those due to. 
service, must be considered In de- 
termining insurability, VA said. 

Every disabled veteran attend- 
ing Kansas State College who has 
allowed his Five Year Level Pre- 
mium Insifrance to lapse or who 
has cut It down below the $10,000 
allowable will do well to consider 
the re-lnstateiiient or building up 
of his coverage before the dead- 
line. The Service incurred disabil- 



ity may prevent him from getting 
more insurance at a later date. 
The Guidance Center in Anderson 
Hall will be glad to discuss the 
Insurance problems.

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Newspaper Checks Churchill's Tales of 
Surrender Terms of the Axis Powers 



WASHINGTON — (U.R) — The 1 
Washington Timea-Herald editori- 
ally checks Former Prime Minis- 
ter Winston Churchill for telling 
two stories of how the "uncondi- 
tional surrender" policy for Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan was estab- 
lished at the Casablanca confer- 
ence in North Africa. 

The Casablanca conference be- 
tween Churchill and Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister and 
President, took place in 1943. The 
editorial said In part: 

Were Sudden Inspiration 

"During debate in Commons last 
July, the wartime British Prime 
Minister said that the terms of 
surrender were a sudden Inspira- 
tion of Mr. Roosevelt, announced 
to the press without previous con- 
sultation between the President 
and himself. 

"Now he has reversed himself, 
and, in another statement to Com- 
mrf% asserts that the words had 
I bee^hientioned, 'probably in in- 
formal talk, I think at meal 
times,' between Mr. Roosevelt and 
himself, and that he had sent a 
telegram from CaBablanca to the 
BritfBh cabinet in London appris- 
ing It of the intention to make 
public such terms. 

"He said that the original In- 
tention had been to exclude Italy, 
but that the cabinet felt that the 
terms should apply to Italy, also, 
r " 'I feel it my duty, Mr. Church- 
ill said in amending his account, 
'to place th© true facts on the 
record on the Journals of the 
house, if only In honor to the 
memory of President Roosevelt.' "

" 'Tell your men to keep their 
horses.' Grant said. 'They will 
need them for spring plowing.' 



"I told that story and put the 
emphasis on unconditional sur- 
render. Churchill accepted right 
there." 

That is the way Mr. Roosevelt 
told it about a year after the 
event. It isn't in my notes, but I 
believe the President said th© "un- 
conditional surrender" idea had 
come to him Ilk© an Inspiration 
when he was stumped Tor some- 
thing to say to the assembled re- 
porters. 

Strangest thing about It is that 
there was no immediate challenge 
to Mr. Roosevelt's historical anec- 
dote. The historians and Bart- 
lett's quotations do not place the 
"unconditional surrender" Civil 
War incident at Appomatox. Bart- 
lett'a says Grant's statement was 
made to Gen. S. B. Buckner at 
Fort DoneUon, February 16, 1862. 
Grant Bald: 

"No terms except unconditional 
and Immediate surrender can be 
accepted. I propose to move im- 
mediately upon your works."

The "unconditional surrender" 
demand made upon the enemy at 
Casablanca has been challenged 
by many persona as bad policy 
which had the effect of prolong- 
ing the war by inspiring Germany 
and Japan to maximum effort. It 
isbeen argued that "uacondl- 
vSM surrender" gave the enemy 
littllt choice except to fight to the 
death and discouraged peace ele- 
ment* inside enemy countries. 

Several versions of what actu- 
ally happened at Casablanca have 
been published, most of them 
agreeing with Churchill's first ac- 
count that "unconditional sur- 
render" was FDR's own idea 
sprung on all others as a surprise. 

And that is the way FDR him- 
self remembered it, too. 

In my flies under date of Sep- 
tember IB, 1943, is a long memo- 
randum on an off-record confer- 
ence with FDR attended by about 
20 newsmen and women. The 
meeting took place in the oval 
room on the White House second 
floor. It was the first of two 
such meetings set up at the sug- 
gestion of Bill Hillman, of Crow- 
ell-Collier's, who persuaded the 
President that he should keep the 
world situation better illuminated 
for a few carefully chosen re- 
porters. The second meeting 
flEzled and I believe no more took 
place. 

President Told Story 

■ny^' notes state that the Presi- 
dent told the story then of the 
"unconditional surrender" ultima- 
tum at Casablanca. They con- 
tinue, directly quoting FDR, like 
Its: 

"Churchill and I went to the 
Casablanca press conference cold. 
We had been busy the preceding 
half hour or so trying to get Gen- 
eral Degaulle and General Giraud 
tbgether — to get them to shake 

3ands. 
"We had no conversation be- 
»re the conference and when we 
-went out where the reporters 
■were waiting, Churchill asked me 
it I would lead off. 

"I was telling them what we 
had done when I thought of Grant 
and Lee at Appomatox. Lee asked 
for terms and Grant replied 'un- 
conditional surrender' and then 
listened while Lee explained that 
most of the Confederate officers

Special Dividend Is Not 
A Bonus or Treasury 
Grab, VA Official Says 

Car] R. Gray, Jr., Administrator 
Of Veterans Affairs, said flatly 
that the $2.8 billion special divi- 
dend to he paid to some 16,000,000 
World War II veterans next year 
Is a dividend tinder law, not a 
"bonus" or a "treasury Krab," as 
It has been called in som*: Quarters. 

Gray made this plain while in 
Wichita, November 7, 1949, In the 
following quoted statement*: 



Mteltifonnntlon Clrrulnted 

"Since my announcement last 
June that Veterans Administration 
will pay a special dividend total- 
ing $2.8 billion to some 16 million 
present and former holders of Na- 
tionnl Service Life Insurance, much 
misinformation concerning these 
payments has been circulated. 

"The dividend has been termed 
a 'bonus' or a 'treasury grab' for 
the benefit of veterans of World 
War II. It has been contended that 
the payments are not earned divi- 
dends at all, but In reality just a 
Government hand-out. Nothing 
could be further from the truth*. 

"NSLI Is established by law as 
mutual Insurance, which means 
that any excess funds which acrue 
from its operations must be shared 
proportionately by the policy-hold- 
ers, and returned to them. It ia 
perfectly true that the Govern- 
ment assumes certain financial ob- 
ligations In connection with this 
OI insurance. Thla was written 
Into law by the Congress so as to 
provide those entering service with 
insurance protection at rates they 
could afford to pay.

"Second, Congress appropriated 
funds to cover the cost of all claims 
against NSLI which result from 
the extra hazards of service in the 
armed forces. Unless such claims 
were excluded, premium rates 
would have had to be set much 
higher than they were in order to 
cover the additional risk. 

"Claims which arise from other 
than military deaths are paid from 
premiums received from policy- 
holders. These premiums are In- 
vested and placed in the- NSLI 
Trust Fund which is maintained 
in the United States Treasury. Now

Employees study Films 

Cafeteria employees here, she 
said, are shown time- and motion- 
economy films dealing with food 
preparation. Interest is further 
stimulated through the use of dis- 
cussions and demonstrations, 
which result in methods that in- 
crease production with a saving of 
human energy and labor costs. 
Chronocyclegraph pictures, which 
show the motions the worker un- 
dertakes in the before and after 
methods, are shown in the article. 
The pictures were made by Ronald 
('. WiBhart, instructor in shop 
practice, who teaches the course, 



Time and Motion, in the schjpol yf< 
engineering. 

Another way of economizing on 
time and labor costs used by the 
cafeterias here and reported in this 
publication is using equipment 
that will reduce time consuming 
and repetitious tasks. The bun 
divider used In the cafeterias here 
was one example which Mrs. West 
reported. It cuts the time of bun- 
making to one-fourth that of the 
original time. 

Co-Authors Another 

Mrs. West also is co-author with 
Grace E. Hochmuth of an article 
in the December issue of The Jour- 
nal of Home Economics on organ- 
izing the modern school lunchroom 
to promote health at a minimum 
cost and to develop the child so- 
cially. Miss Mochmuth received 
her Master's degree in Institution- 
al Management from Kansas State 
in 1948. She is now the director 
of the Bchool lunchrooms In Santa 
Cruz, Calif,

An alarming number of 
in age groups that include college 
and university students were vic- 
tims of 1949'b epidemics of poli- 
omyelitis in this country, Basil 
O'Connor, president of tbe Nation- 
al Foundation for Infantile Paral- 
ysis declared in issuing a special, 
urgent call for organised March 
of Dimes campaign participation 
by college and university Btudent 
bodies. 

The last year, O'Connor said, 
has been the largest number of 
polio cases In any year In any 
country in the history of the world 
— or more than 42,000 cases. 

Of these 42,000 it is estimated 
that more than 10,000 were over 
15 years of age with tbe greatest 
number proportionally between 
the ages of 15 and 24 

Record Number of Cases 
The economic impact of this 
record number of polios has been 
a serious drain on funds of tbe 
National Foundation. Some $31,- 
000,000 was needed for patient 
care alone during the epidemic 
year, O'Connor declared, and 
care for 1849 patients through 
1950 may cost National Founda- 
tion chapters in excess of 120,000,- 
000 — without inclusion of care 
costs for a single new case in 1950. 

A realistically successful 1950 
March of Dimes campaign is nec- 
essary, the National Foundation 
president, said, to meet these de- 
mands as well as other obligations 
of the organization. O'Connor 
pointed out that these obligations 
are of peculiar importance to in- 
stitutions of higher learning, their 
student bodies and faculties. 

Cost Is Excessive 
Extensive research and educa- 
tional programs are financed by 
the March of Dimes funds of 
the National Foundation O'Con- 
nor explained. He added that 
virus research seeking a means 
of prevention or control of 
poliomyelitis has cost the Nation- 
al Foundation, from 1938 and 
through June 30, 1949, $8,212,- 
855.50 while research for the pre- 
vention and treatment of after- 
effects of the disease have cost 
another $2,735,223.95. This re- 
search, which is being carried on 
In our great universities, Is mak- 
ing real progress. Further, dur- 
ing the same period, the National 
Foundation tor Infantile Paraly- 
Bis awarded fello'-vshlps and 
scholarships under its education 
program which totaled $10,996,- 
884.56. while $4,036,367.88 was 
spent for mediral care exclusive 
of epidemic aid. 



Through the educational pro- 
gram of thte National Founda- 
tion, O'Connor said, more than 
two thousand persons have re- 
ceived training In professional 
fields related to polio.

Vets Must Enroll 
By July 25, 1951 

World War II veterans who an- 
ticipate enrolling some time for 
training or education under the 
GI Bill of Rights should keep their 
eye on July 25, 1951. 

Under present law, veterans 
must start their training before 
that date, officials of the Veterans 
Administration regional office, 
said today. 

The only exceptions to this rule, 
are those veterans who enlisted un- 
der the Armed Forces Voluntary 
Recruitment Act and were dis- 
charged after July 25. 1947. These 
veterans have four years from the 
date of their discharge to begin 
their training. 

Disabled veterans may begin 
their education or training under 
Public Law 16 at any time after 
their discharge, but the deadline 
for completing their courses la 
July 25, 1956.

President Truman 
Requests $42-Billion 

Washington, Jan. 9. — (U.R) 
— President Truman sent to 
Congress today another big 
deficit budget requesting 
higher payroll taxes and pro- 
posing to spend about $42,- 
000,000,000 in the 1951 fiscal 
year. 

His message was read by clerks 
In the House and Senate shortly 
after 11 a! m. today. 

Mr. Trumau also will report to 
Congress that the current fiscal 
year will show a deficit of more 
than $5,000,000,000. 

No Let-I'p 

There is no Indication that the 
admin isl rut ion will bp able at any 
time sootl to fix a year in which 
the government will begin To live 
within Its Income and reduce the 
national debt. 

Within a few days Mr. Truman 
will supplement bis budget with a 
special message to Congress asking 
for tax revisions, including "mod- 
erate" hut unspecified general In- 
creases and a reduction in war 
emergency excise taxes. 

It Is believed Mr. Truman's tax 
hike proposals will be among the 
estate, gift, corporation and indi- 
vidual income lax levies, perhaps 
involving ull of them. Congress Is 
likely to balk at any Increases. 

Compare UhM niidgef 

Today's message will give* the 
public the latest report on how far 
Mr, Truman miscalculated a year 
ago when he sent to Congress his 
budget for the current 11150 fiscal 
year. 

At that time the President esti- 
mated treasury revenue would be 
nearly 141,000,000,000 and that 
the government would spend a lit- 
tle less than $42,000,000,000. Mr. 
Truman forecast tlen a fiscal 1950 
deficit of about $1175,000,000. 

But revenue has fallen below 
estimates. Spending since last 
July 1 when fiscal 1950 began has 
been at a rate far In excess of Mr. 
Truman's forecast. 

At year-eftd after the first six 
mouths of fiscal 1950 the treasury 
already had accumulated a deficit 
of nearly $3,300,000,000 and the 
national debt was approaching 
$260,000,000,000. 

Individual income taxpayers will 
continue to bear the heaviest bur- 
den In Mr. Truman's 1951 budget 
and national defense will remain 
the most costly single project.

Statistics and figures on any subject are usually considered boring 
and uninteresting. Numbers written in columns are cold and un- 
real. Well, the numbers to be mentioned in this story are cold, 
deadly cold, and they were written in the blood of several thousand 
dead Americans.

In 1948, 32,200 people' were killed as the result of automobile 
accidents and an amazing total of 1,471,000 Americans were in- 
jured, many maimed for life.

Total cusualities reached the unimaginable figure of more than 
three million Americans killed or injured on the highways and 
during two years.

mid Injuries m«y have, been prevented if it hadn't been for enrc- 

letiMncN* and t hough tlrKKnetw. 

LuBt year, 10,080 people were killed because care exceeded the 
speed limit. Speeding deaths accounted for 44 per cent of 1948 
traffic fatalities. 

Driving on the wrong side of the road and reckless driving were 
close behind as causes of sending people to an early grave. Each 
factor contributed to more than 3,000 deaths. 

The country's gory accident record cannot be improved until 
drivers learn to respect speed HmltB and one another. 

Non-collision accident deaths increased in 1948. AlmoBt ,7,000 
people lost their lives because cars failed to make curves, or went 
out of control, or Bkidded into ditches and poles. They were killed 
by the maniacs of the road, the speeders, the reckless, the careless 
drivers. 

Approximately 09 per cent of the people killed last year in the 
pedestrian group were aged. 65 or more. This shameful record 
shows murderous disrespect for old age. 

Drivers In the age group of 18 to 24 years were responsi6le 
for 10,400 auto death* hint year. Drivers of these ages are ex- 
acted to have their reflexes and sense* working best, yet these 
people accounted for 27 per eent of dead traffic victims. A 
degrading murk on young America! 

Darkness became the ally of death last year &b 4,760 people were 
killed in auto wrecks between the hours of 1 a. m. to 6 a. m. How- 
ever, the greatest hour-long death rate was between 6 to 7 p. m., 
when traffic 1b at its peak and visibility Ib poor. Last year, 2,290 
people were killed during that time. 

Saturdays in 1948 became days of death fos 6,440 people and almost 
40 per cent of all fatalities were recorded on Saturdays and Sundays. 

These records speak for themselves. The complete list of 1949 
motor fatalities will be out soon, adding more victims of carelessness 
and thoughlessness.

Communist Demands Are Expected to 
Touch OH Big Battle In United Nations

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Jan. t. 
— (U.R) — Communist demands for 
ouster of Chinese Nationalist dele- 
gates from the United Nations is 
expected to touch off the biggest 
legal battle in UN history when 
the security council meets tomor- 
row. 

The Chinese CommuniBt regime 
Of Mao-Tae-Tung in Peiping has 
demanded the veto-carrying coun- 
cil seat of nationalist delegate 
Tingfu F. Tsiang, acting President 
of the Council for the month of 
January. 

Message Contains Demand 

The Communist new China News 
agency, heard in London, said the 
demand was contained in messages 
from Communist Foreign Minister 
Chou En-Lai to Secretary General 
Trygve Lie and assembly Presi- 
dent Carlos Romulo. 

But up to early today the de- 
mands had not reached here. 

While the council can accept the 
Communists and put their repre- 
sentative into the nationalist seat, 
legal technicalities may eventually 
land the dispute before the inter- 
national court of justice at the 
Hague. 

No formal motion for ouater of 
the Nationalists was expected until 
seven of the 11 council members — 
the necessary majority — recognize 
the Peiping government. 



At preaent the Peiping regime 
is recognized by five council mem- 
bers — Russia, Yugoslavia, Britain, 
India and Norway. 

Recognition by France is ex- 
pected to follow as soon as Britain 
acknowledges the government of 
Bao Dal in the French Indo-Chlna 
republic of Viet Nam.

Thousands; Join 
Ma ;or Mines Strike 

Production Slashed 
Frfty Per Cent; 
Stockpiles Dwindle 

h PITTSBURGH. PA., Jan. 10.— 
(U.r) — Thousands more soft coal 
miners quit their Jobs today to 
join the growing "no contract," 
no work" strike against major 
mines in eight states. 

Some 62,000 members of John 
L. Lewis/ United Mine Workers 
had quit their Jobs, slashing coal 
production by more than 50 per 
cent. Dwindling coal stockpiles, 
hard hit by the short week and 
recent severe cold weather, shrunk 
even faster. 

The strike was costing upwards 
of 890,000 tons daily and coal pro- 
duction had dropped from a nor- 
mal 12,000,000 tons a week to less 
than 5,000,000. 

Union officials continued to dis- 
claim calling the strike, but the 
massing of pickets at the en- 
trances to mines lent an air of 
official UMW support. 

About 300 pickets massed at the 
gate of the Kopper company Fed- 
eral No. 1 mine at Grants Town, 
W, Va„ last night, according to 
company officials turning back 
miners reporting for night shifts. 
The mine employs 1,000. 

A Kopper company spokesman 
said the strike apparently was 
"spontaneous," and that the men 
had not actually met and voted to 
stay off the Job. 

The walkout, which began with 
the first shifts yesterday, spread 
rapidly through eight states. In 
West Virginia, 25.000 of the 
state's 118,000 miners were idle; 
in Pennsylvania, 20,000 of 178,- 
000; Kentucky, 5,000 of 46,000; 
Ohio. 3,400 of 10,000; Alabama, 
6,000 of 20,000; Virginia, 3,000 
of 14,000; Utah, 1,000 of 4,000, 
and Montana, 4 00 of 1,000. 

Hardest hit by the strike were 
large commercial producers, in- 
cluding Consolidation Coal co.. — 
the world's largest producer— and 
Captive mines owned by steel com- 
panies. 

Pickets appearing at the Con- 
solidation company's mines at 
Fairmont, W. Va., carried the fa- 
lliar "no contract, no work" 
slogan of the miners. 

The UMW's contract with all 
the soft coal mines expired last

Senate Investigates 
'Secret Official Note' 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 — (U.R) 
— Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
faced angry Republican charges 
today that the United States wrote 
off Formosa to the Communists 
three months ago in a "very 
secret note." 

He went before the Senate for- 
eign relations committee at his 
own request In efforts to stem 
GOP protests that the administra- 
tion's far eastern policy is "bank- 
rupt" and opens the door to 
Communists. 

He Is expected to emphasize 
that while China's Nationalist gov- 
ernment on Formosa will get no 
military aid — democratic forces in 
Korea, Indonesia, India and tbe 
Philippines can expect American 
help. 

Sen. Homer Ferguson, R., Mich., 
plans to question Acheson on what 
he described as a "very secret, 
official note" transmitted last Oc- 
tober — long before President Tru- 
man's official policy statement — 
advising the Nationalists there 
would be no U. S. arms, military 
advice or intervention to save 
Formosa. 

Ferguson told a reporter he 
learned of the note while in tbe 
far east recently. He said it re- 
duced to "double-talk" Ambas- 
sador Philip C. Jessup's survey 
trip in Asia and next month's visit 
of the U. S. chiefs of staff to the 
Tokyo headquarters of Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur. 

He and Sen. William F. Know- 
land, R., Cal., hope to learn from 
Acheson Just what weight, if any, 
was given to the views of Mac- 
Arthur and the military chiefs be- 
fore the hands-off Formosa policy 
was adopted. 



Dr. F. D. Murphy to Address Students, 
Faculty; Author of 'Kansas Plan' 

Dr. Franklin D. Murphy, Dean of the University of Kan- 
sas Medical Center, will be the speaker at an all-College 
assembly tomorrow. The title of his talk will be "Profes- 
sional Training for the Compleat Citizen." 

To Kansas citizens, Doctor Mur- 
phy should need no introduction. 
Amidst all of the recent wrangling 
ovet* socialized medicine. Doctor 
Murphy authorised "the Kansas 
plan." This program was quietly 
and modestly launched and it 
points the way to a solution of the 
nation's public health problems. 

To Kansans, the plan was a 
miracle, because within the 43- 
year period from 1906 to 1949, the 
state's population rose by one- 
fourth while the number of physi- 
cians fell off thirty percent. The 
plan has proved to be the remedy 
for getting young doctors to move 
into rural communities. The pro- 
grain Includes three points. 

Th ive Point h Explained 
1. More doctors cau be pro- 
duced if. medical shool facilities 
are expanded. 2. To attract doc- 
tors, small communities must col- 
lect by popular subscription 
euough funds to build and equip 
a suitable clinic. 3. Intensive 
postgraduate training refresher 
courses should be set to keep the 
rural doctor Informed on medical 
progress. 

Mankato was one of the first 
to try Doctor Murphy's idea of set- 
ting up a clinic. They subscribed 
$12,630 among their citlsens. Bird 
City soon announced it had 
pledged $25,000. Hanover won 
Dr. Daniel 8. Roccaforte and voted 
a bond issue for a hospital and 
clinic.

Remodel Fish Pool 
For Culture Work 

While everybody- was home tak- 
ing things easy during Christmas 
vacation, things were really hum- 
mln* around the horticultural de- 
partment. According to Prof. 
John S. Coryell, two six by twelve 
feet benches were built over the 
fish pool in the conservatory. 
These V-bottom benches, which 
will be used for nutritive culture 
work or automatic watering, will 
almost double the planting capa- 
city of one wing of the conserva- 
tory. 

In the first gTeenhouse, all the 
soil in the east bed was removed 
and a V-bottom concrete floor in- 
stalled. This will permit better soil 
sterilization. 

Experiments with tomatoes to 
determine the difference in Vita- 
min C content under different light 
conditions are now being carried 
on in the west bed of the green- 
house and similar work wilt be 
carried on In the east bed.

"Home raised" dairy heifers 
outproduced purchased replace- 
ments almost two to one In a re- 
cent study by Kansas State to de- 
termine If It Is better to raise 
dairy herd replacements or to buy 
them, Ralph Bonewltz, extension 
dairyman, has disclosed. 

Bonewltz said records of 12,- 
000 individual heifers from 780 
farms were studied. The home- 
raised heifers had only one-fourth 
as much disease and breeding 
trouble and they sold far better 
than belters previously pur- 
chased. From the study. Bone- 
witz concluded Kansas dairymen 
make big financial gains by rais- 
ing their own dairy stock.

Dean R. I. Thocrkmorton of the 
School of Agriculture said today 
$3,500 of the amount is for studies 
on photoelectric properties of iron 
with emphasis on changes occur- 
ring at the Curie temperature 
(768 degrees) under Dr. A. B.

A new $77,00 turbine gener- 
ator is beginning to roll this week 
at Kansas State. The 2000 kilo- 
machine more than doubles 
the present power capacity of the 
college, according to R. F. Gin- 
rich, superintendent of mainten- 
ance. 

The handle the increased flow 
of electricity, a $12,000 set of 
switch gears has been installed In 
conjunction with the new gener- 
ator. Installation, progressing 
steadily for several weeks, was cli- 
maxed by a 26-hour session on the 
Job. * 

Electricians, taking advantage 
of the week-end desertion of the 
college halls, began at 9 p. m. 
Saturday night. Two crews 
worked' aronnd the clock until 10 
p. m. Sunday so that electricity 
could be shut off without Incon- 
venience to the students. Final 
work on the switches was com- 
pleted Sunday, but adjustments 
were still necessary on the turbine. 

With those adjustments taken 
care of yesterday, the generator la 
scheduled to make the first turn 
over today. If everything is in 
order, the new generator will be 
put into full service later In the 
week. 

The college now has one 1000 
kilowatt generator and one 750 
kilowatt unit When, the college 
has needed extra power it has pur- 
chased it from the Kansas Power 
and Light company. With the 
new generator, service from the 
utility company should be greatly

Hawaii's unemployed ranks 
have soared at a phenomenal rate 
since war's end punctured the 
boom created by its role as the 
warehouse for Pacific troops. 

Thousands of war workers 
were stranded by shutdowns in 
military installations. They don't 
want to leave. Sunny Hawaii is a

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Second Isbrandtsen Line Ship Prepares 
To Run Blockade Despite Warnings 

HOXG KONG, Jan. 10.— (U.R) — A second Isbrandtsen line 
ship, the Brooklyn Heights, prepared today to run the 
Shanghai blockade later this week despite State Depart- 
ment warnings. 



Cfipt. Andrew Crinkley, far Wast 
representative of the Isbrandtsen 
line of New York Ctty, said the 
Brooklyn Heights was taking 
aboard cargo for the Shanghai 
run despite the shell fire haltering 
given a sister ship, the Flying 
An ow, yesterday. 

The Brooklyn Heights is sched- 
uled to leave tomorrow, Crinkley 
said, but departure might he de- 
layed a few days because loading 
of cargo was going slowly. 

None of the crew aboard tue 
vessel in the harbor here appeared 
to be perturbed by the dangers of 
sailing the Chinese Nationalist 
blockade of Coiniuunist-held 
Shanghai. Most of them were en- 



gaged in palming bulkheads and 
railings. 

"This will be the best-painted 
ship that ever went down," one of 
them quipped. 

Crinkley said only one man 
signed off in Hong Kong and that 
was due to illness. 

Crinkley said the Flying Ar 
row, battered by 30 to 40 direct 
hits from the Chinese Nationalist 
gunboat Wullng some 19 miles off 
Shanghai yesterday, had effected 
temporary repair to the hull and 
was standing by awaiting instruc- 
tions from New York. 

The company's latest instruc- 
tions to the Flying Arrow were to 
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remain at anchor at the Fairway 
Buoy in the Yangtze river Delta. 

message to Capt. David Jones 
said It was the company's hope 
that American officials would 
"wVke up" and take some action 
lo help the Flying Arrow reach 
Shanghai. 

Until then, the company's mes- 
sage said, "we will have to lick 
our wounds for a day or two and 
await developments.'* 

Washington reports indicated 
neither the Flying Arrow nor" the 
Brooklyn Heights would get much 
h.-lp in running the Nationalist 
blockade to Shanghai. 

The V. S. Coast Guard, which 
administers regulations concerning 
American flag shipping, said It 
"was possible that Capt. Jones of 
the Flying Arrow might lose his 
license for attempting to ruu the 
Shanghai blockade. 

Jones could be charged with en- 
dangering American lives and 
property by sailing through waters 
which have been proclaimed "dan- 
gerous," Coast Guard officials 
Bald.

Kansans May Tour

"THe professional man of 
today must learn to have an 
interest that goes beyond awntiana s win 



their scientific subjects," Dr. 
Franklin J?. Murphy related 
to Kansas State students this 
iWning in his talk "What 
is the Compleat Man," at ail 
all-college assembly. 

Dr. Murphy, 33-year-old head of 
the University of Kansas Medical 
Center, and author of the na- 
tionally recognized "Kansas Plan," 
Is one of the youngest deans in 
America, 

He assailed the medical and 
professional schools all over the 
country for their practice of too 
often emphasizing the accumula- 
tion of mere facts and ignoring the 
whole picture. 



Fragmented Thinking 

"This," said Dr. Murphy, "rep- 
resents fragmented thinking and 
planning; the universities aren't 
concerned with correlated think- 
ing. Only through an accumula- 
tion of reason, Integration and as- 
similation of the facts and putting 
these parts together for the bene- 
fits of man, can the "compleat" 
| man exist.' 1 

^ The "Compleat" man Is made 
i "tP-three parts, Murphy revealed! 
Toe first part is the reasoning 
man for" he is physically one of 
the most inferior of the earths liv- 
ing creatures, but as an offset of 
this, he has been gifted with great 
powers of reasoning. 

Second, he is a functioning 
man, he puts reasoning to work, 
constructs and builds. The func- 
tioning man is the doer. - 

"The third part, is the spiritual 
man. who helps his fellow man 
reflect Itself in many directions, 
using religion. Spirituality Is 
that which cements and binds the 
reasoning and the functioning 
man into the "compleat" man. 

Unusual Spelling 

"The word "Compleat." said 
Dr. Murphy, "as I have spelled it, 
- is the 17th century spelling. For in 
that day and age. they had more 
concept of the "compleat" man 
than we do today." 

The functional man has been 
developed out of all proportion, 
■according to Murphy, so much so 
that the reasoning and the spir- 
itual man has had difficulty keep- 
,up, and as a result has almost 
out. He went on to Btate that 
belief in the man of today is too 
often considered the prototype of 
success by his accumulation of

Russian Walkout 
On United Nations 
Again Leaves Doubt 

Malik Wants to 
Withdraw Tsiang's 
Presidential Power

LAKE SUCCESS. N. Y„ Jan. 1 1 
-- (U.R) The Russian walkout from 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil may end quickly because So- 
viet delegate Jacob A. Malik prob- 
ably will return to vote tomorrow 
on his resolution to throw out 
Nationalist China, observers said 
today. 

Challenge Delegate 
Defeat of the motion appeared 
inevitable, however, because only 
five members of the 11-natlon 
council have recognized the new 
Communist government In China. 
There was an even chance, there- 
fore, that Malik would stalk from 
the council chamber again, as he 
did yesterday when he was unable 
to get immediate action on his 
challenge to the presence of 
Chinese delegate Tingfu P. Tsiang. 

Malik repeated the 1946 action 
of Andrei Gromyko, best-known of 
the Russian "no ; meu" at the UN. 
He left within a few minutes after 
the meeting Btarted, declaring he 
would boycott security council 
meetings "until the representative 
of the Kuomlntang Is removed." 

Will Meet Afraln 

Tsiang, president of the Council 
for January, ruled that Malik's re- 
solution to withdraw recognition 
of TBiang's credentials could not 
come to an immediate vote. The 
council voted to uphold the chair 
with only Yugoslavia supporting 
Russia, and with India abstaining. 

Tsiang ordered the council to 
meet again tomorrow when it will 
vote on Malik's motion. 

The walkout precipitated a crisis 
in the UN. With Russia not parti- 
cipating in its meetings. It would 
be impossible for the security 
council to take any substantive ac- 
tion, since a vote on any such Issue 
requires the affirmative vote «f 
all five permanent members of the 
council.

Get the Lead Out. 



It is long paHt the time when the Government of the United States 
must give needed and deserved attention to the Pacific region. It is, 
of course, of vital importance that western Europe with its great 
industrial complex and its western civilization not fall into Com- 
munist hands. It Is no less important that nations containing more 
than a billion people in Asia not become a part of the Soviet orbit. 
The future peuce of the- world and the security of thiB nation may 
well depend upon what happens in the Far East while most of 
our attention it) being diverted to Europe. 

The question is asked, "Can anything be done at this late date?" 
We believe It can. While desperate, the situation is no more 
than It was at the time of Dunkerque. 

It tfl mi m'knoul»'flK«'<! fact 1 1 uit wo nerd a forci«n policy in 

the Far Ea»t, Aft a hauls for such a policy %ve take the liberty 

to mult*' a few suBKestions. 

The United States should make it clear that we have no inten- 
tion or recognizing the Communist regime in China at this time nor 
in the Immediate future and also make ft known to the powers asso- 
ciated with us that we do not look with favor upon such recogni- 
tion by others. 

It Is riot sufficient to merely delay our own recognition If, with 
a wink of the eye or a tongue in the cheek, the brass hats of the 
State Department leave doubts In the minds of others as to the 
course of action we may pursue. 

There should be a major Nltakeup in the Far Eastern Division 
of the Stato Depart mrnt. We cannot expect to get inspired 
leadership for a new policy in the Far East from those who have 
been receivers of the bankrupt policy wo have been fol- 
lowing. 

Another suggestion would be to unfreeze the remaining ECA 
funds that are available for use In non-Communist China. Much 
could be done to bolster the economy of Formosa and Hainan Islands 
with the $10fi,000,000 remaining unexpended. 

And finally, members participating In this Rabelaisian culture, 
clutch called a four-year college course could turn over a new 
leaf for lJ)50 and begin to write a few letters to congressmen 
and members of the Department of State asking, "Just what in 
the h Is going on out there, anyway?"

Thomas Merton is living in our 
times. Seven Story Mountain is 
his autobiography, and a story of 
the world as we have seen it. He 
led an active life and afc- the age 
o'f 26, left the world that we know 
and withdrew to a Tjappist mon- 
astery. {The title refers to Dante's 
Jmage of Purgator, as a symbol 
of the modern world.) 

The entire book is well written, 
and the reader will be especially 
pleased with the wide range of 
knowledge of the writer. There 
are fine descriptive passages about 
the author's temporary residences 
and travelB through France, En- 
gland, Italy and the United States. 
Well constructed humour is noted 
throughout the story and is strange 
only to the extent of plot. 

We see, most of all, the clear 
irrationalities of our times. The 
author is neither arguing against, 
nor confessing his paBt intimate 
associations. He is merely record- 
ing, how he as a human being who 
recognizes the presence of a soul, 
found great happiness by evolving 
into what is called "A State of 
Grace."

Navy Missile Ship 
Enroute to Alaska 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.— (U.H) 
— The Navy's experimental guided 
missile ship, the Norton Souud, left 
Port Hueneme, Calif., yesterday 
for the Gulf of Alaska to fire oik- 
or more aerobee high-altitude 
rockets in cosmic ray experiments. 

The Navy said the Gulf of Alas- 
ka was selected as a launching 
area because there are believed to 
be "important" relations between 
the earth's magnetic field and ac- 
tivity of cosmic ray particles 
there. 

The 21-day cruise to Alaskan 
waters also will provide data on 
cold weather aspects ol guided 
missile firings.

Nationalist Dispatch 
Reports Communist 
Landing on Hainan 

Guerrillas Aid Reds 
To Make Beachhead 
On Southwest Coast 

TAIPEI, FORMOSA, Jan. 12— 
(U.R) — A Nationalist dispatch to the 
semi-official New Life Daily (Sin- 
sangpao) said today that Chinese 
Communists have landed and es- 
tablished a beachhead on Hainan 
island with the help of Guerrillas' 

The dispatch said there was no 
-fighting and that so far the Na- 
J\tpnaltst Commander, Gen. Hsueh 
Yueh, has made no move to repel 
the Communists. 

The landing was said to have 
been made on the southwest coast 
betwen the cities of Kanem and 
Kaotu, 140 miles southwest of the 
expected invasion area around the 
island's capital, Hoihow. 

Guerrilla Forces Active 
The dispatch* Bald guerrilla 
forces which have been active in 
the mountains moved down to the 
beaches and established a bead- 
quarters there to aid the landing 
forces, 

Instead of sailing from the 
Luicbow Peninsula as expected, 
the dispatch said, the Communist 
invasion fleet left the Port of 
Pakfaoi, some 90 miles northwest 
and sailed directly south to Wei- 
chow island in the gulf of Tonkin. 

At Weichow the Communists 
waited for an opportune time, then 
aatled 150 miles south to reach 
the landing area. The dispatch 
did not say how many troops were 

■ft* the landing force. 

■t Gen. Hsueh, the report said, 
was concentrating on building de- 
fenses on the north side of the 
island around Hoihow, separated 
from Communist-held Luichow 
Peninsula by an 18-mile strait. 

Hainan is off the southern coast 
of China some 800 miles across 
the South China sea from the main 
Nationalist island fortress of For- 
mosa. 

Other reports said the National- 
ists are continuing to send rein- 
forcements to Hainan Island, in- 
cluding a squadron of 30 planes.

The* checks range from 60 cents 
to $528. depending on the age of 
the recipient and the size of Mb 
policy.

Parents Advised to 
Immunize Children 
Aoainsl Diphtheria 

Dr. B. W. Lafene Urges 
Check by Physician; 
Few Cases Reported 

Dr. B. W. Lafene Is advis- 
ing all parents, either stu- 
dents or faculty, to have their 
children Immunized against 
diphtheria. Several cases have 
been reported, and the dis- 
ease may spread unless pre- 
cautions are taken immedi- 
ately, Doctor Lafene said. 

The best age at which to im- 
munize a child is four to six 
months, but any time after two 
months is satisfactory Doctor La- 
Tene said. This will give the child 
a high degree of immunity moat 
of his life. 

Children tolerate the reaction 
better than do adults, the head of 
Student Health Service pointed 
out. The Schick test, given to all 
students In their physical exami- 
nation upon college entrance, de- 
termines whether or not students 
are Immune. They are treated If 
not immune. 

Children cannot be treated at 
the student hospital, according to 
Doctor Lafene. 

"Any students attending this In- 
stitution with children are advUed 
to see their family doctor at once 
for Immunization against diph- 
theria. The children cannot be 
Immunized at the student hospi- 
tal." he emphasized.

Czechoslovakia's expulsion of four Western newspaper correspond- 
ents because their reporting was "unobjective" would be amUBing if 
Its implications were not so tragic. Objective reporting is not on 
the cards in any Communist-controlled country. 

In the Communist motherland the n porta rle of a reporter, 

domestic or foreign, going freely about his bufrtnewi 

lit I hi* and other rivillwd countries, would be 

wanduloiiK. 

From the Moscow point of view Czechoslovakia is still a trifle 
backward In this respect. Correspondents have been allowed to go 
and come and outgoing dispatches were not censored. Pressure has 
been applied In another way; the four correspondents now expelled 
make ten who have departed within the past Bix months. 

It is true that the Btory that has come out of Prague recently 
has not been one of which the Czechs could he proud. In simple 
terms, it has been the narrative of a new conquest by a foreign 
aggressor. Obviously Czechoslovakia is now ruled by a minority 
sustained by Russian power. It is this minority which has been at- 
tempting to coerce the Roman Catholic Church, which has brutally 
purged the more intelligent or less acquiescent of its own members, 
which 1b trying to destroy the independent farmers and which has 
lately been arresting thousands of citizens for the crime of being 
educated or thrifty. 

Reporters and editors in free countries are not plaster saints. 
They make mistakes and often they have prejudices. But the 
theory of a free press is that mistakes and prejudices will be ex- 
posed or canceled out if reporting is unrestricted, and that the truth 
will emerge. 

No Communist government wants the whole truth to emerge; 
witness the censorships and expulsions which they use as weapons, 
the slavish and humiliating compliance which they exact from 
(heir writers, Ihelr refusal lo let tho world sec them as they

Architects Present 
New Building Plans 
To State Official 

Members of the Department of 
Architecture who have been work- 
ing on the plans for the new Arts 
and Sciences building yesterday 
took the plans to Topeka for what 
they hope will be a final confer- 
ence with the state architect. If 
the plans are approved, contrac- 
tors will be asked "within a very 
few days" to place bids on the 
project, according to Dean Emer- 
itus Ray A. Beaton, of the De- 
partment of Engineering. There 
Is $515,000 avaUable for the 
building, he said. 

The new building, which will 
be located in the quadrangle north 
of Anderson, as now planned will 
contain 27 classrooms, with a 
maximum capacity of 40 students 
each; a lecture room, which will 
Beat 100; and 35 offices. Since 
there are now only 110 perman- 
ent and 10 temporary claBBroomB 
on the campus, this would mean 
an increase of nearly 25 percent 
in the number of permanent class- 
rooms. 

Occupies Old Site 

Seaton said that the new build- 
ing, which will be on practically 
tbe same site that Denison hall 
occupied before it burned, will 
house the offices of the Dean of 
Arts and Sciences, and the offices 
of the Department of English, the 
Department of History and Gov- 
ernment, and the Department ot 
Modern Languages. The class- 
rooms, he said, are not to be allo- 
cated to any specific use, but are 
to be assigned "to whatever de- 
partment can make best use of 
them at any certain hour." 

Whether or not the building 
would be given a personal name, 
as is the case with Anderson, and 
some of the other buildings on the 
campuB, Seaton said he did not 
know. He pointed out that the 
Engineering building, and some 
of the other structures on the 
campus have no other designation 
other than their principal function.

After more than a week of gold- 
en silence "Phog's Follies" opened 
tbe 1950 aeason on the road In 
Lincoln last Tuesday. Preceding 
the KU-NU basketball game Phog 
gathered his publicity men around 
him and the show was on. 

High point of the act was the 
measurement, at Phog's insistence 
and by the Nebraska coach, Harry 
Good, of towering "Climate-Con- 
sclc-us Clyde" Lovellette, the Jay- 
hawks youthful center. According 
P to all reports the rule said 6-8 % , 
but he didn't sound an inch over 
six foot against Bus Whitehead, 
Nebraska's center, in the game 
that night. 



Archway In College Library Is 
Relic of Old Bluemont Central 



The Huskers won the contest, 
67-66, and Whitehead racked-up 
26 points while the "Terre Haute 
Terror" was only mildly terrible, 
aj^ collected only 12. Phog's pre- 
game blast and the measuring act 
were brought about by a report 
that Jack Gardner had said Lovel- 
lette was fully seven foot, or seven 
foot one inch tall. What Gardner 
actually did say was the Lovellette 
looked fully as tall as Oklahoma's 
Marcus Freiberger, who is vari- 
ously reported at anywhere from 
6-11 to 7-1. 

But Phog didn't confine himself 
to a discussion of Clyde's height, 
He Just couldn't resist taking a 
few pot shots at Clarence Bran- 
num, who has been a burden' and 
a bother to the aging doctor these 
past four years. "Ineligible" and 
"Grandpa" were some of the 
terms he used to describe the all- 
conference center. Clancy, who is 
1 23, is a year younger than Claude 
Houchin, the KU star. Despite 
this handicap, however, Brannum 
U unanimously rated the better 
player. 

Allen Still Howling 
f^^*ou can't really blame Phog for 
Mwg ™ad at Brannum though. 
Eight times since coming to Kan- 
sas State Clancy has played against 
Allen-coached teams. Seven times 
he has been on the winning side 
and more than once he has been 
the deciding factor. The lone de- 
feat was in the firBt of those eight 
games, on the KU court, when 
Clancy was a freshman and not a 
regular starter. 

Two years ago Clancy really got 
the old doctor's goat. K-State 
needed one win to sew up the Big 
Seven championship and they were 
playing the Jayhawks in Hoch 
auditorium. The score at halt- 
time was 32-16 in favor of thk 
Hawks. Then a brilliant rally, 
sparked by Brannum and Harman, 
pulled the Wildcats within shoot- 
ing distance. With a few seconds 
to play the score was tied 60-60. 
Otto Schnetlbacher, the Jayhawk's 
stay center, was awarded a free 
throw. He missed. Tired, by now 
almost gray at the temples, the old 
Allen-coached ace just didn't have 
It In him. 
-iSeconds before the final gun 
oFsncy got his chance. Calmly he 
stepped to the line and the ball 
swished through the net. That 
was the championship and the ball 
game, 61-60 for the Wildcats 
Phog can't seem to forget it. 



Probably 9 out of 10 students 
entering the College library are 
unaware that an archway con- 
nected with the early history of 
the College is preserved there. 

Because of crowded conditions 
at the library, the stone arch from 
Bluemont Central college is hidden 
from view by additional bflbkcases 
on the third floor. 

Established In 1869, one mile 
west of Manhattan, Bluemont 
Central college became Kansas 
State Agricultural college in 1863. 
From this first site the college in- 
struction was moved to the present 
campus In 1876. On the arch are 
letters approximately eleven Inches 
high, spelling the words, "Blue- 
mont college." Inscribed in the 
center of the arch is the date 
1859. The arch was over the win- 
dow in the gable of the building. 

Stones Are Rescued 
When the building was torn 
down In 1883 the arch stones were 
rescued and placed over the drive- 
way in a barn which was across 
the road from the building. The 
date and some key stones were 
placed in the wall of a stone house 
which was in the fourteen hundred 
block on Fairchild. 

Bluemont Central college was 
the first educational Institution 
established in Manhattan or its 
vicinity. At no time in its his- 
tory did the college give any in- 
struction that professed to be of 
college grade. Its purpose, ac- 
cording to Dr. J. T. Willard's 
History, was "to establish in ad- 
dition to the literary department 
of arts and sciences, an agricul- 
tural department with separate 
professors to test soils, experi- 
ment In the raising of crops, the 
cultivation of trees, and upon a 



farm set apart for the purpose, 
so as to bring out to the utmost 
practical result, the agricultural 
advantages of Kansas, especially 
the capabilities of its high prairie 
lands." 

Now In Library 

"For several years previous to 
the building of the library, many 
classes had considered bringing 
this Bluemont college archway to 
the campus to have it installed in 
some way as a historical monu- 
ment. As they have not been able 
to accomplish this, it wag decided 
to incorporate it in the library 
since the library is a department 
used by all students on the 
campus," said associate librarian, 
Grace Derby. 



Alpha Zeta Meet 
Features Forum 

The regular meeting of Alpha 
Zeta last night, featured a forum 
discussion entitled, "Good Farm- 
ers and Good Citizens." 

The forum Included all mem- 
bers speaking from the floor, in 
addition to those on the platform. 
These Included Lloyd Lewis, Har- 
old Ramsey, Bill Gross, Ten Klas- 
sen, John Schnittker, and Walt 
McKee. Dick Chase, program 
chairman, acted as moderator for 
the discussion. 

A constitutional committee of 
the national organization sent a 
questionnaire asking If the chap- 
ter would be opposed to removing 
the word white from the require- 
ments for membership. This would 
make it possible to initiate mem- 
bers of any race. The group voted 
to answer the question in the nega- 
tive. 

Dale Johnson was elected scribe 
to replace Ken Carson, who is 
graduating. It was decided not to 
have any further meeting until 
next semester. 



Y-Orpheum Scripts 
Mailed to Judge 

Twenty-four scripts for the 30th 
annual Y-Orpheum to be March 
24 and 25 are on their way to the 
judge, according to Bill West, sec- 
retary of the YMCA. 

Scripts were prepared by 16 fra- 
ternities and 8 sororities. From 
tbe scripts presented, six fraternity 
and four sorority scripts will be 
selected for production. 

Walter Kerr of Catholic Univer- 
sity, Washington, D. C, will be 
Judge of the scripts, according to 
Tom Trenkle of the department of 
speech, faculty director of the pro- 
duction.

Him In War Camp 

Generalissimo Plans 
Defense Of Island 

By Arthur Goul 

TAIPEI, FORMOSA, Jan. 13— 
(U.R) — Madame Chiang Kai-Shek 
arrived iu Formosa by plane today 
to join the last ditch Chinese Na- 
tionalist war effort, ending a 13- 
months self-imposed exile in the 
United States. 

Generanssimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek's private four-motored trans- 
port Chung Mel, which carried 
Madame Chiang from Manila on 
the last leg of her journey, landed 
at Toayuan airport. 20 miles from 
Taipei, exactly at noon today (10 
p. m. CST yesterday). 
, General Chiang and Nationalist 
officials and their wives greeted 
Madame Chiang at the airport. 
Maj. Gen. Chiang Chlng-Kuo, 
Chiang's eldeBt son, accompanied 
her from Manila. The reunion was 
devoid of sentiment. 

Madame Chiang. obviously 
tired, rejoined her husband with 
a brief handclasp and a softly- 
spoken greeting which reporters 
could not hear. 

Presents Flowers 

As she stepped from the plane, 
four-year-old Allen Chiang, the 
Generalissimo's youngest grand- 
son, presented her with an armload 
of flowers. 

Then Nationalist officials and 
their wives stepped forward and. 
finally, Chiang, who extended his 
hand in greeting. 

Madame Chiang was dressed in 
a black, Chinese-style dress with 
a higher collar and slit skirt. She 
wore a short dark wool coat. She 
made no statement. She and the 
Generalissimo walked side by side 
to a waiting limousine which took 
them to the Generalissimo's grass 
mountain residence. 

As Madame arrived, 4,500 
Chinese youths marched oft to 
camp for military training. 

Prepare ITor Battle 

On the nearby Chinese main- 
land, the Communist command 
marshalled Its forces for an as- 
sault on Formosa, which is ex- 
pected In March. 

A member of the Generalissimo's 
staff said no plans had yet been 
made for Madame Chiang's active 
participation in the defense of 
Formosa. 

He said as far as he knew 
Madame Chiang had not made her 
intentions known to the General- 
issimo.

Rammed by Freighter 

The Truculent was rammed by 
the Swedish freighter Divina while 
running on the surface in u calm 
sea in clear weather shortly after 
dark last nigh I. Ttie submarine 
sank immediately. 

The 1, Ofl 0-ton submarine car- 
ried 18 dockyard workers and a 
crew of 58. At dawn the Admiral- 
Ity said thut 58 men still were 
missing and helieved trapped in 
the submarine. 

A vast fleet of rescue ships were 
rushed to the area, some 17 miles 
northwest of Margate. One was 
the Declaim, a brand new diving 
and deep sea rescue ship. A not her 
was the destroyer Kinisterre, car- 
rying a decompression chamber 
from Portsmouth. 

Divers Don II 

Divers from the Reclaim went 
down just as the first light of dawn 
flickered across the Thames estu- 
ary. They were hoping to estab- 
lish communications with the 
trapped men. 

The Margate lifeboat, which had 
searched the waters in the area of 
the collision for possible survivors 
all night, radioed at dawn that it 
was standing by the marker buoy. 

"There are believed to be sur- 
vivors still aboard. " the lifeboat's 
message said. 

The searching vessels, still seek- 
ing possible survivors' on the sur- 
face, carried about 1,000 men. In 
addition the Navy sent out three 
planes to search the waters out- 
side the estuary. It was believed 
the tide may have carried some 
men to sea ir they escaped sinking 
with the submarine. 

Operations Hampered 

The British Admiralty said div- 
ing operations mi^ht be hampered 
by an outgoing tide of four knots 
which was expected to run until 
about II a. in., when il would turn 
to an Incoming tide. 

Salvage operations al.so were 
started, but the Admiralty said It 
would take at least three days to 
raise the submarine. 

"There Is every hope that any 
man still alive in the submarine 
will he brought alive to the sui 
face," the- British Admiralty said. 
"Condition of the survivors iu the 
submarine depends ou how fast 



Lt. C. P. Bowers, were on the 
bridge of the submarine when it 
was struck. They were rescued by 
the dutch freighter Almdijk, which 
was on the scene. 

Capt. Karl Holmmeiberg of the 
Divina. which rammed the sub- 
marine, said when interviewed by 
the United Press that he saw the 
submarine quite clearly in clear 
weather before the collision. 

"We saw the Truculent before 
we hit her," llolmnierberg said. 
He refused to elaborate further. 
"It will ail come out at the In- 
einiry." he added. "We are not 
blind. We saw her."

Probubly 
ilt no slmilai' period ill British hKlory h«l the whole bnnis of the na- 
tion's lire been altered no completely. 

The Socialists have brought the Individual Briton unparalleled pa* 
eiirlty from womb to tomb. Hut they have made him pay for it with 
the heaviest taxes in the western world and hemmed him in with re- 
strictions hitherto unknown in these enlightened days outside totali- 
tarian countries. 

The benevolent government Interests itself in the citizen even bo- 
fore birth. If a prospective mother works to help balance the family 
budget, she gets $5 a wook for 13 weeks — including before and after 
tbe birth. Site gets an additional $11.20 as a special birth grant. 

A non-working housewife also gets a grant of $11.20, plus $2.80 a 
week for four weeks. 

No mother, and indeed no Hriton. need worry about doctor or hos- 
pital bills. Under the controversial National Health plan, all medical 
care at home or In the hospital is free. Mothers also get free orange 
juice from the government for their babies. 

For each child after her first, a mother gets an extra 70 cents a 
wm>l< until the child becomes of age. 

The government also insures all Britons for unemployment, injury, 
sickness and retirement. Every widow gets a pension for up to 13 
weeks if she is under 50 years of age. If older, she gets it for the rest 
of her life. If she has children, an augmented life pension begins at 
once. 

If any Hriton needs false teeth, spectacles, a toupee, or even a hot 
water bottle, ho gets them free under the National Health plan. 

And at death, the government contributes $. r >G toward his burial 
expenses. 

To support this gigantic welfare program, the government taxes all 
incomes over $37S a year at a basic rate of 40 per cent and a sliding 
scale of surtaxes. 

.\ Married man with two children earning 82,800 a year pays ait 
annual lax of $504. If he earned nlih.ooo, he would pay 817,717. A 
single mail earning the same salaries would pay $749 ami #17,057 
respectively. 

Then there are special payroll deductions of tip to 70 rents a week 
for every worker to help pay the cost of the National Health, in- 
surance, and ns*Muucc plans, sales taxes ranging from ;t;ll& to 100 
per cent, inheritance taxes ranging from 1 to 7.1 per cent, and assorted 
taxes on beer, Hquor ami entertainment. 

This high taxation, along mil, the welfare state program ami the 
war-llme boost in the lower-bracket wages have carried lirltaln a 
long way toward the Socialist goal of equality. 

The number of Britons with net incomes above $420 a year has 
more than doubled since 1039. Those earning $14 to $28 a week has 
nearly trebled. Hut persons with an income after taxes of $2,800 or 
more has dropped 25 per cent. Fewer than 900 persons now earn more 
than $1 1.000 a year after taxes, and tbere ure only 45 who earn more 
titan $17,000. 

For the first time In any democratic country, the government also 
has assumed the power to tell workers what jobs they must take. The 
unemployed or those wishing to change their jobs must go to govern- 
ment employment exchanges. If they refuse to take one of the several 
jobs offered them, the government can fine them and send them to 
Jail. 

The government took this power under the direction of employ- 
ment order in an attempt to channel workers into essential industries 
in the nation's economic crisis. 

Moreover, the Socialist government has seized ownership of the na- 
tion's coal mines, railways, airlines, bus 'lines, road transport, cable 
companies, gas and power plants, and the Bank of England 

If returned to power, the Labor government intends to nationalize

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Taff Chances Better 
k Ohio Elections 

Democratic Opponents 
Drop Out of Contest 

WASHINGTON. Jan. 13— (U.R) 
■ — Sen. Robert A. Taft's 1950 po- 
litical stock is booming today on 
the latest news from Ohio. 

The two Democrats general ly 
given the best chance to defeat 
him in next November's Senatorial 
election are out of the contest. 

Gov. Frank J. Lausehe long 
since said he would run for Gov- 
ernor again this year. Mayor 
Thomas A. Ilurke of Cleveland an- 
nounced yesterday that he was 
not a candidate for the Senate. 

With those two Democratic 
threats out of the way, many po- 
litical observers here and In Ohio 
believe Taft will win easily. 

Ohlonns to Elect Demo 

Chairman William M. Boyle 
Jr., of the Democratic National 
committee, however, has reported 
to President Truman that Ohio 
. ^emocrats will elect a senator this 
f TPtf. Mr. Truman told his news 
conference yesterday he was glad 
to hear that. But neither Boyle 
nor the President has indicated 
who the Democratic candidate may 
be. 

The only announced Democratic 
candidate in the field so far is 
state auditor Joseph Ferguson. 
Labor organizations are trying to 
get Murray Lincoln, executive 
secretary of the CIO Farm Bu- 
reau federation, to seek the nom- 
ination. Taft is confident he can 
take either one. 

When Taft heard of Boyle's re- 
port, he told questioners he 
thought he would be elected if 
the voting took place right now. 

"I see no reason." he added, 
"why conditions shouldn't be 
even better in November." 

He would not comment on 
Burke's withdrawal statement be- 
yond saying the mayor was strong 
in Cleveland but might not run 
so well in other areas. 

Taft Is Confident 

■H^When informed that Jack Kroll, 
CIO political action director, be- 
lieved the new type of Ohio elec- 
tions ballot would hurt Taft's 
chances in November, the Senator 
said he thought Republicans gen- 
erally would benefit from the new 
ballot because they "have to ap- 
peal to the intelligent voter." 
Most of the big city organizations 
which "march people to the polls" 
already are Democratic, he said. 

Some bets have been made that 
Taft's victory margin next No- 
vember will be larger than when 
he was re-elected in 1944. That is 
reasonably safe. If he wins at all 
this year it scarcely could be by a 
margin less than six years ago. 

He won in 1944 by a slim 
18,000 votes out of nearly S,- 
000,000 cast. His opponent then 
was William Pickrel who should 
have been a pushover for top 
flight opposition. 

Taft's failure to swamp Pickrel 
has been a blight on his record 
ever since and may have Bmeared 
him for life as a bad political risk 
— at leaBt for the Presidential 
nomination.

Class A Reserve Units 
May Continue with 48 
Paid Drills Each Year 

Fully-organized class A Army 
reserve units may continue 48 
paid drill periods a year, accord- 
ing to information received at Kan- 
sas State by Lt. Gordon R. Myers, 
ROTC detachment public relations 
officer. 

Reserve units in the 18 to 25 
division program are permitted 24 
drill periods a year under the new 
regulations.

Accuses Russians 
Of Stealing Land 

Acheson Says Reds 
Stealing Half China 

By Edward V. Roberts 
United I'rmt Stuff Oorre«pondent 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. — (U.R) 
— The State Department hoped to- 
day that it has put Russia on the 
spot in Asia with its charges that 
Moscow is trying to steal 2,000,- 
000 square miles of Chinese terri- 
tory. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son has said the Soviet Union is 
in the process of taking over four 
areas of North China — Manchuria, 
Outer Mongolia, Inner Mongolia, 
and Sittkiang. These regions con- 
stitute almost half of China's 
4,314.097 square miles. 

The incorporation of these areas 
into the Soviet Union would rob 
China of rich industrial and agri- 
cultural lands and make Us eco- 
nomic rehabilitation totally depen- 
dent upon Russia. 

Integral Parts of Cliina 

Acheson made It clear that the 
United States considers the four 
areas to be integral parts of China. 
His words could put the Chinese 
Communists In a politically embar- 
rassing position. 

Mai Tse-Tung, their leader, now 
is in Moscow for negotiations in 
which he Is expected to agree to 
increased Russian concessions in 
northern China. If he- does, he 
will be in the- position qf ceding to 
Russia huge areas which the 
United States insists are part of 
China. 

Difficult for Mao 

Diplomatic observers said this 
would make it increasingly diffi- 
cult for Mao to convince the Chi- 
nese people that the United States 
is the "imperialistic" nation that 
Moscow says It is. 

Acheson made the statement In 
a speech before the National Press 
club yesterday. He was slated to 
return to capitol hill today for an- 
other discussion of China policy 
at a Senate Foreign Relations com- 
mittee meeting. 

The session may -bring a show- 
down on Republican demands that 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff testily on 
their reported differences with 
President Truman and the State 
Department over strategic value of 
Formosa, the Nationalist - held 
island off the China coast.

Missouri, winner over Oklahoma 
In the holiday tourney, was no 
match for the Sooners in Norman, 
even with Paul Merchant riding 
the bench during most of the game. 
Then the Sooners, second only to 
the Tigers in tournament play, fell 
before a KU team in Hoch audi- 
torium that was Just so-so in Kan- 
sas City. 

KU Falls To "Jinx" 

Just to confuse things a little 
more the Jayhawks, fresh from 
their win over Oklahoma and a 
strong favorite over Nebraska, 
went to Lincoln and dropped a 
close one, 57-56. - iff 

If the Wildcats can beat both 
the Sooners and the "jinx" to- 
night, it will give them a tre- 
mendous psychological edge over 
the other Big Seven clubs. After 
the OU game the Wildcats will 
return home where they meet the 
Iowa State CycloneB, generally 
considered the weakest conference 
team, Monday night. 

Team Ready

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Secretary of Kansas State Board ot 
Agriculture Retires from Position

TOPEKA, KAN, Jan. 13.— 
(U.R) — "Mister Kansas Agri- 
culture" retired today. 

That's J. C. Mohler— Jake 
to just about everybody— 
who is bowing out of the Kan- 
sas Board of Agriculture 
after a service of 58 years. 

Far the last 36 years the white- 
haired but bright-eyed little man 
bus been secretary of the board, 
the guiding genius who has helped 
make Kansas ihe nation's greatest 
wheat state. 

Durlug his tenure, Kansas land 
devoted to the bread-grain in- 
creased from 4-ni ill ion to around 
14-mUUon or more acres, and the 
state's wheat production climbed 
to one bushel of every five grown 
in the United StatcB. In Borne 
years it was one of every four. 

Jake Mohler is largely credited 
with building Kansas agriculture 
into a billion dollar industry. 

It was lie who coined the slogan 
— "Kansas grows the best wheat in 
the world"— and he kept after the 
sunflower state's farmers to keep 
making It hold true. 

Li'iigiliv Service 
Tired now after the longest 
state service of any Kansan, Juke 
Is stepping aside for a younger 
man. Hoy Freeland. who has been 
Moliler's chief assistant the last 
Tive years, likely will get the Job. 

Mohler'B resignation Is effective 
late today, and the naming of a 
new secretary by the board will 
take place then. 

The hired man of Kansas agri- 
culture was born' to Pennsylvania 
Dutch pu tents on the wind-swept 
lira tries of western Kansas, April 
7, 1876, In Osborne county. 

Martin Mohler, bis father, was 
Agriculture secretary before him. 
The elder Mohler envisioned the 
shelter belt of trees for the mid- 
America state. 

It was through him that young 
Jake — real name. Jacob Christian 
Mohler — went to work for the 
Hoard of Agriculture as a $15 a 
mouth clerk. 

When the youth, aged 17, went 
lino the Agriculture department, 
corn was Kansas' staple crop. The 
MeuuunilcH who settled central 
counties had Just started to get 
their hard, red winter wheat estab- 
lished and accepted. 

In the slate there were no trac- 
tors, no corn binders, no combines, 
no rural mall routes. There wasn't 
a single silo. 

Drought resistant crops were not 
planted. Farmers gave Utile bouse 
lo rotation of crops and diversifi- 
cation. Summer fallowing of land 
•to get the most from available 
moisture was almost unheard of. 
Contour fanning was unknown ex- 
cept in hooks about Chinese agri- 
culture. 

Helped Coiwiderably 

Mohler. of course, didn't bring 
all the great change about. But 
he did a lot. for he believed In aud 
sought out progressive methods 
and his suggestions for improve- 
ments were listened to by the K an- 
nus farmer. 

The quiet, dignified, capable 
man was friendly aud most sym- 
pathetic, especially with farmers' 
complaints and troubles. 

Named secretary of the non- 
pa rtlsan, hoard in 1914, Mohler 
went to hat for Kansas farmers 
during and after the first World 
War when they experienced two 
crop failures. 

He went to Washington and 
helped get a pool of tive million 
bushels of wheat seed. A bumper 
crop reseulted. Virtually the same 
thing happened in the 1920's. 

Jake is hard of hearing. The 
deficiency was in Its formative 
stage after World War E, Some 
believe it kept him from being 
Secretary of Agriculture under 
President Coolidge. Another Kan- 
san, Dr. W. M . Jardine, head of 
Kansas State was selected. 

(intntcxl Pension 

Jake Mohler has had a lot of 
nice things said of hittu This was 



true when the 1949 state legisla- 
ture voted him a $2,000 a year 
pension, effective when he choose 
to retire. "Unswerving loyalty and 
devotion to the state," said a reso- 
lution. 

But perhaps the best of many 
favorable comments was written 
in a Kansas newspaper when It was 
announced his portrait- was being 
painted for presentation to the 
slate;. 

"No artist on earth is capable of 
reducing the personality of Jake 
Mohler to a few square feet of 
canvas," write the editorialist. 
"The imprlut of Jake, Btamped 
Into the soil of 82,158 square miles 
of Kansas, Is carried in the hearts 
and minds of several generations 
of her people. . ."

Faculty members who are won- 
about final examinations 
for seniors graduating this Janu- 
ary are asked to refer to the Fa- 
culty Handbook page 61, items 
VI F, VI F 1, 2, and 8, Dean A, L. 
Pugsley announced today. These 
rules were passed by the General 
Faculty last year and were recom- 
mended to the General Faculty 
by the College Advisory Council. 
As passed, they read: 

(1) that the examination per- 
iod for candidates for degrees in 
the subsequent commencement 
shall be abolished; 

(2) that candidates for de- 
grees be required to attend class- 
es up to the beginning of the col- 
lege final examination period;

Thurmond' s attack on Mr. Tru- 
thls week will pre-view his 
probable campaign for South Caro- 
lina's democratic senatorial nom- 
ination against Sen. Olln D. John- 
ston. It also will be significant 
for its timing.

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Harvard President to Speak Here 



'l^ea i dent James Bryant Conant 
of Harvard university will speak 
at a Kansas State assembly Febru 
ary 27, A. L. Ptigsley, dean ol ad 
ministration, disclosed today. 

Conant, 66, has been Identified 
with Harvard as a student and 
teacher since 19X0, when he en- 
tered the university as a freshman 
He has been president since 1933 
President Lowell, whose place 
Conant was elected to fill, 
been president since 1909, the 
year before Conant enrolled as a 
freshman. 

As a student Conant specialised 
in chemistry, was graduated with 
high honors In three years, was a 
member of Phi Beta Kappa, holder 
of an honorary John Harvard 
scholarship, and edited the Harv- 
ard Crimson, daily undergraduate 
newspaper. He earned the Ph. D 
in chemistry rn 1916 and was ap- 
pointed an instructor in the de- 
partment the iollowing year. 
Conant's research work at Har- 

Srd has brought him international 
■ognition. He was awarded the 
axles F. Chandler medal at Co- 
lumbia university in 1932, the 
William H. Nichols medal by the 
American Chemical society, the 
same year. He is known for his 
research on the nature of chloro- 
phyll, the green substance In 
plants, and his research on the na- 
ture of hemoglobin, the red cor- 
puscles in the blood. 

Since 1930 the Harvard educa- 
tor has been one of the scientific 
directors of the Rockefeller insti- 
tute. He also Is a member of sev- 
eral national scientific societies, 
including the National Academy of 
Sciences, American Chemical so- 
ciety, American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences, Sigma Xi and Alpha 
Chi Sigma. He was appointed * 
member of the federal govern- 
ment's advisory committee on can- 
cer research in 1937. 

At Harvard, Conant has in tro- 
duced university professorships, 
appointments not confined to any 
one department. They, are ele- 
ctrified to reinforce teaching and 
research by affording broader op- 
portunities for unusual scholars.

CHICAGO, Jan. 16 — flJ.R) — A 
vast cold wave swept most of the 
nation today, riding on high winds 
that gave the Pacific northwest its 
stormiest weekend in 60 years. 

The cold drove temperatures 
down to the zero mark in the mid- 
west. Increasing the suffering 
among 6,000 refugees from floods 
raging along the Ohio and Wa- 
bash rivers. 

The U. S. and Canada counted 
56 dead as result of the bad wea- 
ther and floods. Ten of the dead 
were In Canada which was struck 
twice by the storm, once when it 
roared off the Pacific Into British 
Columbia and again when it passed 
northeastward over the Great 
LakeB. 

Seven deaths occurred In light 
plane crashes. The Pacific north- 
west counted 12 due to freezing, 
bad roads and high winds. 

^Meanwhile, the U. S. weather 
bureau at Chicago warned that the 
continent might be In for a series 
of such severe storms. 

Forecasters said a vast body of 
extremely cold air has hung over 
the Yukon territory and adjacent 
since December 31 with 
the mercury hovering at 40 to 60 
below zero. 

"As storms develop," a fore- 
caster said, "chunks of this cold 
air are torn off and hurled south- 
ward, giving the U. S. a series of 
quickie cold waves and sharp bliz- 
zard conditions," 

He said there was a possibility 
that the entire cold mass might 
sweep south suddenly. 

"In that case," he said, "we d 
be in for an extreme prolonged 
cold wave that could break all

The record allows that less than 16 percent of all automobile ac- 
cidents are directly tracebale to speed, but this record, like all good 
records, lies like crazy in the hands of a skilled statistician. 

When an itchy-footed, Impatient, hell-bent-for-election driver finds 
himself stuck behind a motorized snail, when he. in a fit of fury, tries 
to pass to clear road ahead without adequate traffic or tangent clear- 
ance in the opposite lane, the Word won't Bay that his accident was 
caused by speed. Still. It's nothing but another case of renaming the 
rose. ' 

Sure, some people are better drivers than others. But Just how 
many can hold any automobile In complete control at 70 mileB per 
hour under any conditions? And exactly how many mile-a-mlnute 
expressways or turnpikes are there In the entire country?

The Veterans Administration 
has adopted new procedures de- 
signed to speed up service to vet- 
erans changing G. I. Bill course to 
new fields of study, officials of the 
Wichita Veterans Administration 
Regional Office announced today. 

The new procedures allow a vet- 
eran's school rather than the VA 
itself to give advisement under 
certain conditions. This method 
should eliminate any possible de- 
lays caused by VA Increased load 
of guidance caBes, VA explained. 

Under VA regulations, veterans 
who have completed or discon- 
tinued G. I. Bill courses and who 
now want additional training in 
an entirely different general field 
should undergo advisement and 
guidance. The purpose of the 
guidance, VA said, is to determine 
whether the veteran has aptitude 
for and need for the new course 
to attain his training objective. 

Previously, under these regula- 
tions veterans have been going to 
VA for advisement and guidance.

Angry rank-and-file United Mine 
"Workers pickets patrolled the coal 
fields today driving for an all-out 
strike to bring the long-drawn coal 
contract dispute to a head. 

The pickets cruised on a 24- 
hour basis in jv ester n Pennsyl- 
vania, completely offsetting efforts 
of UMW President John L. Lewis' 
lieutenants to end the "rebel" 
-walkouts. 

More than 78,600 miners al- 
ready were idle in six states, cut- 
ting coal production more than 
468,090 tons a day Jn the face of 
already widespread shortages. The 
rank-and-file strike apparently was 
stepped up by the anger of the 
miners over the cutting off ' of 

fit to strikers by a large chain 



store serving the coal fields. An- 
other chain considered similar ac- 
tion. 

The miners called the action a 
"dirty squeeze play" and declared 
they would close "every damn mine 
in the country." One local at 
Brownsville, Pa., sent out an invi- 
tation to other miners of the area 
to Join them in a mass meeting 
Thursday to plan new action. 

The walkouts spread in western 
Pennsylvania, despite the efforts 
of officials of UMW district 5. 
John P. Busarello, district presi- 
dent, said he had spent the night 
touring the fields, but was unable 
to get the men back.

Results of research on the 
breeding, feeding, management 
and marketing of beef cattle at 
Kansas State have given new re- 
sponsibilities to many on the K- 
State animal husbandry staff, ac- 
cording to a joint statement re- 
leased today by R. I. Throckmor- 
ton, dean of the ag school, and L. 
C. Williams, extension director. 

The Importance of beef cattle 
In the state's agricultural economy 
called for a second animal hus- 
bandry specialist on the K-State 
extension staff. New duties have 
been given several animal hus- 
bandry personnel at the college. 

All resident teaching and ex- 
tension work in Kansas on breed- 
ing, feeding, management and 
marketing beef cattle now are 
based on results obtained from re- 
search. 

Bass Powell is the new exten- 
sion animal husbandman. He will 
assist Lot Taylor in beef cattle ex- 
tension work In Kansas. 

Prof. Edgar F. Smith now is in 
charge of the K-State pasture 
utilization project. He also Is re- 
sponsible for winter feeding trials 
and nutrition studies with beef 
cattle. Chemical phases of nutri- 
tion studies are under Dr. Don L. 
Parrlsh of the chemistry depart- 
ment. Agronomic phases of pasture 
utilization are supervised by Prof. 
Kling L. Anderson, agronomy. 
Don L. Good Is assisting Prof. 
Smith with the grass utilization 
project and is In charge of the 
purebred beef cattle breeding 
herds maintained by the college 
for instruction and demonstration. 

Effective February 1, Walter H. 
Smith will supervise work being 
carried on at Kansas State under 
a regional cooperative beef cattle 
breeding project. 

Prof. F. W. Bell, assisted by 
Prof. Edgar F. Smith and Walter 
Smith, will continue studying fac- 
tors that affect gaining ability of 
beef cattle. 

Administration of the animal 
husbandry research and teaching 
program are the responsibility of 
Dr. Rufus F. Cox. He became head 
of the animal husbandry depart- 
ment January 1, when Dr. A. D. 
Weber became associate dean and 
director. 

All conducting research with 
beef cattle also will teacb part 
time. Don L. Good will continue 
to coach livestock judging teams. 
Edgar F. Smith will teach beef 
cattle production. Walter Smith 
and Bell will teach some of the 
basic courses in animal husbandry. 

Investigations In breeding, feed- 
ing and grazing beef cattle also are 
being carried on at the K-State 
branch experiment station at Hays 
L. C. 



K-State Foundation 
Patents Process 

The Kansas State Research 
Foundation has received a patent 
for a "dehydrating process for 
starchy vegetables, fruits and the 
like," F. D. Far roll, president of 
the research foundation announced 
today. 

Farrell said the patent applica- 
tion was filed in July 1946. The 
dehydration process for which it 
was granted was invented during 
the war by the late Dr. John W. 
Greene, the late Dr. Ralph Con- 
rad and Dr. Frederick A. Rohr- 
man, all members of the K-State 
faculty at the time. 

The K-State Resarch Founda- 
tion hBB an agreement with Re- 
search Corporation of New York 
City for putting the dehydrating 
process into use. The New York 
firm is a non-profit organization 
providing patent management 
Bervice to colleges and universities. 

Income from royalties is used to 
supRort scientific research. K- 
State has research underway with 
Research Corporations funds 
issued previous to the patent. 

Farrell said the paLented pro- 
ces has been proved (In pilot 
plants) to be particularly useful 
in the manufacture of dehydrated 
potatoes free from defects usually 
associated with them.

Athletic Heads Deride Sports Journalism; 
Defend Action by National Officials

NEW YORK, Jan. 16 — (U.R) — Sports journalism received 
Its greatest boost today from a couple of knocks — thanks 
to the solid South and the shy larceny which was neither 
late nor latent In the NCAA. 

The nation's sportswriters were put on the pan by one 
Ralph W. Algler of Michigan and Clarence Houston of 
Tufts as they fought for the expulsion of seven schools 
from the NCAA for providing too much aid to athletes. 

Defend* Case 

In exhorting expulsion In gran- 
diose prose, Algler asserted that 
"according to the newspapers, the 
case against subsidies is not popu- 
lar." Houston charged that "the 
attitude of the press has not been 
one of enthusiasm but has been 
almost deversive. 

The" rascally sportswrttera 
hinted, it seems, .that the "sinful 
aeven" — Virginia, VMI, VPI, Mary- 
land, Boston College, Villanova 
and the Citadel — would not be ex- 
pelled. They also quoted various 
officials that the seven were in 
difficulty because they honestly 
admitted their faults and too many 
other non-confessors were doing 
the same thing. 

"Fortunately," Aigler intoned in 
what turned out to be an unfortu- 
nate remark, "the decision rests 
with a highly selected group." 

So the "highly selected group" 
immediately voted not to expel the 
seven. That was a victory for the 
South. And they turned It Into a 
complete rout by having the sanity 
code limiting aid to athletes sus- 
pended for a year.

At NCAA Meet 

PINEHURST, N. C, Jan. 16. — 
(U.R) — Approval of football's two- 
platoon system was the principal 
issue as the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association rules commit- 
tee opened its meeting here today. 

The football coaches association 
rules committee has recommended 
that two-platoon football be okayed 
for at Feast one more season, and 
that even more substitutes be al- 
lowed In order to help the smaller 
colleges. The NCAA group will 
act on that recommendation dur- 
ing its three or four day session. 

William J. Bingham of Harvard, 
chairman of the committee, said 
the group will conduct closed meet- 
ings and probably will make no 
announcement on its decisions un- 
til Wednesday. 

The coaches suggested that the 
rules be changed to allow one play- 
er to enter the game between each 
play. Under the present rules, an 
unlimited number of substitutes 
may he made during time-outs and 
when the ball changes hands, but 
at no other time. 

This proposed change Ib designed 
to help the smaller schools with 
limited manpower. If the rule is 
adopted, a Btar player could be 
pulled out of the game for a rest, 
yet sent back in as soon as he is 
needed. 

Other proposed changes under 
consideration here would; 

1. Conduct the coin tOBS 15 min- 
utes before the start of the game 
to allow coaches to announce their 
starting lineups (offensive or de- 
fensive) before the kickoff. 

2. Change the position of the 
officials so tbey can get a better 
look at offsides. 

3. Forbid an offensive blocker 
from striking an opponent on the 
head, neck or face with locked

Fewer Rabbits, 
From Coyotes, KSC 

By reducing the population of 
rabbits and mice in the state, 
Kansas farmers have Increased 
livestock losses from coyotes, ac- 
cording to a Joint announcement 
by three Kansas State college 
scientists. 

The scientists, Dr. O. W. Tle- 
meier, Dr. D. J. Ameel and Dr. 
H. T. Gier, all of the K-State zool- 
ogy department, have been study- 
ing food habits of coyotes the past 
two years. - 

' Examine 400 Coyotes 

They have analysed stomach 
contents of more than 400 coy- 
otes. From January through 
April the Kansas coyote diet con- 
sists of approximately 50 percent 
rabbit, 20 percent livestock, 8 per- 
cent poultry, 15 percent mice and 
rats and 9 percent miscellaneous. 
During this period many chickens 
are kept penned and it Is before 
lambing time, so the January 
through April analyses do not 
give a true picture of the yearly 
diet, Tiemeler said.

from coyotes. As much as 3 per- 
cent of the lamb crop and as many 
as 10,000 chickens in one county 
have been reported killed by coy- 
otes. 

Lose f BOO.OOO Annually 

County agents estimate Kansas 
farmers lose $500,000 in livestock 
annually to coyotes with approxi- 
mately 50 percent poultry, 40 per- 
cent sheep and 10 percent calves. 

Average coyote litters dropped 
from seven in 1947 to five in 
1949, Gier estimated from 184 
female coyotes studied. The study 
covered litters ranging from three 
to 14. More than half the mother 
coyotes are only yearlings; one- 
third, 2 years old; the remainder 
older. 

The K-State zoologists estimate 
coyote population of Kansas at 
90,000 (more than a square mile) 
and "possibly twice that number." 

They base their estimate on the 
37,000 bounties paid on coyotes 
In 1947 and more than 30,000 
each year since 1944. It would 
have been Impossible for coyotes 
to maintain their population with 
more than 4 percent killed In a 
year, the zoologists claim.

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Salvage Men Prepare Undersea Treasure 




Sunken 



Near Australia 



DARWIN, AUSTRALIA (U.R) — 
Two Sydney men are all set to 
<»tart on the biggest, and possibly 
most lucrative, sea salvage job in 
*"» Australia. 

They hope to bring up the car- 
goes of tour ships sunk by Japan- 
ese bombers in Darwin Harbor in 
1942. Two of the ships are known 
to be filled with trucks and Jeeps. 
One," the Zealandia. contains hun- 
dreds of tons of corrugated fiber 
roofing sheets and a big load of 
liqoor consigned to the Darwin 
garrison. 

Behind the treasure-hunt are 
Carl Atkinson, young deep-sea 
diver, and T. J. Massey, Sydney 
car battery manufacturer, who 
bought the rights to the ships and 
their cargos from the Australian 
govern ment. 

Atkinson and Massey are most 
excited about recovering a large 
quantity of gold pesos from the 
U. S. destroyer Peary, supposed to 
have been brought out of the Phil- 
ippines. Although there has been 



no official confirmation, rumors 
persist it is there and that It's 
worth from 500,000 to 1,000,000 
pounds {$1,120,000 to $2,240,- 
000). 

About a year ago. Capt. Ethrlde 
Grant, commander of the U. S, de- 
stroyer Preston which was near 
the Peary when it sank, said In 
Washington he had no knowledge 
of the Peary's reported hoard. 
The Peary's captain wasn't aboard 
when it "went down, and the exec- 
utive officer in command was 
killed with the crew of 80 when 
the ship blew up. 

Hlilptt' Whereabout* Unknown 

There's one catch to the low 
price the salvagers paid for the 
unknown cargoes. No one knows 
where the Peary and Zealandia 
are lying — and there are many 
square miles or water In Darwin 
Harbor. 

The other two ships, the U. S. 
War Department's 12.500-ton 
freighter Meigs and the 9,000-ton 



Matson liner Mauna Loa, will be 
easier to locate and work on. 

It's been a long, tough gTlnd for 
Atkinson to get a chance at the 
sunken treasures. In 1946. he got 
the O.K. from the U. S. authorities 
in Sydney to salvage the trucks, 
jeeps and other stores in the 
Meigs and the Mauna Loa. 

With everything seemingly 
straightened out, he left for Dar- 
win and spent most of his savings 
buying Navy disposals gear and 
assembling a crew of eight. For 
three months he worked under 
water every day, clearing off 
Sampson posts and masts from the 
ships, so that he could get barges 
directly over their holds. 

It was no easy job. His work al- 
most ended in disaster when a 
crane collapsed into the water and 
pinned him for three hours among 
steel poles and wires below the 
surface. 

To complicate matters still fur- 
ther, Atkinson was told by the 
local Disposals Commission officer

New Drug May Help 
Alcoholics 'Go on WagorA« 

A new drug which may help 
alcoholics refrain from intoxicants 
was under study at Lankenau hos- 
pital today. 

The drug, Tetraethylithuram Di- 
sulfide, makes liquor physically 
repulsive to some alcoholics, Dr. 
Nicholas Padis said. 

Emphasizing that the new drug 
is "by no means a cure for alcohol- 
ism," Dr. Padis said that clinical 
-tests show "It can set up a violent 
reaction In alcoholics who drink 
whiskey after dally dosages of the 
medicine." 

The drug must be_taken dally 
to be effective and it must be ad- 
ministered under the close super- 
vision of a physician, he added. 
Some researchers have reported, 
however, that it caused liver or 
bone-marrow damage, he said.

President Speaks at 
1950 Feed Conference 
On K-State Campus 

We cannot hare political and 
personal freedom unless we also 
maintain economic freedom — free- 
dom of , enterprise. President Mll- 
tom S. Eisenhower declared yester- 
day speaking at the 19 SO formula 
feed conference on the campus. 

Farm and other social programs 
must he devised so they enhance 
the success of our private enter- 
prise system, rather than Injuring 
or destroying It, the K- State edu- 
cator emphaalsede. 

Complex Changes 

.The question constantly on our 
lips Is whether such social devices 
as veterans affairs, social security, 
defense, agriculture and scores of 
others may not be greater than the 
private economy can support. 

"If public enterprise even un- 
wittingly crushes private enter- 
prise," Elsenhower said, "we shall 
then witness complex changes 
which will make all others . . . 
simple." 

Earlier In his talk Elsenhower 
traced changes that have taken 
place in American agriculture dur- 
ing the past half century. Before 
World War I, when the U. 8. was 
a debtor country, town and small- 
town life was reasonably self-con 
tained, he pointed out. Between 
the wars, the U. S. became a credl 
tor country without adjusting her 
policies to that fact. And speciali- 
sation created an economic Inter- 
dependence so exacting that the 
economic machine got all out of 
gear making vast numbers unem- 
ployed and hungry, while food re- 
mained unsold on farms. 

Many Experiments Aid 
Welfare of farmers no longer 
depend on their efficiency and the 
weather. Grants and other aids 
were made to agriculture for re- 
ducing production. These experi- 
ments prevented disaster, but they 
did not restore parity of Income, 
Eisenhower said. It took the stim- 
ulus of war production to achieve 
parity. 

Now, in the post-World War II 
period, the American farm prob- 
lem is recognized as truly a world 
problem. 

We now realize, Eisenhower 
continued, that agriculture can be 
prosperous only with high econom- 
ic activity and full employment at 
home, and at the same time a large 
volume of two-way world trade. 

The K-State president is pleased 
with the "high level of statesman- 
ship shown by at least two of our 
leading farm organizations."

Corn Borer Is On 
Increase In Kansas 

European corn borer lnfestat- 
tion spread from 10 to 75 Kansas 
counties during the past year.ac- 
cordlng to D. A. Wilbur, Kansas 
State entomologist. 

Wilbur said the corn borer In 
1948 was found only in northeast 
Kansas counties. Last year it was 
found in all corn-producing coun- 
ties of the state. Some of the plots 
examined in 1949 had as much as 
50 percent borer Infestation. 

Clean fall plowing of stalk fields 
Is recommended as a borer control. 
Other methods to destroy quarters 
where the borers overwinter In- 
clude crushing, shredding or burn- 
ing corn stalks. 

Doctor Wilbur said the borer 
usually is seen first in the larval 
stage boring into all parts of the 
corn plant. Larvae are flesh- 
colored, one-half to 1 inch long 
with round, dull brown spots scat- 
tered over their bodies. 

The moth Is a pale yellowish- 
brown with Irregular darker bands 
extending in wavy lines across the 
wingB. The moths are strong fliers, 
active only at night.

Name In the News

The day that Carlos P. Uomulo was elected president of the United 
Nations fourth general assembly he told other delegates: "I hope this 
^session will earn for itself the title 'The Peace Assembly'." 

History records achievements slowly, and Romulo was not to 
learn at once whother the assembly session that chose him Its leader 
on Sept. 20, 1949, brought the world closer to permanent peace. 

But history already has recorded the fighting, five-foot-four 
Filipino diplomat as one of the foremost BOldiers of peace in his time. 
• As a young man. his writings and lectures for decmocracy and peace 
ha* gained him widespread notice in the Far East and the United 
States. 

At the fullness of his career as a diplomat, he was known through- 
out the world aa an unswerving champion of the little people around 
the globe, a friend but not a tool of the western democracies, and a 
determined foe of aggression. 

Romulo was considered one of the best speakers ever to defend 
the Interests of little natlous. Small in stature and proud of his 
role an a fckun-killor, he \s;»s at hl« host when Inveighing against 
colonialism, defending the rights of the downtrodden, or trading 
verbal quips with the diplomatic titans of the big powers. And he 
kept the personal friendship of moBt of them while doing so, 

One of the "giants" who felt the stones of "Goliath" Romulo was 
the Soviet foreign minister, Andrei Vishlnsky. Yet, when Vishinsky 
returned to Russia after an assembly session, he sent vodka and 
caviar to Romulo and roses to Mrs. Romulo. 

As president of the general assembly, Romulo worked hard to 
settle the civil war In Greece, to achieve atomic control and to bring 
Russia and the western democracies closer together. He never gave 
up In his belief that the "cold war" could — and must — be brought to 
a perfect conclusion. 

Romulo was born Jan. 14, 1899, in Manila. He was the son of 
Gregorio Romulo who, before he became governor of Tarlac province 
in central Luzon, had been a guerrilla loader in the rebellion against 
American authority. 

He was graduated in 1918 from the University of the Philippines. 
He received his master's degree from Columbia University In New 
York in 1921. Later, he received honorary degrees from Notre Dame 
University, Rollins College and the University of Athens, Greece. 

Romulo's grown life was a record of feeling an ambition and then 
■etting out to realize It. He wanted to be a newspaperman and he 
became a distinguished one. He wanted to be a soldier and he 
brought honor to his country and the United States. He wanted to be 
a diplomat and he headed a world organisation. 

He was editor of the powerful T. V. T. newspapers in Manila In the 
early 1930*8. He later moved over to another big newspaper grdup, 
the D. M. H. M. publications. In 1937 and edited them until the war. 
He tourad the Far Bast early In 1941 and wrote a aeries of articles 
on the Japanese threat. The aeries brought him a Pulitzer prlie. 

Even after he left the newspaper business, Romulo continued 
writing. He wrote these books: *'l Saw the Fall of the Philippines" 
(1942), "Mother America" (1943), "My Brother Americans" (1945). 
and "I See the Philippines Rise" (194C). 
When the Japanese Attacked the Philippines on Dec. 8, 1941, 
Mlo put on his reserve officer's uniform at once and became 
le-camp to Gen. Douglas MacArthur on Bataan, Corregidor and 
in Australia before going to the United States. He rose from major to 
brigadier general during the war and returned to the Philippines 
I MacArthur In October. 1944. 



One Problem of Independence — 
How to Spell Capital of Indonesia

ft??, Java — (U.R)— What's in a 
name? Fo rone thing, plenty of 
confusion. Take Indonesia for 
example. 

One of the first bits of trouble 
to arise here after the transfer of 
sovereignty from the Dutch to the 
Indonesians resulted from name- 
calling. 

The problem Is how to spell the 
new* name of Batavia, the capital 
city. Here are some current 
choices: Djakarta, Jacarta, Ja- 
karta, Djacarta, Jacatra. 

A foreign correspondent from a 
big London daily said. "Who 
cares? I plan to submit on my 
expense cacount 200 guilders for 
one rountrlp ticket from Djakarta 
to Jacarta. My only worry is that 
my newspaper knows in which 
part of the world I am lost." 

After three days of Indecision 
following Independence, the Indo- 
nesian Ministry of Information of- 
ficially came up with the name, 
"Djakarta," 'but the world had al- 
ready begun using the simplified 
spelling, "Jakarta." 



The .National Geographic So- 
ciety favorB "Jakarta." The three 
United Press, Associated Press 
major American news agencies — 
and International News Service — 
have agreed upon the simplified 
"Jakarta" spelling to stave off 
confusion over pronunciation. 

Old maps and documents indi- 
cate that the original spelling 
went something like "Jacatra." 

But whatever way you spell It, 
the clian^e in Batavia's name, like 
the raising of the Republican red 
and white flag over this rich ar- 
chipelago, symbolizes more vivid- 
ly the end of Dutch rule than any 
number of .protocols and treaties. 

Tho name "Batavia" goes back 
to the swash-buckling day of Jan 
Pieterzoon Coen, founder of the 
Dutch East Indies empire. 

The christening took place 
March 12, 1619. as Coen mobilized 
his forceB for the capture of Ja- 
catra. The new name was picked 
in honor of the "Batavi" or firBt 
Germanic tribes to settle Holland. 
As late sb the 16th century, the 
western world referred to the 
northern portion of the low coun- 
tries ae "Batavia." 



and Orgies 

The city was officially named 
"between hours of prayer and 
nights of orgies with wine and 
women" — according to the Dutch 
historian Bernard Vlekke. 

It was not until two years later 
that the Directors of the Dutch 
East Indies Company formally ac- 
cepted the name. 

Dutch rule over Batavia was in- 
terrupted only twice in the last 
318 years. 

The first interruption came dur- 
ing the Napoleonic Wars, during 
the period 1811-1816 when Sir 
Thomas Stamford Raffles, later 
founder of Singapore, ruled Java 
for the British. It was during 
Raffles' administration that the 
first major liberal reforms in In- 
donela's colonial history were in- 



clty fell under the joint rule of the 
Indonesians and the Dutch. It 
marked the days of an uneasy, 
British-inspired truce. 

On the eve of the first Indo- 
Dutch War, Dutch troops seized 
all Republican buildings in Ba- 
tavia and imprisoned most local 
Indonesian leaders. But Dutch 
control lasted only until 1949 
when, beset by' guerilla warfare 
and International pressure, the 
Dutch transferred sovereignty to 
the Indonesians. 

The history of Batavia also in- 
cludes the brutal massacre of 
thousands of Chinese In 1740, the 
result of mounting Slno-Dutch 
tension during those troubled days 
of colonial history. 

Todsy the city stands as the 
first capital of a free Indonesia. 

As one Indonesian said: "What 
diference does the spelling make, 
or don't you know? The new name 
means 'City of Victory'." 



New Machine Aids 
Johns Hopkins Prof 
In Many Studies 

BALTIMORE, (U.R) — A newly- 
invented page comparison machine 
Is aiding Dr. Charlton J. K. Hln- 
man .an English professor at Johns 
Hopkins University, in his efforts 
to compile a collection of Shake- 
speare's plays exactly as the Bard 
wrote them. 

The machine, Invented by Dr. 
Hlnman, 1b called the "collator," 
and Is operated by placing two 
pages from various copies of 
Shakespeare's first folio one on 
top of the other. The differences 
stand out as violent motion against 
a background of stationary print. 

If you don't think the Job Is 
difficult then you don't know 
Shakespeare or the printers who 
put out the firBt folio. Hinman 
says that when the printers Btart- 
ed putting out the folio In 1623, 
they struck off some copies and 
turned them over to proofreaders. 
But before the proofreading was 
finished, the printerB began Issu- 
ing copies. 

When the corrections finally 
were made .new folios were put 
out but the old ones remained in 
circulation to confound Shake- 
speare scholars of a later day. The 
scholars were unable to decide 
which version is the corrected one, 
the true Shakespeare. 



The year 1042 marked the sec- 
ond interruption when the Japa- 
nese took the Indies in almoBt a 
matter o fdays. Tokyo's rule over 
Batavia lasted until the end of the 
Pacific war In 1945. A British 
force again landed, this time to 
disarm the Japanese. 



From 1945 until 1947, when the 
Dutch launched tthelr first mili- 
tary campaign against the newly 
founded Indonesian Republic, the 
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Spokane, Wash., was the first 
large American city to abandon 
i lie use of street cars as a muni- 
cipal conveyance.

CHICAGO— (U.R) — The use of a 
single written aptitude teat to de- 
termine an applicant's fitness for 
a "high level" job Is criticized by 
a psychiatrist who helped select 
secret agenu for the OSS during 
the war. 

Dr. James G. Miller, now chair- 
man of the University of Chicago's 
department of psychology, said 
"the qualities that mark a capable, 
rounded human being Just don't 
show up on one paper-and-pencll 
aptitude test." 

He said that is particularly true 
If the applicant is looking for an 
executive position. 

A single test might be success- 
ful In trying out a person for a 
single skill, such as typing, brick- 
laying or sign painting. But the 
single-test method for determining 
the success of a potential execu- 
tive Just won't work, Miller said. 

Personality Needed 
He explained that the worth or 
usefulness of an executive depends 
less on his mastery of a special 
skill than on his possession of a 
rounded personality. 

Industry could save itself 
money, Miller said, if it made uae 
of a "$200 or $300" executive 
aptitude test before hiring a "high 
level" man. ' He considers that 
preferable to putting the man 
through a long training program 
only to find he didn't possess the 
qualities his single aptitude test 
showed he had. 

Miller was quick to point out 
that few places exist at present 
where such tests may be admin- 
istered. But he said the Veterans 
Administration is trying to estab- 
lish such practices in its hiring 
policies. 

"It Is possible to define 'success' 
in a given field by analyzing the 
psychological characteristics that 
the job requires," Miller said. 
"Then you can devise a series of 
tests to find out whether someone 
possesses the necessary personality 
traits." 

"Success" Debatable 
But one of the primary stum- 
bling blocks in defining a "suc- 
cess." Miller said, is to get laymen 
In different fields to agree on 
what traits the well-rounded per- 
son in various locations should 



Quill Club Extends 
Date of Contest 

The closing date for entries in 
the short story contest sponsored 
by the American College Quill 
club has been extended from Feb. 
1 to March 1, according to Russell 
Lam an, faculty sponsor of the or- 
ganization. He explained that this 
would give would-be contestants a 
chance to prepare their entries 
after the rush of examination 
week la over. The primary pur- 
pose of the contest, Professor La- 
man said, is to stimulate crea- 
tive writing on this campus. 

Everybody Eligible 
All students are eligible for the 
$20 prize to be awarded for the 
story that is adjudged best, La- 
man said, whether graduates or 
undergraduates. Quill members or 
not. The judges for the contest, 
which was first announced Oct. 1, 
have not yet been selected, La- 
man said, but that he hoped that 
departments other than the Eng- 
lish department would be repre- 
sented. 

Pair Rules 

Laman said the rules for the 
contest, which are designed for as 
fair judgment as possible, specify 
that the manuscripts should be 
delivered unsigned to Russell La- 
man, In Anderson 209, and should 
be typed and double-spaced on or- 
dinary typing paper. The manu- 
scripts should be accompanied by 
a sealed envelope wtih the auth- 
or's name inside. The title, he said, 
should appear on the manuscript, 
and should be contained in the en- 
velope with the author's sealed 
name.

Accessible Cancers 
Of Skin and Mouth 
Still Most Curable 



....CHICAGO, (U.R) — A cancer 
specialist reports that acceBBible 
cancers such as those of the skin 
and mouth are still the most cur- 
able. 

He Bald the cure rate in inac- 
cessible caneer is still low* being 
less than 10 per cent in a five-year 
clinical treatment. 

Dr. L. Henry Garland, San 
Francisco, published his findings 
in the American Journal of Roent- 
genology and Radium Therapy. 

Garland said the most common- 
ly curable cancers sre "those of 
the skin, mouth, breast,^ uterus 
and rectum." He continued*: 

"The cure rate in early accessi- 
ble cancer is encouragingly high 
— from 65 per cent to »5 per cent 
of treated cases, depending on the 
cite and type of tumor. The abso- 
lute clinical cure rate, all cases and 
stages considered, is estimated to 
be about 40 per cent in thii acces- 
sible group. - - .

Hitler Swastika Returns 
Ghostlike to Germany; 
Appears In Many Spots 

HAMBURG, (U.ft) — A pale swas- 
tika, once the sign boosting Hit- 
ler's "reich for a thousand years," 
Is making a comeback in Germany. 

It appears on walla, on tops of 
buildings, in telephone booths and 
even on some customs seals. No- 
body knows why nothing is done 
about it. 

The swastika signs and Nazi slo- 
gans Were washed off and re- 
moved from the wall when the war 
ended, but their space remained 
and left the same mark, even If it 
is more feeble now. 

In Celle, In the British zone, a 
swastika became visible on the 
weathervane of a building. A city 
alderman explained that after the 
war it was patched up with a 
piece of sheet metal. Wind and 
weather have done their work 
since and the swastika is visible 
again. He promised that this time 
they'll do a good job. 

On Customs Seal 
Or there is the case of a British 
orficer, who discovered that the 
German customs seal on bis lug- 
gage bore the once familiar mark, 
the eagle holding the Nazi sign. 
Custom officials claimed they have 
no funds to buy new seals. 

A farmer on the Baltic island of 
Fehmarn has a swastika on his 
barn. In 1945 he removed it, only 
to mive the same sign there, 
clearly distinct from the original 
color of the barn. 

At the Hamburg railway station 
one can see in bright sunlight a 
last-minute slogan of the Nazi 
defeat, "holding out with Hitler." 
The sign did hold out. 




Easy to Distinguish 

There's a thin coat of paint in 
telephone booths over the Swasti- 
kas but that barely covers them 
and anybody can see what they 
are. 

This Is the situation all over 
Germany and while German au- 
thorities pledged themselves to 
prevent any reappearance of Naz- 
ism, the signs and slogans still are 
there. 

In Frankfurt, center of the U.S. 
occupation zone, the situation Is 
similar. In the so-called "com- 
pound," where United States and 
allied residents are housed, there 
are big white letters on the walla 
bearing such slogans as "people to 
arms'* and "rather death than 
slavery."

Red Reynard, K-State's wres- 
tling coach, won 27 consecutive 
matches when he was a member 
of the Wildcat varsity mat team in 
1938-39-40.

Team Best Ever 

Squad Setting New 
Team Scoring Mark 

Just how good are the Kansas 
State basketball Wildcats which 
Coach Jack Gardner has unleased 
on the basketball world this 1949- 
60 season? 

You can't draw the smiling men- 
tor Into comment. But, the guys 
with the slide rules and statistical 
minds say that the present crop 
of K-State hot shots form a better 
all-around club than the 1948 
Wildcat crew which won the Big 
Seven conference and bounded on 
to fourth position In the J4CAA 
finals. 

A Record to Equal 

The champions of two seasons 
ago won 20 and lost 4 in their 
regularly scheduled 24 games. 
Three of these losses where ad- 
ministered by teams in the Cats' 
own Big Seven, a league which 
can match shots with any of them, 
Oklahoma downed the Staters 
twice, 56 to 62 and 49 to 47, and 
Missouri took a 48 to 46 decision. 
Long Island U, playing on the fa- 
miliar boards of 'Madison Square 
Garden in New York, beat the Cats 
65 to 47. 

In the 24 game|, Gardner's 
Gang of 1948 ran up 1332 points 
or an average of 55.5 per game. 
The defense gave up 1079 points, 
an average slightly under 4 5 
points. 

Those marks, plus the Wildcats' 
feat in reaching the NCAA finals, 
labeled the 1948 Cats as the best 
cage squad in 46 years of Kansas 
State basketball. Other outstand- 
ing K-State teams were Coach Z. 
G. Clevenger's Wildcats of 1917 
and 1919 which won the old Mis- 
souri Valley championships. 

Now, the 1950 model is chal- 
lenging 'em all. 

A Great Start 
So far, after traveling 14 
games over the country's rockiest 
competition, the 1950 Cats have 
amassed an 11-3 record and they 
lead the Big Seven with a 2-0 
mark. The Cats lost early-season 
games to Wisconsin (66 to 48), 
Canislus (64 to 61), and a non- 
conference tournament tilt to Ok- 
lahoma (55 to 60). A season's 
highlight Is the K-Staters' 58 to 51 
thumping of Long Island U. In 
Madison Square Garden* The loss 
to Kansas State Is the only one 
LIU, the nation's No. 3 team, has 
experienced this season. 

Higher Scores 

The current Gardner team has 
sizzled through 868 points already 
this season for an enviable 62- 
point average. They need to aver- 
age only 46.5 points a game the 
rest of the season to better the 
1332 point total compiled by all- 
American Howard Shannon, Har- 
old Howey, Jack Dean, et al. In 
1948. 

Incidentally, Rick Harmon, 
Clarence Brannum, Lloyd Krone 
and Al Langton were also promin- 
ent members of the record-estab- 
lishing 1948 team. The 1950 out- 
fit, nicely balanced with veterans 
and sophomores, has a defensive 
average of 46.6. That isn't quite 
as stingy as the 4 5 point average 
of the '48ers. But, the guys with 
the slide rules aren't arguing 
about one and one-half points. 
There are still 10 games to go! 



New Method Developed 
For Printing of Silk 

TALLAHASSEE, Fla., (U.R) — An 
experiment by William Boughton, 
Florida State University professor, 
points to a better and cheaper 
method of silk-screen printing. 

Boughton experimented with 
the old Chinese art for eight or 
nine years. He found the answer 
in a small bottle of "Maskoid," a 
commercial product on the market 
for yearg. 

Maskoid, which costs less than 
$1 a bottle. Is much like rubber 
cement. It is used In art work 
much as masking tape Is used In 
automobile painting. 

The professor said that in hours 
he produced a full color picture 
which under the old technique 
would have taken dayg.

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Virginia Proposes 
State Wide Filing 
Of All Fingerprints

RICHMOND, Va., 0J.B — A speci- 
al state legislative study commis- 
sion has recommended a state- 
wide fingerprint file similar to 
that of the FBI as one of nine ma- 
jor proposals to strengthen state 
law enforcement. 

In a report accompanying a bill 
prepared for the general assembly 
which meets in January, the com- 
mission said the "usefulness of 
the FBI records is limited." 

"For instance, a man may be 
arrested, convicted and fined for 
a misdemeanor. Because his fin- 
gerprints are sent in only once to 
Washington, the only thing the 
FBI record shows 1b that he was 
arrested," the report said. 



The Voice of America offered to 
promote the plan, and newspapers 
throughout the friendly nations of 
Europe spread the word that "Let- 
ters Abroad" would find correspon- 
dents for people anxious to know 
about America. One British broad- 
cast brought 6,000 letters immedi- 
ately, and others are still arriving. 

Their letters indicate that peo- 
ple are eager to know Just about 
everything — whether skyscrapers 
sway in the wind, whether there 
are many Indiana living near 
American towns, whether Ameri- 
cans would UBe the atomic bomb in 
Europe. 

But the emphasis is on security 
and freedom, Miss Raymond said. 
"The Europeans want to know if 
we have vacations, If we must get 
permission from the government to 
take a vacation, and it anyone 
takeB care of workers when they 
become ill."

L. A, found him 
one in Kansas City, Kan. Another 
read, "My name is Snookie. Can 
you find me a husband?"

commerce cconomisis 
Expect '50 to Be Stable 
But Not Like '48 Peak 

By Raymond H. Wilson 

WASHINGTON. (U.R) — Com- 
merce department economists look 
to 1950 to be more stable than 
1949, but think postwar business 
is unlikely to reach the peaks reg- 
istered in 1948. ' 

Secretary of Commerce Charles 
Sawyer, who spent much of the 
last half of 1949 touring the coun- 
try and studying employment con- 
ditions, is among the most opti- 
mistic of Washington officials. He 
realizes there are still trouble 
spots throughout the nation where 
idleness among workers is caus- 
ing a heavy drain on the local 
economy- but says that on the 
whole thThgs are looking up. 

As watchdog of the nation's bus- 
iness, the commerce department 
was seriously concerned early in 

1949 by mounting unemployment 
and reduced production. Sawyer 
combined his efforts with Presi- 
dential Assistant John R. Steel- 
man in working out a plan to chan- 
nel government procurement con- 
tracts into areas of high unemploy- 
ment, , 

This continuing program, cou- 
pled with several encouraging 
factors at the end of the year, has 
led to his optimism for 1960. 

For one thing, Sawyer points to 
the $2,800,000,000 scheduled to 
be paid to war veterans during 

1950 as dividends from their Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance.

Collegian pictures ware the next 
test read features and Dave Meier's 
Once Over Lighttly ranked third. 
However, in breaking down the re- 
sults, men and women disagreed 
as to the best read features. Little 
Man on the Campus still was first 
with both sexes, but Once Over 
Lightly ranked second with men. 

Pictures rated the second place 
spot with women and third with 
men. Society is the third best read 
feature by women, but this feature 
failed to rank in the first 10 with 
men. Once Over Lightly was rele- 
gated to the fifth place position 
by women. 

Campus News High 
General campus news rated fair- 
ly high with both groups, but the 
News In Brief and wire news 1b 
better read by men than by women. 
As would be expected, sports rated 
much higher with men than with 
women. 

Nelthsr group reads the editori- 
als to a very great extent, since 
this feature failed to place in the 
first ten for men and was tenth 
for women readers. Apparently, 
men are more curious than women 
concerning classified buying bar- 
gains and the weather report, since 
these Items rated ninth and tentth, 
respectively, with men and didn't 
rate In the first ten with women. 

Nearly 88 percent of the stu- 
dents polled prefer daily publica- 
tion and 77 percent said they read 
the Collegian every day. Almost 
23 percent said they read the Col 
legian several times a week and 
none said they never read the 
paper. 

Apparently, the 2:bU p. m. pub- 
lication time is satisfactory to most 
students, since 72 percent said 
they prefer to get their CollegianB 
at that time. The next best choice 
was for a morning paper, wanted 
by 13 percent. 

Campus Not Covered 
Of the students polled, 34 per- 
cent felt that campus departments 
were not being covered adequately 
by Collegian reporters. Only 24 
percent thought that student gov- 
ernment wasn't in the news 



enough. A little more than 20 
percent of the students felt that 
state and regional and Manhattan 
community news should be better 
covered. Only 13 percent wanted 
more international news and 12 
percent thought there should be 
more national news in the paper. 

The greatest number of com- 
ments made on the questionnaire 
came from students wanting the 
distribution system Improved. Molt 
of them w$re requests for more 
papers In their respective schools. 
As a result, more Collegians are 
being placed in Engineering hall 
and West Ag. 

Twelve students requested that 
the letters to the editor column be 
returned. ThlB column has never 
been discontinued, according to 
Neil Erdwlen, Collegian editor, but 
very few letters have been received 
this semester.

In an interview here, Seebohm 
said that "In the beginning Ger-

Germany Is now prevented from 
setting up civil air lines by an 
Allied control council proclama- 
tion, designed to prevent the train- 
ing of pilots who could become the 
nucleus of another Luftwaffe. In 
the years after World War X, Ger- 
many trained some of its World 
War II pilots in gliders and civil 
airlines planes. 

But Seebohn insisted that re- 
establishment of native airlines 
would not endanger security this 
time.

FRANKFURT, GERMANY. — 
(U.R) — A mammoth organisation 
which for years has been the hope 
of hundreds of thousands of dis- 
placed persons and refugees will 
break up its camps during the mid- 
dle of 1950. 

The International Refugee Or- 
ganization, which has carried out 
a tremendous task for almost three 
years, ceases itsactivity next June. 

Up to the closing date, the IRO 
either will have resettled or re- 
patriated 970,000 persons, IRO of- 
ficials said. 

After that date the only excep- 
tion will be made for persons who 
are "actually in process of reset- 
tlement." 

Officials have estimated that 
about 290,000 persons still will be 
dependent on IRO aid after June, 
1950. 

The IRO council In Geneva de- 
cided last October to continue cer- 
tain functions of the organisation 
in a supplementary period of six 
to nine months past the closure 
date 

The IRO hopes that It will be 
able to re-establish 100,000 more 
persons during the prolonged pe- 
riod of nine months after next 
June. 

That decision, however, has no 
effect on the closing down date 
announced earlier, Philip E. Ryan, 
IRO chief of the U. S. ions, said. 

We are under instructions to 
terminate all care and mainte- 
nance of displaced persons on or 
before June SO except for those 
persons ss may then be In the 
of resettlement," Ryan 



No persons will be accepted in 
camps after next Dec. 31. 

IRO officials are facing another 
serious problem. Most of the ap- 
plicants had chosen the United 
States for emigration but compara- 
tively few are eligible under the 
present displaced person act. 

An amendment that would have 
admitted over 100,000 more DPs 
to the United States was, deferred 
by the U. S. Senate at its last ses- 
sion. 

Thus the IRO will be forced to 
send the number of persons not 
admitted for Immigration into the 
United States to Canada, Australia 
or Venezuela.

Labor Officials Say 
Truman Will Seek 
Federal Court Order 

Presidential Action 
Needed to Prevent 
National Emergency 

WASHINGTON, Jsn. 19 — (U.R) 
— Government labor officials said 
today that President Truman soon 
may seek a federal court order 
barring all strikes In the soft coal 
fields for about 80 days. 

They Bald the White House now 
has been informed that coal sup- 
plies are so low that presidential 
action 'in the next few days" Is 
needed tso prevent a "national 
emergency." 

Mr. Truman may have some- 
thing to say about his plans at 
his weekly news conference today. 

Action Would Be Separate 

Any action the President takes 
would be entirely separate from 
the court move started against 
John L. Lewis and his mlnework- 
ers yesterday by Robert N. Den- 
ham, general counsel for the Na- 
tional Labor Relations board. 

Denham told Federal Judge 
Richmond B. Keech that Lewis is 
guilty of violating the Taft-Hart- 
ley act on three counts. He asked 
Keech to Issue an injunction 
forcing the miners to work a full 
five-day week until Lewis aban- 
dons them, 

Keech scheduled a hearing a 
week from today. 

Should Mr, Truman decide to 
go to court too, he would act 
under another section of the Taft- 
Hartley act which giveB the Presi- 
dent power to seek a no-strike 
order in any labor dispute which 
threatens the national health or 
safety. 

RefllMtcd Pressure 
Up to now, he has resisted 
heavy pressure from industry and 
Congressional leaders to act, say- 
ing there Is no emergency es yet. 

White House sources said Mr. 
Truman also delayed until Den- 
ham could act. These sources had 
expected Denham to ask for an 
Immediate ban on coal strikes, but 
the action he took will require 
more than a week to resolve. 

Many government labor officials 
believed dwindling coal supplies 
would reach the critical point be- 
fore then. Thus, they said, the 
President might have to intervene 
before the court acts on Denham a 
request. 

Mr. Truman has asked Congress 
to repeal the Taft-Hartley law 
and hasn't used it In more than 
a year. 

Under the law, the President 
first would appoint a special 
board to investigate the dispute 
and determine if a national 
emergency exists. After the board 
reported/ to the White House, be 
could direct the attorney general 
to seek a court order prohibiting 
a strike for at least 80 days.

Run Down Scores of Clues 
Without Success; Few Leads Left 

BOSTON, MASS., Jan, 19 — (U.R) — Detectives banked on a 
falling out among thieves today to lead them to the nine 
halloween-masked gunmen who staged the $1,500,000 
holdup at the Brink's, Inc., vault. 

But the president of Brink's said 
the firm would spend $1,000,000 
to catch tbe modern-day Jesse 
James gang dead or alive. 

Weary law officers, ordered to 
stay on the case until it was solved, 
ran down scores of clues and tips 
without success. The rubber- 
masked bandits who raided the 
armored car sevlce office Tuesday 
night apparently made their geta- 
way as cleanly as they committed 
the robbery. 

Leave a Million 
In their baste to flee, the gun- 
men left behind more than $1,000,- 
000. But they took with them "at 
least" $1,000,000 In small denoml- 
atlon bills and $600,000 In checks, 
mostly non-negotiable. 

At least 3,000 enforcement of- 
ficers, the greatest force ever mo- 
bilized to solve a New England 
crime, were spurred by offers of 
rewards totaling $150,000. But as 
lead after lead petered out, they 
were left with only a welter of 
theories. 

Police Superintendent Edward 
W. Fallon believed that "Inside 
help" was necessary for the spec- 
tacular robbery. 

Hope for Break Noon 
Though clues were virtually non- 
existent, most investigators agreed 
that a "break" would come soon 
because $1,000,000 "Is too much 
dough to sit on." 

"There's no honor among thieves 
where that kind of money Is con- 
cerned," one detective said and he 
outlined three possibilities where- 
by the tremendous amount of loot 
might mean the bandits' downfall. 

First, he said, the robbers might 
fight over division of the spoils. 
Second, a "stool pigeon might 
squeal If he failed In an attempt 
to shake down the bandits." 

Third, was the possibility that 
many gangsters would welcome a 
chance to snatch a share of the 
loot, certain that no complaint 
would be made to the police. 

1 ('heck All Hourcea 
Nothing along those lines have 
developed, however, and state and 
local police and FBI agents checked 
every possible source and tip in 
an effort to find some clue to the 
holdup which involved one of the 
greatest amounts of loot In tbe 
nation's crime history,

ported from Russia," Kay Beach, 
agricultural relief worker for the 
American Friends Service » com- 
mittee, told Tural pastors at a 
conference at Kansas State yes- 
terday. -Some 165 minister* reg- 
istered for today'B session of the 
annual town and country church 
conference. 

Beach, who spent more than a 
year In Communist-held China, 
said the present war is an out- 
growth of the Chinese socio-eco- 
nomic situation. The country was 
ripe for revolution. The strife is 
a result of corruptness of the 
landed gentry and desolate pov- 
erty of the masses under the Na- 
tionalist regime — not because of 
Russian propaganda," Beach said. 

UNRRA Rid Bad Job 
He said the UNRRA in China 
did a bad job. Because of poor 
administration by the agency In 
China, many Chinese have a sour 
attitude toward the United States. 
'They feel the Communist regime 
Is the best government they have 
had so far." 

W. A. Cochel, editor emeritus 
of the Weekly Kansas City Star, 
described the inter-denomination- 
al Roanridge Rural Training cen- 
ter he began near Parkvllle, Mo.. 
In 1945. More than 100 rural 
church pastors, In post-seminary 
work, have trained at the center.

The Chinese took over the 
consulate in the face of warnings by the State Department that if 
American property were taken, It would withdraw all American 
officials from Red territory, with the obvious implication that such 
a Btep would delay recognition Indefinitely. 

A corollary of this threat undoubtedly was that If the Chinese 
CommuniBts used nofraal diplomatic decency In dealing with the 
American representatives, it would provide an argument for recog- 
nition. Similar warning delivered to countries behind the Iron 
Curtain in Europe had been successful on several occasions, and the 
State Department Beems to have had high hopes that it would work 
In China. 

The only < (inclusion that can be drawn Ih that the 
Chinese CommuntNtM do not want American recognition, that 
they nre Ivm I nt«* rented In the economic and political advantages 
they would derive from official tics with the United States than 
In having this country at* a propaganda enemy, a target for pin- 
pricks and abiiKC, an excuse for demanding discipline and sacri- 
fice from the Chinese people in the face of "Imperialist 



The calculated defiance of the United States at Pelplng may also 
be a part of a general Russian strategy to Influence their satellites in 
the direction of breaking all connections with the West, to try to 
stamp out all sources of Western Influence. If so, the United States 
Is only the first victim In China of such tactics; the nations which 
have already recognized the new government will have their turn. 

Under the circumstances, the State Deparment could do no less 
than call all Americans home from China. Apart from the fact that a 
failure to make good on a direct threat would be unthinkable, there 
1b nothiug to be gained by leaving consular official around as subjects 
for whatever mulice may occur to China's red rulers. By the same 
token, any hint of American recognition now in impossible. 

The Communists have deliberately made it so. and can be expected 
to lose no opportunity to add to their "flagrant violations" of the 
"most elementary standards of international usage and conduct," If 
it Borves their purpose. And American policy must henceforth be 
based on that ugly but iudubitable fact.

Peaceful Location 
Belies Past History 
Of Leper Colony

BENTNICK ISLAND, B. C— 
(U.R) — This peaceful, forest-covered 
island, location of one of Canada's 
two leper colonies, gives little in- 
dication of its turbulent past. 

Only two lepers, both Chinese, 
are kept on the Island today and 
the existence of the colony is little 
known to Canadians. 

But years ago when scores of 
lepers were confined to the 1J- 
square-mlle island, many tried to 
escape to Victoria, capital of Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Constant rumors swepr the city 
that lepers were escaping on logs 
and paddling toward Victoria. 
Some of the rumors were true, hut 
no one was known to have reached 
land. Many turned back, and many 
others drowned In the treacherous 
rip tides off Bentnlck. 

Two Chinese Left 
Now It's a different story. Two 
Chinese lepers, Chan. 62, and 
Charlie, 66, live peacefully in their 
one-room cottages. They are at- 
tended by a middle-aged nurse and 
her caretaker husband who retired 
to spend the rest of their lives in 
the colony. 

Charlie was blinded by tho dis- 
ease and one hnad has shrunken 
badly. He expects to die here. 
Chan, however, hopes to return to 
China. 

Both came to the west coast of 
Canada in the 19 20 s intending to 
make enough money bo their fami- 
lies could follow them. Instead, 
they wound up on this lonely Is- 
land, Just 12 miles from Victoria 
but completely cut off from the 
outside world.

Reds Won't Discuss

TOKYO, JAPAN, Jan. 18— (U.R) 
— The Russian delegation walked 
from a meeting of the 'Allied 
Council for Japan for the third 
consecutive time today to avoid 
questions about 370,000 Japanese 
prisoners or war still held in 
Soviet territory. 

American Chairman William Se- 
bald said after the walkout that 
the U. 8. state department had re- 
ceived no reply from Mobcow to a 
note protesting the detention of 
Japanese prisoners and requesting 
an Impartial investigation. 

The Russians left before the 
U. S. and Britain could air their 
charges that Russia had allowed 
the prisoners to die or become 
"permanently enslaved." 

Soviet Delegate Lt. Gen. Kuima 
Derevyanko told Sebald that "for 
reasons I have stated earlier we do 
not deem lt possible to take part 
In the discussion subject which is 
on the agenda of today's meeting." 

Sebald then mads a fresh attack 
on Soviet repatriation policy . 
British Commonwealth Member 
W. R. Hodgson of Australia re- 
ported that his country, In a note 
to Moscow on January 6, had sup- 
ported the American position for 
an Investigation by a neutral na- 
tion of Soviet repatriation policy.

Initia- 
tive, seeing ahead for what Is 
needed and the outcome, and 
knowing' what is best for the most, 
are characteristics a leader needB, 
Doctor Baker said. 

"A student leader in college will 
not necessarily be a leader in his 
community. He may lack under- 
standing and be too impatient. He 
is to learn who the. leaders are 
and in what groups the best is be- 
ing done for the most. He can then 
pitch in and help unobtrusively. If 
he is usually successful, the future 
followers will look to him.

In Malaria

KNOXVILLE. TENN. — (U.R) — 
Malaria, mosquito-borne scourge 
of the Southland, soon may become 
a mere unpleasant memory in 
Dixie. 

For the first time in 15 years, 
Tennessee Valley Authority tests 
of 4,300 persons in once-matarial 
areas have shown no positive cases 
of the disease. 

TV A pointed out, however, that 
absence of positives cases in this 
year's aurvey does not mean that 
malaria has been wiped out. The 
problem still exists, and control 
measures must be continued to 
prevent resurgence of the disease. 
The control measures involve de- 
struction of the anopheles mos- 
quito. 

The anopheles is the transmit- 
ter of malaria, but before It can 
carry out its role as carrier the 
insect must be infected by biting 
a subject carrying the disease. 
Destruction of the mosquito, whose 
preferred habitat is a still pool 
of water, means fewer cases of 
malaria and hence fewer infected 
insects. Several methods are used 
by TV A to eliminate them. 

The principal -measure involves 
the raising and lowering of res- 
ervoir water levels which retards 
the growth of vegetation along 
shorelines and exposes mosquito 
eggsand larvae. A combination of 
vegetation and water Is necessary 
to propagation of the malaria 
mosquito in the Tennessee Valley 
area.

Require Franklin Dugan

burned and broken light bulbs in 
College buildings. He states that 
his job keeps him quite busy. 
Dugan averages about 75 replace- 
ments a day with some days run- 
ning as high as 200. College per- 
sonnel call In to the B & R office 
when a new bulb is needed and 
Dugan then checks all the bulbs 
be can on that run. 

When asked how many miles 
walking a day's work required, 
Dugan said it seemed like a hun- 
dred but be guessed it was actu- 
ally between 10 and 15 miles. 

Most of the bulbs are replaced 
with the help of small ladders, but 
night bulbs on the outsldes of 
buildings requrle the use of taller 
ladders and the help of another 
man. In Nichols gym, Dugan 
crawls out on the steel beams to 
make a change. 

Bulb sites run from 25 watts for 
small rooms to 1,000 watts for li- 
brary reading lamps.

Vet's Checks Lure 
Mailbox Thieves 



CHICAGO— (U.»— An insurance 
executive has warned veterans ex- 
pecting O.I. Insurance dividends 
that the average size of their 
checks will be tailor-made to the 
taste of the mailbox cbeck thief. 

Paul Brown, vice president in 
charge of the bond and burglary 
section of Lumberman's Mutual 
Casualty Company, said "America 
is experiencing an unprecedented 
wave of thefts and forgeries and 
largest losses come from stolen 
and forged checks of about the 
site most veterans expect. 

"The $2,800,000,000 In veter 
ana' insurance dividends that will 
begin flowing through the malls In 
January are easy prey to the legion 
of petty thieves now operating 
throughout the country," Browu 
said. 

"Really large checks are too 
risky for theleves to cash and very 
small checks are not worth their 
while. 

"But. checks under $200 — the 
Bite of most veterans' insurance 
dividends— are Just right for the 
average thief." 

The Chicago post office reported 
there has been a sharp Increase in 
the number of mailbox thefts In 
recent months with the majority 
of them in apartment house areas 
and flimsy home mailboxes placed 
where thieves can rifle them with- 
out being seen from the house. 

As a precaution, Brown BUg- 
geBted veterans check their mall 
boxes dally Immediately after each 
delivery. Brown said the veteran 
should arrange with a member of 
his family or a trusted neighbor to 
check the mailbox frequently if 
work keeps him from being home 
at the time of the delivery. 

"Do not rely on the mailbox it- 
self," Brown advised. "A really de- 
termined burglar often will make 
off with the box while your check 
Is Inside." 



Some 210 feed dealers and 
manufacturers were on hand for 
the opening of the 1960 Kansas 
Formula Feed conference at Kan- 
sas State this week. 

Roy Freeland, newly-appointed 
secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture presided at the morn- 
ing session; Wally Nelson of the 
Topeka Milling and Elevator com- 
pany, at the afternoon session. 

R. I. Throckmorton, dean of the 
K-State ag BChool and director of 
the Kansas State experiment sta- 
tion, opened the conference with 
remarks on what a feed dealer 
should expect from the college. 
The feed dealer, Throckmorton 
said, is entitled to know the rela- 
tionship of vitamins to reproduc- 
tion growtb, milk products, egg 
products and other production 
problems of the farmer and 
stockman. 

College Must Assist 
The college must accept the re- 
sponsibility . of assisting feed 
manufacturers with the best possi- 
ble Information on feeds and an- 
imal nutrition. The dealer should 
expect continued research in fields 
of nutrition and information on 
relative merits of different car 
rlers of protein, different forms of 
essential minerals, the value of 
vitamins and other such problems 
found only through research. The 
college also should interpret the 
results and Inform the public 
through ^publications, news re- 
leases, by radio and other com- 
munications media, Throckmorton 
said. 

Discussing what the feeder ex- 
pects from the feed control ser- 
vice, Paul Ijams, director of the 
control division of the Kansas 
State Board of Agriculture, To- 
peka, Bald the feeder needs to 
know "what he is buying." The 
role of vitamins in nutrition is 
well known, but the feeder Is not 
told the vitamin D content of 
chick or turkey Btarter offered 
him. However, he complimented 
feed dealers for maintaining the 
protein content obtained for their 
feeds. 

Testing 18 different feeds tuffs 
laat year, the Kansas control divi- 
sion found 17 contained protein 
equal to or well above the amount 
claimed. The one found helow the 
guarantee contained 40.91 per- 
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Wiley Akjns, president of the 
Midwest Feed Manufacturer's as- 
sociation, Fort Worth, Texas, said 
the "days when a feed manufactur- 
er could make the same dairy feed 
for all conditions are gone." 

"Our responsibility to a dairy 
farmer is' to offer him a program 
not a sack of feed." he stressed. 
"Different feed programs are re- 
quired by the calf, the heifer, the 
milk cow, the dry cow and so on." 

President Milton S. Eisenhower 
of K-State, In his address, com- 
plimented farm organisations for 
seeking only guarantees for farm 
income "as can truly be redeemed 
within the American system of 
private, competitive, ■ enterprise" 
and for favoring adjustments that 
promote world trade. 

L. C. Williams, K-State exten- 
sion director, recommended taking 
results of research and other scien- 
tific information to farmers and 
feeders.

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Knowland Proposes U. S. 
Consider Congressional 
Protective Amendment 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.— <U.R) 
— Sen. Win lam F. Knowland. R., 
Cal., proposes a constitutional 
amendment to enable the House 
of Representatives to maintain a 
quorum if more than half the mem- 
bership should be wiped out by an 
atomic bomb. 

He would empower governors to 
make temporary appointments to 
the House whenever the number 
of vacancies exceeds the number of 
members in office. 

The amendment was offered "to 
enable the Congress, in aid of the 
common defense, to function ef- 
fectively in time of emergency or 
disaster." 

Knowland told a reporter that 
he was thinking of the situation 
that could develop if an atomic 
bomb or other weapon of mass de- 
struction should hit the national 
capital. 

He said the Senate could be re- 
constructed Immediately under 
present law because vacancies can 
be filled by appointees named by 
governors. But House vacancies 
now can be filled only by special 
elections. 

Never before, he aaid, has there 
been the possibility that a majority 
of the House might be wiped out in 
a single attack. 

Could Stop Legislation 

Unless vacancies could be filled 
quickly, Knowland said, the House 
could be stymied by a single mem- 
ber making a point of order that 
there was no quorum. 

Under his proposal, the gover- 
nors could fill House vacancies 
after a presidential proclamation 
declared that the number of va-

KOBE, JAPAN. — (U.R) — War 
dogs are back in harness here at 
a million dollar per year saving to 
the U. S. Taxpayers. 

The K-9 corps — war dogs de- 
tachment to the Army — has re 
placed largely the traditional and 
often sleepy soldier guard around 
the piers and depots at this Army 
supply port. 

Base commander Col. William 
Collier of Arlington, Mass., said 
his 85 German shepherds are not 
only better guards than the two- 
legged variety but they have the 
additional asset of producing their 
own replacements. 

"Since we started turning a dog 
loose in each of our warehouses 
and operating a roving patrol of 
leased dogs around the depot areas 
last April, we've not had a single 
loss from theft after duty hours," 
Collier said. 

In the four months of 1949 be- 
fore the dogs were bronght In by 
Capt. F. Rlddlck, an old band at 
dog training from Bainbrldge, Ga., 
thieves cost the U. S. Army here 
an estimated $500,000. 

Rlddlck heads two companies of 
dogs supervised by one sergeant, 
five enlisted trainers and 80 Japa- 
nese handlers, trainers and patrol- 
lers. 

"When the dogs were on duty 
in Korea during the U. S. occupa- 
tion there," Collier said, "they sent 
many a thief scrambling for raf- 
ters. Here we haven't had a break- 
in. The local thieves simply stayed 
away when they heard we had 
the dogs on sentry duty."

Virginia athletic director Nor- 
ton G. Pritchett said, "I think Wil- 
lett is taking a great deal of au- 
thority which the constitution does 
not give him." 

Pritchett added Virginia will 
continue to negotiate with NCAA 
teams. 

Seven Suspended 
The NCAA statement said, 
"officers interpret the majority 
vote ... to be a vote sustaining 
the findings of the compliance 
committee that the seven are vio- 
lating the code. 

"It is the judgment of your 
officers that the present status of 
the institutions implies: 

"(A) That until such time as the 
charge of noncompliance is lifted 
. . . these members may not par- 
ticipate In national meets or tour- 
naments under the auspices of the 
NCAA. 

"(B) That until such time as 
the charge of non-compliance Is 
lifted by the compliance committee 
other members of the NCAA who 
have regard for the observance of 
. . . Article IV, Section 2 of the 
constitution will not schedule ath- 
letic contests with these six mem- 
bers. 

"Contests already scheduled 
may be played. However, exten- 
sion of present contracts or agree- 
ments will be regarded as new 
contract or agreements."

OTTAWA, ONT., (U.R>— The vast 
land area of Canada, the world's 
second largest country, may one 
day become a network of air raid 
alarm and radar warning stations. 

Such a possibility Is seen by De- 
fense Minister Brooke Claxton. 

Worried by the increasing dan- 
gers from air assault. Claxton has 
proposed a raid warning system to 
coyer all vital air approaches and 
Important areas, with possible 
nerve centers at Vancouver, Win- 
nipeg and Montreal. 

First step In the defense min- 
ister's plan to provide an adequate 
air warning system was the de- 
cision to produce new high-pow- 
ered radar equipment here in 
Canada. 

Claxton believes this move will 
give the nation's electronic manu- 
facturers experience and capacity 
"invaluable" In the event of a 
national emergency,"

Cost of construction of an early 
radar warning station would be 
about $8,000,000, Claxton esti- 
mated. 

Under the proposed scheme, 
transmission stations would be 
built at Dawson City, Mayo, Cam- 
bridge Bay, Baker Lake, Sawmill 
Bay, Yellowknlfe, and Ennadai 
Lake, all In Canada's great Yukon 
and north-west territories. 

Obviously, these stations would 
be located to warn against pos- 
sible air attackB from the Soviet 
Union. 

Soviet-based long-range bomb- 
er* from the Ku riles and Vladivos- 
tok on Russia's Pacific seaboard 
are within relatively easy striking 
distance Of Vancouver and Prince 
Ruppert In British Columbia. 

Claxton aald the proposed sys- 
tem would link up with cross- 
Canada teletype communications.

MANILA — (U.R) — The Philip- 
pines as a next-door neighbor to 
Communism, is In greater danger 
of being communized from the In- 
side than from the outside, in the 
opinion of competent American ob- 
servers here. 

A United States official, during 
an "off the record" discussion, 
said: 

"There li nothing at present 
which would arouse fears of a 
Communist Invasion of the Philip- 
pines from abroad. The danger is 
from within." 

The Philippines has had a both- 
ersome law and order problem 
since the end of World War II. 
some of it atemming directly from 
Communist leaders. 

No accurate flgureB are available 
on Communist party membership 
here, but party officials are work- 
ing openly in Manila labor unions, 
and with a price on their heads in 
the rice-paddy areas of Luzon. 
Chinese Communists are known to 
have a large underground organi- 
zation. 



American officials and business 
men believe that the key to pre- 
serving the Philippines as a model 
of democracy in the Orient is a 
Bound democracy for the little off- 
spring republic of the United 
States. 

Admittedly, it will be a hard job 
to keep the Philippines solvent. 
The three-and-one-half-y ear-old 
republic always has bad an. un- 
favorable trade balance. Recently 
lt has become alarming because of 
the decline in American dollar 
payments for war rehabilitation 
and other obligations. Such United 
States payments virtually will 
cease In 1151. 

In the closing weeks of 19 49. 
the Philippine government ordered 
a series of economic controls plac- 
ing all foreign trade financial 
transactions in the hands of the 
central bank, which has power to 
regulate the escape of dollars as 



The measures began with con- 
trols on luxury and non-essential 
imports and were extended quickly 
to controls of credit for purchases 
abroad of credit exchange, of ex- 
ports, and of gold holdings and 
transactions. The United States co- 
operated by Issuing military scrip 
Instead of dollars to its armed 
forces in the Philippines to help 
fight the doUar black marker. 

The United States government 
is understood to have suggested 
rigid import controls as early as 
July, 1941, but actual Imposition 
until after the na- 



other controls but concurred that 
they were logical steps in regulat- 
ing the country's economy. 

"The success of the controls de- 
pends upon the way they are ad- 
ministered," a high American of- 
ficial said. "If administered prop- 
erly and honestly, they can save 
the Philippines from economic 
chaos. For one thing, they shonld 
increase local industries because 
foreign purchases will decline 
sharply."' 

Informed Americans fear that 
unless It can achieve a favorable 
trade balance to conserve its dol- 
lar reserves, the economic diffi- 
culties of the nation could produce 
serious social unrest. 

Mass unemployment and poverty 
in tbe Philippines would play into 
the hands of the Hukbalahap, a 
Communist-lead peasant army, and 
Chinese Communists who are 
known to have infiltrated in con-

* WASHINGTON — (U.R) — The Na- 
tional Security Council will remain 
a closely co-ordinated group of top 
officiate dedicated to making; tbe 
United States secure against any 
possible aggressor, its present and 
future administrators said today. 

It is the group charged by law 
to advise the President on the best 
ways to integrate the "domestic, 
forefgu and military policies relat- 
ing to national security." 

NSC is top secret. Its members 
are the President, who is chair- 
man; Vice President Alben W. 
Barkley, Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson, and John It. Steel- 
man, presidential adviser who Is 
doubling as acting chairman of the 
■National Security Resources Board, 
the defense stockpiling agency. 



Sidney W. Souers, 57, who was 
commissioned a rear admiral dur- 
ing the war to help direct naval in- 
telligence, resigned as of January 
15 at executive secretary of the 
council. He will be succeeded by 
James S. Lay, jr., 38, assistant sec- 
retary, who was a colonel in Army 
Intelligence during the past war. 

Both have been with the Na- 
tional Security Council since its 
start late In 1947. Souers, a gray- 
Italred man with a gray moustache 
and a hearty laugh, is returning 
to private life. 

I>ay, a Blender, blond man. will 
lake over, but it means no change 
in administrative techniques. 

"Lay and I started to build up 
the National Security Council set- 
up a full month before we were 
sworn In in 1947," Souers said. "I 
asked him to help me. I was called 
over to the council Job after help- 
ing the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion to set up Its Intelligence 
group." 

With no strings attached, Souers 
and Lay set up a compact operat- 
ing unit that now is the National 
Security Council. It has about 15 
employes on lis direct payroll. It 
has lots of top talent borrowed 
from the members. But Its annual 
budget is only $176,000, a mere 
drop In the bucket among federal 
expeudjtures. It gets, SouerB says, 
n lot for its money. 

important Job 

Although tbe National Security 
Council Is an advisory group to the 
President, it has a most important 
Job in detecting the activities of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. That 
is the group set up in 1947 to co- 
ordinate all of the intelligence ac- 
tivities of government "in the In- 
terest of national security." 

Presumably it was the CIA 
which advised Souers of Russia's 
atomic explosion last fail. Souers 
is said to have passed the Informa- 
tion on the the White House, where 
It was announced by Mr. Truman 
last September 23. 

Souers and Lay purposely set up 
a small compact organisation. 
They thought It would operate bet- 
ter that way. They assert they 
were right. 

"At the start, we discussed two 
methods of operation," Souers 
said. "One was to set up an ivory 
tower staff that would call on 
various experts for advice. The 
other was to set up a small operat- 
ing mechanism by the staff route. 

"These people would represent 
the department chiefs who are 
members of the council; they 
would know what was going on; 
they, would have the necessary 
c uni acta for a fluid, co-ordinated 
group. They could get things done 
fast and properly." 

Lay pointed out that the Na- 
tional Security Council operates on 
three levels. 

lion- Setup 

The first is toe members, the 
President and the cabinet repre- 
sentation. In the second echelon 



are such as Dean Rusk, assistant 

secretary of state for United Na- 
tions affairs, with opposite num- 
bers representing national defense 
and tbe NSRB. 

In the third level are NSC staff 
members. They are designated by 
the council members to represent 
them at the working levels. They 
are selected ' by their respective 
council members on the basis of 
ability. Each one knows at all 
times what the National Security 
Council is working on, and why. 

"We call this," Souers said, "co- 
ordination In depth. It means,. In 
essence, that by the time a prob- 
lem reaches the council level at our 
bi-monthly meetings, that every- 
one concerned knows what it is 
all about." 

Although resigning, Souers still ' 
is on call from the White House 
for his invaluable knowledge of se- 
curity intelligence. The President 
has asked him to be a consultant, 
and he will be. 



'Big Mo' Refuses 
To Let Army Move 
Her Out of Mud 

NORFOLK, VA., Jan. 19.— (U.R) 
— The Navy's battleship Missouri 
stuck to her mud bank anchorage 
today in stubborn disdain of help 
from the Army. 

The Navy got her into her mess, 
and apparently it was going to be 
a family affair to get her out. 

For almost three days the Navy's 
only battleship out of mothballs 
has been stuck fast In the sticky 
mud of Hampton Roads. 

The Army generously came to 
the rescue yesterday with a mud- 
sucking dredge. But the equipment 
appeared too short to reach under 
the long hull of the "Big Mo" and 
engineers contented themselves 
with trying to dig an approach 
channel. 

Today the Navy took over re- 
floating operations again. Divers 
from the surface submarine-rescue 
craft, U. S. S. Kittlwake were called 
to the scene with powerful air 
compressor equipment. They plan 
to shoot compressed air into the 
mud. hoping to blast It from the 
Missouri's hull and spring her from 
he i* trap. 

Ammunition was still being un- 
loaded from the battleship today 
and salvage experts were called In 
from the east for consultation on 
the massive "salvage" task.

Patent Received On 
Dehydrating Process 

The Kansas State College Re- 
search Foundation has received a 
patent for a "dehydrating process 
for starchy vegetables, fruits and 
the like," F. D. Farrell, president 
of the research foundation, an- 
nounced today. 

Farrell said tbe patent applica- 
tion was filed in July 1946. The 
dehydration process for which it 
was granted was invented during 
the war by the late Dr. John W. 
Greene, the late Dr. Ralph Conrad 
and Dr. Frederick A Rohrman, all 
members of the K-State faculty at 
the time. 

The K-State Research Founda- 
tion has an agreement with Re- 
search Corporation of New York 
City for putting the dehydrating 
process into use. The New York 
firm Is a non-profit organization 
providing patent management ser- 
vice to colleges and universities. 

Income from royalties is used 
to support scientific research. K- 
State has research underway with 
Research Corporation funds issued 
previously to the patent. 

Farrell said tbe patented process 
has been proved (in pilot plants) 
to be particularly useful in the 
manufacture of dehydrated pot- 
tatoes free from defects usually as- 
sociated with them.

TAIPEI, FORMOSA, Jan. 19.— 
(U.R) — A motion to impeach acting 
President Li Tsung-Jen, now in 
New York for medical treatement, 
was placed before the Chinese Na- 
tionalist Control Yuan today. 

The Control Yuan is the highest 
supervisory organ of the National- 
ist government. Its two principal 
powers are Impeachment and au- 
diting of government financial af- 
fairs. 

The motion was presented by 
member Teo-Chuen. It was under- 
stood to be based on the fact that 
Li flew to the United States for 
medical (Treatment at the time the 
Nationalist position in Southern 
China was collapsing under Com- 
munist attack. 

Demand Information 

The Control Yuan postponed ac- 
tion on the Impeachment demand 
pending an inquiry. As part of the 
Inquiry it sent tf cable to Li de- 
manding information on his in- 
tentions. ... 

Observers said the impeachment 
proceeding was part of a campaign 
design* to force Li to return to 
Formosa or resign as acting presi- 
dent. 

The purpose of the campaign 
was not Immediately clear. It could 
he a move to return Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek as president. On 
the other hand, it could be de- 
signed to force Li's early return 
and thus forestall Chiang's return 
as president. 

Officials in the presidential of- 
fices here said they had no Infor- 
mation on Li's immediate plans. 
They insisted, however, that Li had 
no intention of remaining away in- 
definitely. 

Qualified sources said the Con- 
trol Yuan, by invoking the powers 
of the passport control agency* 
could force Li to reveal his inten- 
tions.

Two years ago yearling steers 
fed cottonseed cake daily from 
August thru October gained 9ft 
pounds each more than, similar 
steers not caked. The steers made 
the 90-pound additional gain on 
an average of 130 pounds of cake 
each.

50 cents a hundred higher than 
the non-caked steers. -

Since the Christmas-roses flow- 
er at such a unique period of the 
year, Phinney covers them with a 
plate of glass supported by a wire 
frame to keep the snow from cov- 
ering and hiding the plants. The 
wire frame keeps out the campus 
rabbits which relish a meal of the 
deeply slashed foliage. 

Flower Every Year 
With the exception of the first 
year in the garden when rabbits 
almost completely obliterated the 
plants, the Christmas-roses have 
flowered every year. 

Though they are seemingly very 
hardy and strong, they require a 
lot of Phinney's coddling to get an 
all out display. To have them at 
their best, Phinney aays, they must 
be checked every week to see that

Kansas Stale President Milton Eisenhower 
Gives Preview of Prospective Position 



"I hope that the five remaining 
months of my association with 
Kansas State will be as pleasant 
and constructive as the past six 
add one-half years of my affilia- 
tion with this institution." 

Thus Milton S. Elsenhower com- 
mented upon his resignation which 
has been submitted to the Board 
of Regents. The board Is at pres- 
ent seeking a successor to the 
College head, and a committee has 
been appointed to make the selec- 
tion. 

The president declined comment 
upon any possible potential ap- 
pointees, but said, "Being the pres- 
ident of a land grant college calls 
for a deep insight into many fields, 
the development of satisfactory re- 
lations with every Begment of the 
state, the establishment of confid- 
ence by the state legislature In the 
Institution, and an innate skill in 
jjgrpfking with and tor students and 
icaulty members." 

Should Be Versatile 

He explained further that the 
head of such an Institution should 
be well-versed In many fields, even 
though being highly specialized In 
any particular phase of education- 
al development. 

Pennsylvania State College, the 
only state-operated college in the 
eastern state, is comparable to 
Kansas State on an educational 
plane, but on a financial level, 
fees are slightly higher. For ex- 
ample, Kansas contributes approx- 
imately 33 cents to the student's 
24 cents, on each dollar, of the 
various fees Incidental to college, 
while in Pennsylvania the situation 
is almost the reverse. 

The educational philosophy of 
the two schools is the same, and 
the areas of Instruction are sim- 
ilar. "The Pennsylvania school is 
strong in liberal arts, and has an 
enrollment of about 4,000 stu- 
J^ents In this division alone," 
aftsenhower commented. 

Citing another difference be- 
tween the two schools, Eisen bower 
said that Kansas State has a state- 



plan for its employees whereas 
Pennsylvania State has a partici- 
pating pension plan, which speci- 
fies that the amount of money de- 
rived from any retirement fund is 
governed by the amount contrib- 
uted by the participant. About 50 
percent of the colleges and univ- 
ersities in this country have such 
plans for their teaching and ad- 
ministrative personnel. 

Compares State Boards 

In contrast to the Board of 
Regents In Kansas, which super- 
visee all the institutions of higher 
education In the state, Pennsyl- 
vania has only one state college 
which is administered by a Board 
of Trustees. The other colleges 
and universities in the state are 
privately endowed and operated 
to a major extent. 

The Penn State board consists 
of 32 members, including six ex- 
offlcio members, six or seven who 
are appointed by the governor, 
nine who are chosen by the alum- 
ni of the college, and the rest of 
the board is composed of persons 
selected by the various Industrial 
and agricultural organizations of 
the state. Heading the entire group 
is the executive committee of nine, 
of which the president of the col- 
lege is a member. 

P rsonai considerations were 
larg.ly responsible for the presi- 
dent's decision to change schools, 
His family ties are stronger in the 
East , with both his and his wife's 
relatives living in a comparative* 
ly closely mrrounding area. 

Financial situation was also 
taken into consideration by the 
president, In considering his 
severing of ties with Kansas State. 
His present salary is $13,500 an- 
nually. ( CnuHually reliable 
report that his salary at 
vania State will be double the 
present figure,)

U. S. Rejects Red 
Propaganda Issue 

Will Hold No Trial 
For Jap Emperor

WASHINGTON. Feb. 2.— (Un- 
united States officials today curtly 
rejected as "unthinkable" a Soviet 
move to prosecute Emperor Hiro- 
hito of Japan as a war criminal. 

American authorities said Rus- 
sia raised the issue only for propa- 
ganda, and this country will have 
no part of it. 

Russia suggested In a lengthy 
note to the United States that an 
international tribunal try Hirohito 
and four or five other Japanese for 
allegedly planning germ warfare. 

Try Move to Welsh 
IT. S. Officials saw the move as 
an attempt by Russia to welsh on 
a long-standing agreement to cur- 
tail such trials in Japan. All of 
the countries that fought Japan, 
including Russia, agreed last Feb- 
ruary 24 that no more "Class A" 
war crimes trials would be held. 

Congressmen and other govern- 
ment officials here Joined in de- 
nouncing the move. Chairman 
John Kee, D„ V. Va., of the 
House Foreign Affairs committee 
snorted: "They've got their nerve." 

There was speculation that Rus- 
sia sought to win the sympathy of 
the newly-conquered Chinese, who 
still hate Hirohito for his attacks 
on Manchuria before World War 
ft 

By raising the issue now. It 
was said, Russia also might be 
hoping to divert attention.

fall, the enrollment 
was the second highest in the 
history of the College. The 
figure of 7,033 is topped only 
by 7,160 enrolled in Septem- 
ber two years ago. 

Figures on veteran enrollment 
are not yet disclosed. However, 
veteran enrollment dropped about 
1,000 this fall, despite the small 
decrease In the total number of 
students enrolled. 

Expert I tin Drop 

Dean R. W. Babcock expects the 
biggest drop to be in the School 
of Arts and Sciences. An estimate 
of 2,160 has been made, compared 
to 2,318 students in this school 
last spring and 2,430 enrolled this 
fall. This will still leave the arts 
and science enrollment the largest 
on the campus. 

Not all schools are expecting 
such a decrease, however. Dean 
Harold Howe of the Graduate 
School predicts 400 students in ad- 
vanced Btudles. Last year the 
spring graduate enrollment of 382 
was the only one in the College 
to show an increase over the fall 
figure. 486 enrolled in graduate 
courses this fall. 

Vet Medicine Increase 
The School of Veterinary Medi- 
cine is estimating 276, according 
to Dean E. E, Leasure. This will 
be an increase over last spring's 
enrollment of 263 and a very slight 
decrease from the fall number. 

The agriculture and home eco- 
nomics schools are looking for 
an enrollment larger than last 
spring's. The ag school expects 
1300 compared to last spring's 
1279 and home ec is looking for 
660 where it had 627 last spring. 
Both enrollments will be a de- 
crease from fall numbers, when 
home ec had 689 and agriculture 
1366. 

Dean M. A. Durland, of the 
School of Engineering and Archi- 
tecture, expects 1,600, a drop 
from the fall's 1,866 and last 
spring's 1,946. He commented that 
the decrease hi the engineering 
school between semesters is not as 
large, as during pre-war times. 
"This Is partly because housing It 
so tight, and there are usually en- 
gineering students waiting to fill 
any apartment vacancies that 
arise," he said. 

Two Show Gain 

This fall the graduate and vet- 
erinary schools were the only ones 
to show an increase over other 
years In enrollment. 

Arts and sciences led the enroll- 
ment figures last spring with en- 
gineering, agriculture, home eco- 
nomics, graduates, and veterinary 
medicine following in that order, 

The lowest spring enrollment In 
recent years was during the war 
In 1944. Only 1403 students 
rolled for that semester.

We think you will agree that 
this type of column broadens the scope of 
our paper, and in the long run, will achieve 
a friendlier and more objective relationship 
between the students here and elsewhere. 

Other issues of the Collegian will feature 
some specific type of locally-originated 
journalism, such as campus polls, inter- 
pretation of contemporary news events by 
a student, guest editorials, and other matter 
to contribute to your reading pleasure. 

While we have all the above processed 
for the future, the fact remains that the 
Collegian maintains a rather Impersonal 
connection with Its readers. This Is not 
entirely the fault of the paper or Its staff, 
but rather a large share of blame rests 
with you. 

Only through a constant active expres- 
sion of the views of our readers, whether 
in conflict or unison with our personal 
opinions, can we keep an adequate check 
on the pulse of the campus and community 
surrounding our immediate circulation area. 

The most obvious way for a reader to 
criticize his paper, as well as gain recogni- 
tion of his arguments, is to write a letter 
to the editor. The publication of the letter, 
In Its original form, justifies the very 
existence of both a paper and an argument, 
for in this manner everyone is served, and 
thought and action is ultimately provoked 
to achieve some desired end. 

The consideration of this as a truly repre- 
sentative campus Institution will aid in the 
furtherance of your aims and ours, for with 
your cooperation we can strive together 
toward making our school something of 
which we can truly be proud. — m. h.

With 
that Idea in mind the reporter 
questioned a number of K-State 
students concerning their opinion 
on Ground Hog Day. The results 
show that education has fairly well 
fulfilled this aim among KSC stu- 
dents. 

A Bit Vague 

Some students not only didn't 
believe in the superstition but 
were just bit vague as to what it 
was all about. To these children 
of modern science the age old 
function of the ground hog as a 
determiner of weather had to he 
explained.

of winter. 

Lots of Stuff 

"Nuts," said Dick Coughlin 
when asked his opinion. "I think 
it's all just a lot of stuff people 
have thought up." Dick's beliefs 
can not be contributed to K-State's 
educational program, however, 
since he is a new Btudent in in- 
dustrial journalism. 



Marjorie Casey haB been here a 
while longer. She is a junior in 
home economics, and also dis- 
credits the ground hog theory. She 
prefers to be her own weather 
prophet and it is her belief that 
there is more winter to come. 

Barbara Cotton, a junior in op- 
tion B agrees with Margery on 
the ground hog idea but feels sure 
that spring Ib Just around the 
corner. 

"It's just matter of chance," 
said Duncan Circle, sophomore in 
agriculture education, "whether or 
not we have more winter when 
the ground hog sees his shadow." 



Orlfrinal Idea 

Charles Carter, a sophomore in 
mechanical engineering, frowned 
upon the whole idea and declared 
that metereology is the only way 
of forecasting weather. "If you'd 
flown for three years," said the 
former air corps pilot, "you'd be- 
lieve in metereology too." 

Charles Cordes, junior In phys- 
ics, decided to be different and 
said he believes in the ground 
hog. Why? "I'm just supersti- 
tious," he said with a grin. 

There was one student who de- 
bunked the ground hog like the 
others but offered in its place 
another theory, "The weather In 
January, February, and March 
will be just like the first, second 
and third days of January re- 
spectively," said Margery Cotton, 
junior In home economics. "This 
naturally invalidates ground hog 
day." 

It Beems probable that Mr. 
Ground Hog won't attract much 
attention on this campus when he 
makes his annual appearance, but 
anyway let's hope the sun isn't 
out. 



Advent of Newest 
Bomb Complicates 
AEC Control Need 

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Feb. 2 
— <U,R) — The United States' de- 
cision to make a hydrogen bomb 
heightens the need for interna- 
tional control of atomic weapons, 
United Nations representatives said 
today. 

But few believed that the pres- 
sure of an even more terrible wea- 
pon than the original atom bomb 
could break the deadlock between 
the Western powers and Russia 
In the UN Atomic Energy com- 
mission. 

The Commission has labored 
fruitlessly since 1946 to work out 
a world plan outlawing atomic 
weapons and establish a rigid in- 
ternational control of all nuclear 
materials and production. 

Big Power Problem 

Now the problem is in the hands 
of the big six atomic powers who 
took over last July when the 11- 
nation commission voted to quit 
I after Russia repeatedly blocked 
j agreement by insisting on a con- 
trol plan endorsed only by the 
Kremlin and its dependent states. 

Since then, the atomic experts 
of the United States, Russia, Brit- 
ain, France, China and Canada 
have held 1 4 sceret meetings in an 
effort to reach a "basis for agree- 
ment" to hand to the commission. 

But even these discussions col- 
lapsed when RusBian delegate 
Jacob A. Malik walked out Janu- 
ary 19 when he failed in an at- 
tempt to unseat the Chinese Na- 
tionalists. 

UN delegates made only cau- 
tious and limited comments on the 
American H-bomb decision. Most 
of the statements were similar to 
Mahmoud Fawzi Bey of Egypt who 
reiterated his "unwavering sup- 
port of all sincere attempts to con- 
trol weapons of mass destruction." 

Chinese Expert Aid- 

Dr. Hsiob-Ren Wei, Chinese 
atomic authority who is the only 
expert who has participated in 
all the UN atomic talks since their 
start, said the H-bomb develop- 
ment did not remove the problem 

of "the bomb" from the world or- 
ganization. 

"With the hydrogen bomb, in- 



ternational control should be more 
urgent," he Baid. "In the past, 
some people said the uranium 
bomb was just another bomb, but 
the hydrogen bomb is unquestion- 
ably the absolute bomb." 



Veterans Administration 
Releases Information 
On IMSLI Certificates 

Special dividends will be paid on 
all National Service Life Insur- 
ance certificates that have been 
in force three months or longer, 
officials of the Veterans Admini- 
stration regional office at Wichi- 
ta, said today. 

Payments, which started Jan- 
nary 16, are based only on the 
period for which premiums were 
paid. Naturally, veterans will not 
be paid for periods during which 
their Gl insurance was lapsed or 
not in force. 

The dividend-bearing period 
covers the month in which each 
policy was issued and it extends 
to the anniversary date of that 
policy in 1948, officials said. The 
anniversary date is the day on 
which the policy became effective. 

So far, officials said they have 
been advised, the VA had received 
about twelve and a quarter mil- 
lion applications for the dividend. 

Of these, virtually ail have been 
acknowledged. About 25,000 ac- 
knowledgements have been re- 
turned to the VA, because veterans 
moved from the addresses they 
listed on their applications and 
did not leave a forwarding address 
at the post office. 

World War II veterans who 
have filed an application with 
the Washington VA office, and 
have not received an acknowledge- 
ment card, are requested to file 
another application immediately, 
indicating that the second appli- 
cation is a "duplicate."

The first long toss that tied up 
the game in the overtime was 
thrown in by Joe Brown who netted 
three points for the entire game. 
Second and winning basket was a 
shot from almost mid-court by Bob 
Gates wfth only seconds to play. 
Kansas State's attempt to tie it up 
again failed as the gun went off 
to put an end to one of the greatest 
court battles ever staged in the Ne- 
braska Coliseum.

'Cats At Their Best 
The Wildcats were at their best 
as they rode rough-shod over the 
Buffaloes at Boulder.

All twelve players on 
the traveling squad got into the 
game and all scored. 

Forty-three percent of the at- 
tempted shots from the field con- 
nected while they made good on 
sixty-eight percent of their free 
throws. Add to these statistics 
the fact that the Cats literally 
murdered the Buffs on the boards 
by grabbing sixty-two rebounds, 
you have a pretty flue ball game. 

Despite the fact that public 
opinion favors the Iowa State 
rampage, this corner will label 
the Colorado game as the best 
performance turned In by the 
Cats so far this season. In regards 
to statistics, it is second only to 
the above mentioned swamping of 
the Cyclones. The Cats played a 
much smoother game against the 
Colorado club as they only com- 
mitted two technical violations 
and tOBsed only one bad pass in 
the entire game. 

Remember, too, that the Iowa 
State game was played in the 
"Cave" here at Manhattan while 
the Colorado tilt was played at 
Boulder before a highly partisan 
crowd. 

'The Dynamic Dozen' 
The "Dynamic Dozen," which 
sums up the depth and power of 
Kansas State's traveling squad of 
twelve men rather well, really 
went to town at Boulder. Buff 
rooters let loose with a sigh of 
relief when Gardner put In the 
second club towards the end of 
the first half. I imagine they felt 
quite different after the "second 
club" tossed in twenty-two points 
in nine minutes. 

Great things were expected of 
the Cats after their trouncing of 
Colorado and they were high fa- 
vorites ,to show the Cornhuskers 
of Nebarska what It was like to 
have two wins and two defeats. 
But, things didn't turn out that 
way and Nebraska ended up show- 
ing how easy it was to knock the 
leader off the top of the heap. 

There are a number of reasons 
which are valid regarding the lost 
ball game. I'm inclined to place 
the "tired" angle at the head of 
the list. After being with the 
team on .this trip I can readily 
understand just what can happen 
la the second game on a two- 
game trip away from the home 
court. 

Huskon* Had Height 
Then, too, there is the fact that 
it is hard for a team to he "up" 
for two games like the ones the 
Wildcats played. «titl another 
reason is the fact that the team 
met up with more height in play- 
ing Nebraska than they have so 
far this season. The Cornhuskers 
are fielding a team that Is taller 
than any other club in the league 
at the moment. By that, I mean 
a consistent combination. 

Nebraska's height and the tired 



condition of the Cats were reasons 
enough why the Huskers con- 
trolled the boards at Lincoln. 
Malecek, Pierce, Cerv and White- 
head all did damage to the Cats 
on the boards. 

An interesting angle on this Is 
that Harry Good wanted to out- 
fit his boys with thigh-guards 
for the game. After watching 
the Cornhuskers work under the 
bucket (all over the court, 
as I recall) I'm inclined to 
feel that the Wildcats should have 
been wearing the "rough and 
tumble" gear.

In the supervisors' contest, first 
prize, also $100, went to Arnold 
Hart, supervisor of the Douglas- 
Franklin association, with head- 
quarters in Lawrence. The dairy- 
men's dinner is a part of Ag Week 
at K-State. 

Second-high ranking member 
was Ivan Green. Guernsey breeder 
and producer. Green was awarded 
a $50 prize. J. Turner was named 
second in tne supervisors' compe- 
tition. Turner is tester for the 
Kaw Valley association and works 
out of Topeka. Awards were made 
by James W. Linn, extension 
dairyman at K-State, 

ThtB is the first year of the 
contest. It is sponsored by the 
National Dairy Product Corpora- 
tion of Chicago. The supervis- 
ors' contest is open to all regul- 
arly employed D. H. I. A. super- 
visors in Kansas. Awards for 
members are based on efficient 
production practices, improved 
pasture and roughage, silage 
breeding program, buildings, herd 
water facilities and other quality 
milk production practices, Linn 
said. 



Dairy Science Head 
Speaks at Meeting 

There is no royal road to breed- 
ing better cattle, Dr. G. W. Salis- 
bury of Illinois university today 
warned dairymen attending the an- 
nual Agricultural Week sessions at 
Kansas State. 

Pointing out that there is com- 
paritively little culling and little 
production testing, the head of the 
dairy science department at Illinois 
suggested that dairy breeders 
should give careful attention to 
results obtained in breeding ex- 
periments with corn on beef cattle 
and other livestock. 

Corn hybrids developed at Kan- 
sas State outproduced all other hy- 
brids in 1949 corn tests an average 
of more than four bushels an acre. 
A. L. Clapp, K-State agronomist, 
reported to those attending today's 
session of the Kansas Hybrids as- 
sociation at the College. 

A yield of 144.6 bushels per 
acre, the highest since corn per- 
formance tests were started in 
Kansas in 1938, was obtained on 
the C. N. Montgomery test plot in 
Labette County last year. Clapp 
said. Average top yield for the 
eight tests In 1949 was 103.8 bush- 
els, 14.2 bushels more than in the 
1948 teats. 

Stored grain insects and their 
control was discussed by Dr. R, T. 
Cotton, USDA entomologist at 
Manhattan. Dr. E. D. Hansing of 
Kansas State spoke on seed treat- 
ing and corn diseases before the 
hybrids group. 

Methods of breeding corn for 
special characteristics were dis- 
closed by Dr. G. F. Sprague, Iowa 
State staff member who has charge 
of the plant Investigations at Iowa 
State. 



Johnson Gives Winner 
Of Statewide Contest 

4-H clubs in Barton county 
conducted the most outstanding 
safety program In Kansas during 
1949. J. Harold Johnson, state 
4-H club leader at Kansas State, 
announced today that Barton 
county w'U receive an embossed 
plaque from General Motors, spon- 
sor of the activity. 

Barton county clubs conducted a 
county-wide safety meeting in 
February. Co-sponsors of the 
safety event. In Hoisington. were 
the Missouri Pacific railway and 
the K-State extension service.

Scientist Charged 
As Espionage Agent

LONDON, Feb. 3.— (U.K>— A top 
British atomic, scientist who was 
trusted with some of America's 
biggest * A-bomb secrets was 
charged today with giving uniden- 
tified agents information "useful 
to an enemy." 

Unofficial sources indicated the 
information went to Russia. 
— The scientist, German-born Dr. 
-jl&tus Emil Julius Fuchs, 38, was 
arrested by Scotland yard agents 
yesterday on a tip from American 
FBI agents Investigating Russian 
espionage. 

He was accused specifically of 
giving "information relating to 
atomic research to an unknown 
person in the United States in Feb- 
ruary, 1945, and to* an unknown 
person at an unspecified place "on 
a day in 194?." 

Arranged in Bow street Police 
court, Fuchs was ordered held un 
til Friday for a hearing to deter 
mine whether be should be tried. 

Only last July, he was appointed 
Senior Principal Scientific officer 
to the British Ministry of supply 
He has been working at the great 
Harwell Atomic Research center, 
biggest atomic center in Europe 
Its huge cyclotron recently was put 
through Its first tests. 

Fuchs had access to America's 
biggest atomic secrets during the 
two periods he allegedly gave away 
'■^formation which, in the words 
Wf the official charge, "was ealcu 
lated to be, or might be directly 
or indirectly useful to an enemy.

KS Group Hears 
Of Atomic Energy 
In Plant Heredity 

American plant breeders were 
scored today for overlooking 
atomic energy in changing plant 
heredity by Dr. E. F. Frolik, 
agronomist at Nebraska univer- 
sity. He told Kansas plant breed- 
ers meeting at Kansas State col- 
lege that European scientists have 
Improved plant species with atom- 
ic radiations. 

Ignore Atomic Use 

American scientists have ig- 
nored use of atomic radiations in 
producing mutations because they 
feel changed produced In plant 
genes are more harmful than 
good, Frolik said. Swedish work- 
ers, inducing mutations with 
atomic radiations, have produced 
more hardy, higher yielding bar- 
ley, oats, flax, soybeans and other 
crops. 

Frolik said X-rayB have been 
used successfully in Europe to im- 
prove plant Bpecies. Vllmorln, a 
French researcher, has produced 
valuable mutations in wheat, cab- 
bage and radishes: an Indian 
scientist got a jute plant 8 feet 
taller and one and one-half feet 
thicker by X-ray induced muta- 
tions.

ent K-State has only five machines 
and three of them are being 
loaned temporarily from the dis- 
trict of five In Topeka. There will 
be eight machines in operation as 
soon as they arrive. 
. "All the holes punched In the 
cards are for sorting purposes," 
explained Mr. Shannon. 'The pink 
sheets give source information; the 
machines record the information 
by a series of punches on the cards 
and tbeif*In turn interpret them. 

Instead of filling out a long 
string of nine cards, the student 
Who had previously filled out a 
pink sheet, had only to write a 
small bit of information on three 
IBM cards. 

"This Is the first time the IBM 
system has ben used in a Kansas 
College and we're bound to make 
mistakes," admits Mr. Shannon. 
"In the long run, the students 
will be helped by the 
grading system too."

Last semester the Collegian carried a 
story about four persons being killed in a 
car accident on the highway outside Topeka. 
They were on their way home when the 
driver decided to show-off the speed of his 
new ear. He put it up to 60 ... to 70 . 
then to 90. He hit a truck at an intersec- 
tion. The four young folks never got back 
to Manhattan. The funerals were held in 
various towns in Kansas. 

We had hoped that we wouldn't be forced 
to print any of these unpleasant stories this 
semester. And yet yesterday, in our first 
issue for the new semester, there appeared 
another story about a student losing his 
life in a traffic accident. How fast was 
the driver traveling? Was he being reck- 
less and driving wildly? No one knows. . . 

Hut the automobile ho was driving was 
mpublc of reaching about 90 miles an hour. 
May be It did. The car, a 1»49 Ford, missed 
u curve, hit a gunrd post, turned over sev- 
eral times, and came to rest tn a ditch lead- 
ing Into a highway culvert. 

In just three weeks traffic havoc has 
taken the lives of three K-Staters. This 
may be only a small fraction of the 32,000 
who are killed by motor cars each year, but 
it shows that statistics aren't made up from 
some obscure corner of the globe. 

The campus is crowded with cars. These 
cars carry the students to and from home 
on holidays and weekends. We urge the 
students to maintain matured minds on the 
highways as well as in the classrooms. 
Some 90 percent and maybe more of the 
deaths are the result of recklessness and 
wild driving. If you are a passenger and 
the driver starts to "rev-up" his car, tell 
him to slow down and take it easy. In cases 
such as this, be a backseat driver ... it may 
save your life.

U. S. Moves Against Reds

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 — (U.R) — The United States 
pushed a series of diplomatic and military moves 
today as a warning to Russia that her tactics 
have about exhausted the free world's patience. 

Defense Secretary Louis Johnson keynoted the 
1'. S. attitude when he said that United States 
should be prepared to "lick hell out of" Russia 
if she tries to break the peace. 

In separate moves, the Uuited States: 

1. Prepared to impose a counter-biockade on the 
entire Soviet tone of Germany, unless Russia 
stops hampering the free flow of trade to western 
Berlin. 

2. Drafted plans for strengthening defenses in 
Alaska, which is considered to be the most vulner- 
able area for a possible Soviet attack from Siberia. 

3. Announced the transfer of the 11, 000-ton 
carrier Sicily from the Atlantic to the Pacific fleet 
in an effort to Increase U. 8. fighting power in an 
area where one-fourth of Russia's submarines are 
said to be operating. 

Johnson spoke before a meeting here last night 
of the University of Virginia alumni. He said the 
peace might not last "24 hours" if the Soviet 
thought! U. S. armed forces were unprepared for an 
attack.

Way back on January 17th seven armed 
wearing halloween masks, Navy pea coats 
chauffeur's caps were clever enough to stage the 
most lucrative holdup tn all American history. 
On the short end of the deal Brink's. Inc., a money 
transportation company, lost $1,000,000 in cash and 
a half-million in non-negotiable checks. 

Al Capp couldn't have dreamed up a more comic 
plot than was produced in the "seat of culture" 
that night. Every policeman in the entire city 
was assigned to some aspect of the case, but 
there wasn't one single substantial clue for even 
one of the several hundred officers and men to 
trace. Nobody in the eity had police protection 
that night, except Brink's and they were well 
past needing it by then. • 

A Good Lesson 

The Brink theft farce seems to be an extremely 
good lesson in how to make a fool out of a police 
superintendent. Edward W. Fallon, Boston's su- 
perintendent, was certain that his staff of Dick 
Tracy's would have the crooks in the Charlestown 
prison in a matter of hours. This was just Fal- 
lon's meat. Then a full day went by and no news. 
So Fallon, never one to have his force red-faced, 
blamed the whole mess on Brinks. They didn't 
guard the place; their locks were inferior; the 
vault wasn't a vault at all.

ft»Jw greatest natural resources. 
Will be more effective following 
studies conducted on the grass 
Utilization project at Kansas State. 
'i So says Ed F. SmitH of the K- 
Itate animal husbandry staff. 

is supervising the experi- 
mental work being done on the 
,140-acre tract owned by the 
)llege. 

Most of the experiments con- 
sider both the effect on the cattle 
gracing and on the grass being 
graced. In tests now College sci- 
entists are studying utilization, 
population and vigor of pasture 
vegetation under different grac- 
ing systems. The 1140-acre tract 
is divided into 16 separate pas- 
tures, arranged to connect with 
the centrally located corral. 

Other phases of the project 
will compare protein supplements, 
influence of winter gains on sum- 
mer gains, effect of supplementing 
Bluestem grass with protein feeds 
late in the grazing season, effect 
of different rotation methods and 
size studies on Hereford cattle. 

Jj^nasture-burning study will be 
started this spring. It Is to com- 
pare non- burned pasture with pas- 
tures burned at different seasons 
of .(he year. Both cattle gains and 
pasture vegetation will be re- 
corded. 

The land also has been stocked 
and posted as a state game re- 
serve. Rodent population on the 
land is being observed by mem- 
bers of the College zoology de- 
partment. 

The grass utilization study is 
now la its third year and is be- 
ginning to prove its value to Kan- 
stockmen, Smith said.

Another K-Stater has risen to a 
high diplomatic office abroad. 
Charles Ranger Enlow has been 
sent from the U. Department of 
State to Frankfort, Germany, as 
Agricultural Economic Officer. En- 
low received his B. S. in 1920 and 
his M. S. in 1927 in Agriculture. 
He taught in Junction City and 
Abilene high schools, and spent 
three years on the college faculty. 

It is through foreign service of- 
ficials that the United States con- 
ducts its business. Not only will 
Enlow serve as Agricultural Eco- 
nomic Officer in Frankfort, but 
he will do economic and political 
reporting for the benefit of Ameri- 
can business on possible markets, 
products or supplies of raw ma- 
terials for the United States, and 
the protecting of American citi- 
zens abroad. 

He entered the foreign service 
in 1945, and has served at Pre- 
toria, Ankara, and in the State 
Department. Prior to thiB he was 
an agronomist with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture since 1927. 
During his employment with the 
Department of Agriculture he 
made a plant exploration trip to 
Russia and Turkey in 1933, was 
a delegate to the 4th International 
Grassland Congress at London in 
1937, and did soil conservation 
work in Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands In 1929. 

He has also written many arti- 
cles concerning agricultural prob- 
lems. In addition to this Enlow 
served as a combat pilot and ln- 
sturctor In France during the first 
World War. and was a consultant 
to the Army Engineers on erosion 
problems.

Ninety percent of the 108 Janu- 
ary graduates at Kansas State al- 
ready have jobs lined up, R. I.

plement companies; 12 will do 
graduate work at K-State or other 
colleges; 11 will enter college ex- 
tension work as county agricul- 
tural or 4-H agents. 

Eight are to go to the Soil Con- 
servation service, Bureau of Plant 
Industry, Farm Credit adminis- 
tration or other federal agencies. 
Nine are undecided about their 
future work. 

Fifty-eight of the 108 are mar- 
ried with families ranging from 
one to four children.

Kansas State crops specialists 
are working on a new crop, eaf- 
flower, for northwest and possibly 
central weBt Kansas farmers. 

Safflower ts an oil crop with 
usee similar to linseed oil -and the 
meal as a protein feed. It Is small 
like wild lettuce, growing from 
U/i to 4 feet tall and harvested 
by combines. It yields from 300 
to 1,200 poundB an acre on dry 
land and around 2,500 pounds un- 
der irrigation; sells for 4 to 9 
cents a pound. 

Farmers In Wallace, Sherman 
and a few other northwest Kansas 
counties raised some of th© new 
crop in 1949. The K-State experi- 
ment station at Colby seeded saf- 
flower last year, but the crop was 
destroyed by hall. It will be seeded 
again in I960 at Colby. 

J. W. Zahnley, professor of 
agronomy, said It has been estab- 
lished that safflower is not adapted 
to eastern Kansas or eastern Ne- 
braska. It was tried several Bea- 
sons at the K-State experiment 
station in the 1930's and repro- 
duced only about the amount of 
seed planted. 

Several thousand acres of the 
new crop are grown in western 
Nebraska, in Wyoming and Mon- 
tana where humidity and heat do 
not damage It. 

Safflower Is planted on dry land 
from April 25 to May 10; under 
Irrigation, before April 20. It ma- 
tures about September 1 to 20. 

A Blow starter, safflower does 
best in cultivated rows so wetsdB 
can be controlled while the plants 
are getting started. 

Crop specialists hope safflower 
will be another crop for at least 
western Kansas, but they say bet- 
ter adapted varieties must be pro- 
duced. At present they are dis- 
couraging all but northwest Kan- 
sas farmers from planting it. 



Tebow to Discuss 
Action Photography 

Covering combat action with 
photography in the European The- 
ater in World War II will be dis- 
cussed by Eric Tebow, director of 
admissions at Kansas State, at the 
Naval Reserve meeting In Wlllard 
101 Monday evening at 7:30. 

Tebow went overseas in 1942 as 
a first lieutenant and at the end 
of the war was discharged as a 
colonel. He served as photographic 
officer of General Bradley's It 
Army Group, and later was dlrec 
tor of the Army Pictorial Service 
in the European Theater. After 
three and one-half years in Europe 
he returned to the United States to 
serve with the Signal Corps Photo 
graphic center In New York. 

Tour of Active Doty 
Graduating from K-State in 
1926, Tebow received hlB rese 
commission through college ROTC 
During his years In public school 
work he became interested In pho- 
tography as a hobby. When the 
war began he was called to active 
duty and assigned to the Infantry, 
later volunteering for photograph 
ic assignment. 

Besides covering combat pho 
tography and exhibiting military 
pictures, Tebow will tell about 
making training films and show 
some 16 mm. sound pictures at the 
Monday night meeting.

R other aources in the 1949 corn per- 
>< turmance tests, A. L. Clapp, agron- 
n omlst In charge of the tests, told 
producers attending the annual 
Kansas Hybrids association meet- 
ing at K-State today. The meet- 
ing is held In conjunction with the 
82nd annual Agricultural Week at 
the College. 

It was found that the Kansas 
hybrids had a 4.2 buBbel better 
yield statewide than the other hy- 
brids, Clapp pointed out. Average 
yield of all hybrids In the 1949 
tests was 6.5 bushels more than 
open pollinated varieties tested, 
ju Eighty-two percent of the corn 
grown in Kansas last year was 
jj< from hybrid seed, Clapp said. 
n* "There is a big difference in hy- 
Jj brids, however," Clapp warned.

KU Dean Talks 
To Health Group 

KANSAS CITY. MO., Feb. 3. — 
(U.R)— The Firth National Confer- 
ence on Rural Health was told to- 
day by the 33-year-old Dean of 
the University of Kansas Medical 
School that the production of first 
class medical care is everybody's 
business. 

Dr. Franklin D. Mnrphy said the 
basic Ingredients for a successful 
medical cure program were an en- 
lightened, interested people, a 
progressive group of practicing 
, . physicians, cooperative and help- 
ful government agencies and a 
Tlstouary and non-tradltlonal med- 
ical school leadership. 

More than 750 representatives 
of medical,' farm, governmental 
aud other groups concerned with 
rural health services were present 
for the sessions. 

Dr. Murphy said Increased pro- 
duction of doctors, nurseB and 
supporting technical personnel 
without compromising standards 
of training can be accomplished in 
the long run only by expansion of 
medical schools and faculties. 

He said he believed the In- 
creased financial aid neceHsury 
for that could be obtained th rough 
local tax or local private support. 

Paul C. Johnson, Chicago, edi- 
tor of the Prairie Farmer, told the 
conference that prepaid health 
plans "have been making gratify- 
ing progress In rural areas."

FBI Chief Appears 
Before Committee 

Tells of New Leads 
In Atom Spy Case 

WASHINGTON. Feb. (U.R) 
— FBI chief J. Edgar Hoover waa 
called to tell Congress today about 
two new leads in the International 
atom bomb spy case uncovered by 
his agents. 

Hoover was scheduled to testify 
in secret before a Senate-House 
atomic energy committee. Its 
members are deeply disturbed by 
the arrest of Dr. K. E. J, Fuchs, 
British scientist, on charges ot 
handing the Russians hydrogen 
and uranium bomb secrets, 

Case Develop* 

Friends of the FBI director said 
that since Fuchs' arrest and re- 
ported "confession" in London 
Friday there have been two major 
developments involving his agents. 
No detaili are available, and it waa 
not considered likely that Hoovar 
would name names or give specific 
information until something con- 
crete develops. 

He told the committee Saturday 
that Fuchs may have saved the 
Russians "at least" a year In the 
atom race since he had access to 
"all" atomic secrets. 

The committee Is looking into 
the possibility of extraditing Fucha 
to this country for trial. Chairman 
Brlen McMahon, D., Conn., said 
he has Instructed the group's at- 
torneys to study "the legal prob- 
lem" of extradition, but added 
that he saw little chance of sue-

Refusal by the governing body of a large 
eastern city to admit visiting Japanese 
legislators to their meeting rooms strikes 
another blow for misunderstanding and 
possible world repercussions. 

It is not for us to judge what motives 
prompted the rebuff, but instead it is our 
task to examine the import of the entire 
situation. 

That the visitors are representatives of a 
country which we defeated in the compara- 
tively recent war is a moot point. 

Since one of our principle causes in the 
war was the preservation of the democratic 
way of life, and since our prime task now 
is the establishment of an equitable system 
of government in Japan, how can we bypass 
the obvious advantages of permitting the 
Japanese legislators to come Into various 
city chambers?

,of the United States at work. This is the 
same United States we are trying to project 
.Into the minds and hearts of the Japanese 
.In the hope that they will grasp this last 
straw against the threatening torrent of 
iKed Influence. 

Even if the spirit does not move us to 
open-armed friendliness with the van- 
quished, let us try to present an objective 
picture of our country so that those who 
eye us with distrust might be convinced of 
our sincerity In the task of making the 
.world more safe for democracy. — m. h.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6 — (U.R) — A Swiss-developed 
drug can help you knock that bursting headache at 
, the very start, a St. Louis physician reported today. 

The drug, technically known as E-C-l and sold 
under the trade name of Cafergone, was described 
by Dr. Robert E. Ryan, of the Dealoge hospital in 
St. Louis, In the Journal of the Missouri Medical 
association. The drug, he said, is a preparation 
which contains one milligram of ergotamiue and 
1Q0 milligrams of caffeln. 

It is administered in a sugar-coated tablet. 

The trick in the treatment Is to take the pill just 
as a headache starts. Dr. Ryan said tests have 
shown that the drug baB little effect it taken after 
the headache is well under way. 

Of 201 cases which were treated with the drug. 
,Ryan said, 129, or 64 percent, received excellent 
.results. Twenty-nine patients, or 14 percent, re- 
ceived good results. In all, 78 percent of the pa- 
tients received some benefit, he Bald. 

Dr. Ryan said tests showed that two tablets 
usually are necessary to abort an oncoming head- 
ache. 

"It Is important that the patient take the tab- 
lets at the onset of the attack of headache," he 
Bald, "If this is not done, and the attack is pro- 
nounced, Cafergone is found to have little or no 
effect upon the headache."

The Btruggle for Indo-Chlna has moved onto 
the International stage and may become a more 
explosive issue than China. 

France set the stage by making the three most 
populous Indo-Chinese states an autonomous, in- 
dependent country within the French union, known 
as Vietnam, beginning Dec. 30. 

Some 100,000 French troops went right on 
battling pro-Communist rebels, headed by the vet- 
eran Moscow-trained revolutionary, Ho Chl-MBinh. 

Until Dee. 30. the struggle between the French 
and Ho was a private war In a French colony. When 
Vietnam became independent, anyone could take 
sides. > 

Communist China recognized Ho's clandestine 
■regime at the legnl government. 
Korm and the Soviet satellites of 

Russia itself took the fateful step Jan. 30. It 
was the first time that one of the Big Four powers 
had recognized a government with which another 
of the Big Four was at war. 

More nations are expected to take sides. Re- 
ports from Washington and London indicate the 
United States and Britain will recognize Bao Dal 
soon. 

Bao Dai was crowned emperor of Annam In suc- 
cession to his father In January 1926. He was 
only 13 then, all authority was in the hands of the 
French resident-superior and Bao Dai was sent 
to France to he educated. 

France reached a temporary agreement with him 
and his government in 1946. 

lint difference* arose over what rights Ho'* 
government should have. Clashes between Ho's 
own armed forces and French troops finally 
exploded I>ec. 1ft, 1&46, Into revolt. 

Ho and his government fled to the Jungles of 
Tonkin in northern Indo-China. From there, he 
directed his army against the French. 

Into the breech stepped the waiting Bao 1>al. 
He signed an agreement with the French last 
March providing for 
within the French union. 

His army has joined the French army In the field 
against Ho. So far, the three-year battle with Ho 
has cost France 10,000 to 15,000 troops killed and 
20,000 or more wounded.

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Stresses Proper 
Acreage Utilization 

Uses for land taken out of wheat 
and corn production by acreage al- 
lotments and other restrictions 
were suggested by Dean R. I. 
Throckmorton of Kansas State in 
a talk Friday at the concluding 
session of Agricultural Week. 

"A look at the long range de- 
velopment of Kansas agriculture 
shows cultivated land in the state 
should bo reduced by some five 
million acres. Two and three- 
fourths millions acres of Kansas 
land will be taken out of wheat 
and corn production," Throckmor- 
ton said. 

Stresses Proper Use 

'Proper use must be made of 
acreage taken out of cultivated 
crops, the ag school dean and Kan- 
sas Experiment Station director 
advised. Change should take place 
over a period of years bo farmers 
can make sound adjustments. 

Greatest weakness in Kansas ag- 
riculture today is farmers' depen- 
dency on wheat alone. Throck 
Jiprton pointed out. In some lo 
rWi'lties there is too much depen 
dency on com alone. "Farmers 
who produce these crops in addi- 
tion to livestock or livestock prod- 
ucts are usually better off than 
those who depend entirely on cash 
crops," the speaker stated. 

Changes in land use to get a 
combination livestock and cash 
crop program will include increas- 
ing acreage of grass for grazing 
on farms where grass Is too lim- 
ited, he said. 

Increase Acreage 

On many farms, he added, it 
will mean production of feed cropB 
as grain and forage sorghums for 
feed to livestock during the non- 
raising season." It also will mean 
an increase in alfalfa and clover 
acreage in their regions of adapta- 
tion. 

Throckmorton advised Kansas 
farmers to fallow more land and 
plant grasses and legumes to grow 
Beed, restore soil vitality and pre- 
vent erosion. He suggested Beed- 
-^r waterways to grass and using 
g^Nii sorghums as a substitute 
feed crop for corn. 
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K-State Represented 
In Farm Magazine

Veterans Finance 
Billions in Business 

The OI Bill has enabled World 
War II veterans to finance more 
than $10 billion in home, farm and 
business loans over the past five 
years, Frank W. Kelsey, Veterans 
Administration assistant adminis- 
trator for finance, announced to- 
day. 

The $10 billion mark was passed 
in December. By year-end, V-A had 
approved GI loans for nearly 1,- 
900,000 veterans in a total princi- 
pal amount of $10,029,000,000. 

Over $9.4 billion of this went 
into the construction and purchase 
of homes. Business loans totaled 
$358 million and farm loans, $206 
million. 

TheBe loans are made by banks, 
insurance companies and other 
private lending institutions, with 
V-A issuing a guarantee to the 
leader against loss on a portion of 
the^ loan. The guaranties totaled 
about $4.8 billion through Decem- 
ber. 

Veterans are continuing to make 
a splendid repayment record in 
connection with their GI loan ob- 
ligations, Kelsey Baid. More than 
146,000 have completely repaid 
loans totaling $570 million, he 
said, while the others, with few 
exceptions, are meeting their peri- 
odic payments promptly. 



Announce New Atomic 
Energy 



Two courses on the peaceful use 
of atomic energy have been added 
at Kansas State, effective Septem- 
ber 1, A, L. Pugsley, dean of ad- 
ministration, announced today. 

A Chemistry - of - Radioactives 
course will take up radioactive 
substances and applications of 
tracer element techniques in va- 
rious fields of science. Another 
rfti^e in the physics department 
wi^teach the techniques in tracer 
work. 

Pugsley said eight courses were 
added and five were dropped by 
the K-tta.ie fg C r" 



Republicans Fight 
Voting Rule Change 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.— (U.R) 
— A leading House Republican 
predicted today that a majority of 
his GOP colleagues would not sup- 
port the proposed constitutional 
amendment to revise the electoral 
voting system. 

The Republican, who would not 
permit use of his name, said many 
influential GOP members are not 
sold on the idea because they fear 
they would lose concrete political 
advantages in the North for "some 
rather nebulous Southern gains." 

"I sincerely doubt that a ma- 
jority of House Republicans will 
vote for the proposal," he said. 

But. Rep. Ed Gossett, D., Texas, 
a co-sponsor of Jhe amendment, 
stood by his forecast that the 
measure would receive the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote of the Houbb. 
Ha hoped the rules committee 
would bring the amendment to the 
floor "within the next couple of 
weeks." 

The Senate approved the mea- 
sure last week by a 64-27 margin, 
JuBt three votes more than were 
needed. If the House also ap- 
proves, the amendment must be. 
ratified by 36 states.

Donors to Replenish Depleted Stocks

"Blood for the Manhattan blood 
Lank is desperately needed," says 
M i'n. a. L. Clapp, blood program 
chairman. In her request for 
(In n ma she pointed out about one- 
tlilid of the 750 people who have 
donuted blood la the last year 
were member* ol Kansas Slate's 
Student hodv and faculty. 

Between Ytl and 80 pints of 
tloud are needed each inoulh, and 
any healthy person between 18 and 
80 may donate his blood at the St. 
Mary hospital on the second and 
four th Tuesday of each mouth 
Let ween 4:30 and 6:30 p. m. 

Kuoutch for Two Weeks 

At these times the hospital col- 
lects enough blood for two weeks, 
and keeps it under refrigeration 
until used. Blood not used within 
18 days Is then transformed into 
plasma. 

There are four types of blood 
AB. B, A, ttnd O; and these are 
classified as either Ith negative or 
Rh positive. Types AB and B are

Discusses Wheat J 
Allotment Problem 

Acreage allotments calling for 
slightly smaller acreages on the 
1951 wheat crop may be requested 
to keep supplies in suitable rela- 
tion to demand, Russell Reitz, 
executive officer of the Kansas 
committee of the Production and 
Marketing Administration, told 
agronomists at Kansas State, in 
their annual meeting, Friday. 

Explains AUotments 
Acreage allotments on wheat are 
required when supplies exceed 
domestic consumption plus ex- 
ports, plus SO percent, RelU ex- 
plained. AUotments are in force 
on three Kansas crops — wheat, 
corn and potatoes. Allotments 
and marketing quotas are in force 
on tobacco and cotton. 

Carryover July 1, 1949, was 300 
million bushels, with an estimated 
production of 1,190 million bush- 
els, making a total Bupply of 
1,490 million bushels, Reitz said. 
He quoted statistics from the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics 
and the PMA. 

"Domestic consumption of wheat 
is estimated at 700 million bush- 
els with exports at 400 million 
bushels a year. Adding 30 per- 
cent, or 330 million bushels to 
these figures, the United States 
needs 1,430 million bushels— 60 
million bushels fewer than total 
supplies," Reitz said. 

Discount Possibilities 

Calculations used assumed a 
carryover or wheat on July 1, 
1950 of 332 million bushels. The 
73.4 million acres of allotments on 
the 1950 crop, less two million as 
abandonment, could yield 1,150 
million bushels in 1950 if the av- 
erage national yield of 16. 1 bush- 
els per acre Is realized, Reitz said. 

Possibilities for marketing 
(luotas on 1951 wheat were dis- 
counted by the assumed calcula- 
tions. A larger than normal acre 



" 

yield, low abandonment and 
smaller exports this year could re- 
sult In supplies being high enough 
to makes quotas necessary on the 
1951 crop, Reitz said. Present 
legislation requires a quota refer- 
endum of wheat producers before 
such quotas can go into effect. 

Domestic consumption needs, 
plus exports and reserves of 35 
percent must be met before quotas 
are necessary, Reitz pointed out. 
If domestic use is 700 million, ex- 
ports 400 million and reserves 385 
million, the United States would 
have an assumed total requirement 
of 1,485 million bushels before 
quotas would be proclaimed.

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Traffic Jam Again 
On Berlin Highway 

Peak Pressure At 
Zonal Checkpoint 

BERLIN. Feb. 7, — (LLP) — The 
worst traffic jam on the Berlin 
trunk blghway since the big block- 
ade of 1948-49 paralyzed trucking 
between this city and west Berlin 
today. 

The Russians suddenly applied 
peak pressure in their slowdown of 
traffic at the Helm a ted t check- 
point on the zonal border 110 
ties west of Berlin. 
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Trucks Pile Vp 

More than 260 trucks piled up 
at the border awaiting clearance 
by the Soviet officials. American 
transport officials feared the big 
tieup would get worse before it 
got any better. . 

The record squeeze by the Rus- 
sians came in the wake of big 
events. The U. S. Air Force in 
Germany had just started maneu- 
vers to see that its blockade-wise 
transport units were ready to go 
again if necessary. 

Talk of a Communist putsch 
against the West Berlin govern- 
ment circulated here. The West 
German government had decided 
to stop the shipment of steel to 
East Germany. 

Xew American Policy 

A new American policy for Ger- 
many was set forth yesterday by 
V. S. High Commissioner, John J. 
McCldy. 

Charles A. Dix, TJ. S. transport 
««ghief in Berlin, said that 150 
Tracks bound for western Germany 
were damning up behind the Helm- 
stedt check point at Middan. 

More than 60 were held up for 
clearance along the highway east 
to Berlin. 

Helmstedt reported that the tie- 
up was the worst since the Rus- 
sians put on their total blockade 
in 1948. At one time last week 
some 260 trucks were lined up 
there, but many of them were on 
the approaches to the highway 
rather than on the autobahn itself.

K-State Receives 
$9,000 Study Grant 

A grant of $9,000 to be used in 
1950 has been made to Kansas 
State by the Carnegie Foundation 
for the Advancement of Teaching, 
President Milton S. Eisenhower 
announced today. 

The grant, made through the K- 
State Institute of Citizenship, is 
to support a continuing conference 
on general education and the so- 
cial studies. Carl Tjerandsen. di- 
rector of the Institute, is tempo- 
rary executive secretary of the 
organization to administer the 
funds, Eisenhower said. 

The staff for the K-State com- 
prehensive course, Man and the 
Social World, also will participate 
in the continuing study. Dr. Verne 
Sweedlun of the K-State history 
department Is chairman of the So- 
cial World staff. 

Other schools cooperating in the 
study Include Chicago, Purdue, 
Minnesota, and Florida State uni- 
versities, Oklahoma A and M, Park 
college and the University of Kan- 
sas City, 

Three representatives of each of 
these institutions will meet fre- 
quently over a period of years to 
discuss general education prob- 
lems. Tjerandsen said. The Car- 
negie grant, setting up a continu- 
ing conference, will make it pos- 
Bible to have the same group at- 
tend each conference. 

"Not having the same groups at 
previous conferences has made it 
difficult for colleges to set up sat- 
isfactory general education pro- 
grams," Tjerandsen explained.

Bricker Demands 
Publication of Pact 

Warns of Wartime 
Secret Agreement

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7. — (U.R) 
— Sen. John W. Bricker today de- 
manded publication of the 1943 
"Quebec agreement" which, he 
said, may have given Dr. K. E. 
J. Fuchs unlimited access to war- 
time atomic energy plants without 
an FBI check. 

"If my Impression pf that agree- 
ment is correct, it proved to be a 
very dangerous thing." the Ohio 
Republican said. "It is time we 
cleared up this matter so the 
American people can discover just 
who is at fault." 

Made During War 

Bricker, a member of the joint 
Congressional Atomic Energy 
committee, referred to the agree- 
ment under which this country 
and Britain exchanged atomic 
scientists during the war. It was 
made between the late President 
Roosevelt and. former British Min- 
ister Winston Churchill at a 1943 
meeting in Quebec, Canada. 

Bricker said he had heard that 
the United States was barred 
from checking the British cre- 
dentials. 

Fuchs, a Gorman-born natur- 
alized British scientist who helped 
this country develop the a-bomb, 
was arrested in London last week 
on charges of atomic espionage. 
American officials claim he passed 
"highly confidential" information 
on atomic and hydrogen bombs 
to the Soviet Union. 

Bricker pointed out that Fuchs 
was arreBted on. information de- 
veloped by J, Edgar Hoover's 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
As far as the British were con- 
cerned, he said, there has been 
"a complete breakdown of se- 
curity." 

Give FBI Right 

"In the future, the FBI should 
be given the right and the duty 
to check the credentials of any 
foreign scientists to whom we give 
information of vital matters," he 
said. In addition, we should 
grant the FBI anything it needs 
to safeguard our security." 

Bricker 's statement was made 
to reporters after Hoover dlsi 
cussed the case before the joint 
committee, 

Committee chairman Brleu Mc- 
Mahon, D., Conn., indicated the 
testimony removed any doubts as 
to Fuchs' guilt. He said flatly 
that the British scientist "trans- 
mitted highly secret information 
to the Soviet Union.

Institute Will Offer 
College Community 
Relationship Course 



A course in effective citizenship 
"to bridge the gap between class- 
room study of community action 
and the College" is being offered 
for the first time this semester by 
the Institute of Citizenship at Kan- 
sas State. 

Persons from Manhattan and 
surrounding communities have 
been invited to audit the college 
course. Problems of community 
program construction, goal-setting 
and development of individual ef- 
fectiveness in a community will be 
investigated.

Hint Early Churchill 
Pre-Election Move

LONDON, Feb. 7. —(U.R)— Brit- 
ish Conservatives gave the first 
hint today that conservative leader 
Winston Churchill may make aome 
spectacular gesture in the field of 
foreign affairs before the Febru- 
ary 23 election. 

The hint was put forward in a 
speech by Anthony Eden, second 
man in the Conservative party and 
Churchill's wartime Foreign Min- 
ister, when he opened the Con- 
servative radio campaign last 
night. 

Eden promised Britain the Con- 
servatives would devote all their 
strength and experience to restor- 
ing the fundamentals of friendship 
between nations "whatever their 
political color." 

Eden prefaced his remarks on 
foreign affairs by stating that "The 
threat of the hydrogen bomb is 
before us aB an awful warning." 

The Labor government has re- 
jected suggestions that a new ap- 
proach to Soviet Premier Josef 
Stailn might be profitable in view 
of the hydrogen bomb. 

The Conservatives have been 
silent on this issue.

Scientist Predicts 
Rockets to Moon 

LINCOLN, NEB. — (U.R) — Some 
day about 50 years from now, a 
space ship may make the 240,000- 
mile trip to the moon, and return 
to the earth within 24 hours. 

That is the belief of J. P. Col- 
bert, professor of civil engineering 
at the University of Nebraska. 
He Is confident science will solve 
the problem of fueling a giant 
rocket ship for the expedition by 
about the year 2000. 

According to Colbert's predic- 
tions, the ship will take off at an 
almost perpendicular angle and 
hurtle through the air at the nec- 
essary seven - miles - per - second 
escape speed." Once the plane Ir 
clear of the air surrounding the 
earth, he said, Its rockets can be 
cut off and it can coast through 
space a large part of the time. 

About Nine Hours 
He estimated the journey will 
take about nine hours. 



The aircraft will have to land 
stern-first, Colbert said, using its 
rockets to break the impact of the 
landing. 

The arrival on the moon will be 
timed for the "dawn line." just as 
that planet's 336-hour "day" Is 
beginning, Colbert said. The tem- 
perature there reaches the hotter- 
than-boillng point of 214 degrees 
when the sun is directly overhead, 
he noted, and the two-weeks-long 
"nights" get as cold as 215 degrees 
below zero. Therefore men must 
plan to arrive at the most temper- 
ate time, he explained. 

Astronomers believe men can 
remain safely on the moon one or 
two hours before beginning the 
return voyage, Colbert said. 

The takeoff from the moon will 
be far easier, he said, since its 
gravity is only one-sixth as strong 
as the earth's. 

Tents to Come First 

Unmanned, guided missiles un- 
doubtedly will be used on test 
flights before a staffed expedition 
tries it, Colbert said. If these rock- 



etB were filled with an explosive, 
colorful substance to spatter the 
surrounding area, the landing 
could be seen by strong telescopes 
on earth, he thinks. 

Colbert said It is reasonable to 
assume the last half of the century 
will Bee development of the fuel 
needed for the trip. 

"Look what we've done in the 
first half," he Bald. "If anyone 
had tried to describe television or 
radio or jet planes in 1900, people 
would have thought he was crazy."

| Sorghum Research at K-State Brings 
| - levator, Plant Expansion to Dodge City 



by Stan Creek 

A million bushel terminal elev- 
ator and quarter of a million doll- 
ar plant expansion at a sorghum 
processing plant in Dodge City 
are results of research done at 
K-State by Dr. H. N. Barham, re- 
search scientist in the chemistry 
department. 

Twelve years ago Barham 
started experimenting with sorg- 
hums and other crops in order to 
find industrial outlets making 
them more valuable to the Kansas 
farmer. He has worked with 
potatoes, beets, and various other 
crops suitable for the western 
part of the state, but primarily 
it has been work with sorghums. 

On Commercial Level 

Now a company called the 
Dodge City Industries, Inc. is tak- 
ing the laboratory models he 
developed at K-State and develop- 
ing them into commercial scale 
plants Involving hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars investment. 

Basicly,. Dr. Barham has buc- 
cjjpded with a dry milling process 
{) invseparating grain into three 
component parts, the bran, the 
endosperm, {or grits) and the 
germ. Previously, no commer- 
cially adapted method existed. 

Why break sorghums into three 
parts, you may ask? Dr. Barham 

the parts 
of val- 
uable waxes, oils, and nutrients. 
For Instance the bran contains a 
high quality wax, which Is now 
being imported from South Amer- 
ica. The germ has an oil suitable 
for cooking, margarine, or similar 
uies. The grits are valuable for 
their high protein and starch con- 
tent. 



explained that each of t

Never Profitable f 
it's never been profitable to 
process a sorghum whole grain 
that contains perhaps three ten- 
ths of one percent wax in its out- 
er covering, the bran. But when 
that grain can be separated so 
that the bran alone win be pro- 
cessed, the bran contains three 
jteMent wax, ten times as much. 

Dr. Barham developed a de- 
branning device that removes the 
outer five layers of sorghum. The 
first layer comes off In comparat- 



ively big flakey hunks. The 
Inner coats are finer, almost 
powdery. 

After going through the de- 
brannlng machine, the sorghum 
goes Into what Dr. Barham calls 
an Innoculator. Its an impact mill 
that splits seeds of sorghum 
against a barrier like a boy shoots 
his BB gun against a wall. This 
cracks the germ and the grits 
along .their natural lines of cleav 
age. They are separated on a 
shaker table that sifts the stuff" 
apart. 

Grits make up approximately 
70 percent of the sorghum. This 
was the key upon which the fin- 
ancial success of the venture 
existed. If outlets could be found 
for this part of the grain, sorg- 
hum processing would be a pro- 
fitable venture. Dr. Barham, 
traveling with representatives of 
the plant, spent two years search- 
ing the country over for market 
outlets. 

Many Uses 

Uses found for the grain in- 
clude adhesive for gysum board, 
dog food, brewers grain, tapioca 
and starch substitutes. Last year, 
out of their pilot plant, the Dodge 
City company marketed more than 
10,000,000 pounds of waxy mllo 
grains. When the expanded 
plant Is In full operation, a capac- 
ity of three carloads a day Is 
expected. 

Dr. Barbam's development in 
the grain sorghum field Is Consid- 
ered especially important now 
that the Buropeon corn borer Is 
moving into Kansas so fast. This, 
along with government restrict- 
ions and the possibility of drouth 
conditions returning, make Kan- 
sac farmers want some substitute 
for a cash crop. If sorghum In- 
dustries can be developed, that 
crop should replace wheat and 
corn as the principal cash crops 
of Kansas.

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Shutdowns Increase 
As Miners Walkout; 
Defy Truman Edict 

PITTSBURGH, PA., Feb. 7 — 
<U.R>— Industrial shutdowns in- 
creased in tempo today as John L. 
Lewis' soft coal miners threatened 
to carry on their "no contract, no 
work" strike even if the govern- 
ment obtains a Taft-Hartley In- 
junction. 

Steel mills and railroads an- 
nounced new cutbacks. Utility 
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companies ordered 
curtailment ot 
power. 

Nearly 400,000 United Mine 
Workers "sat out'* government ef- 
forts to get them back to the pits. 
Only a few mines with which Lewis 
has obtained contracts still were 
working. 

The Association of American 
Railroads said average supplies of 
coal burning lines would be re- 
duced to less than four days by 
next Monday. 

Republic Steel company closed 
down two blast furnaces in Cleve- 
land, but planned to keep three 
others going "for the time being at 
least." At least seven other steel 
companies have curtailed opera- 
tions because of dwindling sup- 
plies. 

The miners opened the nation- 
wide walkout yesterday in defiance 
of a request by President Truman 
that they resume coal production 
while he appoint a fact-finding 
board outside the Taft-Hartley law 
to look into the situation. Eight 
months of negotiations, short work 
weeks and a 52-day strike last fall 
have failed to produce a new con- 
tract for the union. 

Mr. Truman Invoked the Taft- 
Hartley law yesterday, declaring a 
national emergency and appointing 
a three-member fact-finding board. 
He ordered the board to report 
back to him at least by Monday. 
Under the law, he could then ask 
a federal court for an Injunction 
to restrain the miners from strik- 
ing for 80 days. 

Striking miners, who reacted bit- 
terly to President Truman's use of 
the Taft-Hartley law, indicated 
that even an injunction could not 
force them to re-open the mines.

SEATTLE, WASH.^U.R)— The 
Pacific northwest has developed an 
idea to give the Marshall Plan a 
much-needed personal "good fel- 
lowship" touch to the people ot 
foreign nations. 

Mayor William F. Devln of Se- 
attle and 20 business, industrial 
and civic leaders are currently on 
a 3 2 -day tour exchanging cultural 
and social idealB with the people 
of the Far East, the Philippines 
and Hawaii. 

"Cold dollars alone cannot make 
permanent friends," Is the theme 
of the tour. "A more adequate plan 
must follow the Marshall aid pro- 
gram." 

The idea of achieving closer un- 
derstanding and good-will with 
foreign countries by visiting them 
personally as "world neighbors" 
was conceived by Sol G. Levy, a 
wholesale food and drug distribu- 
tor in Seattle. 

Levy proposed that foreign tours 
be made annually with an objec- 
tive of establishing friendship and 
understanding rather than hus- 
tling selfish business interests. 

"We are not going over there 
with order blanks in our pockets," 
Levy explained. 

He added that valuable business 
contacts will be made, of course, 
but that the tour's principal pur- 
pose is to bring about "better un- 
derstanding, confidence and re- 
spect between us and our neigh- 
bors in the Far East." 

The first overseas friendship 
tour is sponsored by the world 
trade division of the Seattle Cham- 
ber of Commerce in co-operation 
with the Pacific Northwest Trade 
Association, 



A second tour next fall will take 
a similar "fellowship" party to 
England, Belgium, France, Italy 
and Switzerland. 

Each member of the current tour 
is paying his own way. The bill will 
be about $2,000 each. 

Levy's instructions to the travel- 
ers are that each "apply himself in 
his vocational field so that he can 
give help in a practical way to the 
commercial, educational, medical 
and cultural objectives of the coun- 
tries visited." 

The party left Seattle January 
14 for an 11-day visit to Japan, 
including the cities of Tokyo, Kyo- 
to, Nara, Osaka, Kamakura, Hak- 
noe and Atami. 

From Japan, they are scheduled 
to fly to Seoul, Korea, for a three- 
day visit, then to Manila for ja week 
and finally to Honolulu for five 
days. They are scheduled to re- 
turn to Seattle February 15. 

They will visit factories, farms, 
schools, hospitals, financial insti- 
tutions and civic centers on the 
Journey. 

Among those with Mayor Devin 
and Levy on the trip are Adm. Gor- 
don Rowe, Commissioner of the 
port of Seattle, and Pedro Ramirez. 
Philippine consul at Seattle.

Montana Student Tells 
Of Communistic Action 
At World Youth Meet 

The American delegation to the 
Would Youth and Student Festival 
in Hungary pictured the United 
States to the other delegates as a 
place where most young people 
"have no jobs at all, and walk the 
streets in search of employment," 
according to an article in the cur- 
rent issue of The Saturday Evening 
Post. 

In an article entitled "How 
Our Commies Defame America 
Abroad," Vic Reinemer, a Montana 
University graduate, gives a de- 
tailed factual report on the dis 
torted picture of the United States 
presented by the American dele 
gation to the 10,000 other dele- 
gates from all over the world. 
Reinemer was a member of a small 
minority group in the delegation 
which attempted unsuccessfully to 
have the truth told about condi- 
tions in the United States. 

Reinemer reports that a bro 
chure, printed In four languages 
and distributed to other delegates 
at a cultural presentation by the 
American delegation, said in Us 
introduction: "In a time or devel- 
oping economic crisis, the few of 
us lucky enough to land jobs face 
declining wages, insecure seniority, 
speed-up and campaigns of terror 
and sabotage against our unions. 
But the greater part of our young 
people have no jobs at all, and 
walk the streets in search of em- 
ployment. Many of us are former 
servicemen, our meager veterans' 
allotments exhausted, our post- 
war dreams of full employment 
smashed. To the ever louder de- 
mand of our youth for JobB. all 
Wall Street can answer is 'Join the 
Army.' " 

At the Festival Exhibition hall. 
Reinemer writes, the American dis- 
play featured a picture of the 
Statue of Liberty behind bars. 

"Another," he continues, 
"shows a hooded figure hanging 
a Negro. Photographs of slums rep- 
resented American housing. Well, 
like most Americans, I'm not very 
proud of slums or of the Ku Klux 
Klan, and I'm not surprised when 
communists play them up. But I 
was surprised to see these things 
presented by the American dele- 
gation as typical of our country. A 
number of us felt that our display 
should show something more posi- 
tive about the United States as 
well as these blemishes. But we 
didn't get to first base with that 
Idea." 

Reinemer says "things were dif- 
ferent at the Soviet pavilion," ad- 
ding: "The pictures there were 
bright, modern day nurseries, 
beautiful school buildings, hospi- 
tals and resorts." 

The "obvious distortion" in the 
picture of the United States condi- 
tions was "almost funny," Reine- 
mer comments, .until he realized 
that to many people "this was sim- 
ply confirmation of what they'd 
been told." 



Dr. Huggins Speaks 
On Hydrogen Bond 

Dr. !* L. Huggins, of the East- 
man Kodak company, will speak 
to the Kansas State section of the 
American Chemical Society, 
Thursday.

"Hydrogen Bonds" will be the 
subject of Dr. Huggins' speech. 
Their significance and importance 
In biological structure and pro- 
will be emphasized. The 
will also discuss their 
nature; requirements for their 
existence, factors affecting their 
stability, and their effect on such 
properties as solubility, boiling 
point, viscosity, and ability to 
form gels. 

Dr. Huggins received his A. B., 
B. S., M. S. and Ph. D. from the 
University of California. From 
1922 to 1925 he was National Re- 
search Fellow at California, Har- 
vard and California Tech, He 
was on the Stanford faculty for 
seven years and the John Hopkins 
faculty for four years. He has 
been at Eastman Kodak since 
1936. 

Dr. Huggins Is a member of the 
National Research council and 
chairman of the councils' com- 
mittee on X-Ray and electron dif- 
fraction. He Is a member of the 
national committee on crystallo- 
graphy and of the commission on 
macromolecular chemistry. He 
la the Associate Editor of the 
Journal of Chemical Physics and 
advisor to the board of the Journ- 
al of Polymer Science.

K-Stater Finds Fault With Detroit Cars; Builds Streamlined Auto to Suit Himself 



By Morris D. ftostetter 

" Weil." said the impatient auto- 
mobile salesman, "II you don't 
like our car or any other on the 
market you know what- you can 
do about it!" Tbe dissatisfied 
buyer pulled out his check book 
and began writing, because he was 
Just an ordinary person. 

But there are people like James 
Hinson who build their own cars. 
By "car" we don't mean a Maytag 
motor on wheels, but a sleek little 
sport lob that anyone would be 
proud to own. 

Jim, a Junior in agriculture, 
from Arkansas City began build- 
ing his dream car three years ago 
and finally finished it last sum- 
mer after an estimated 1,000 hours 
of work and an expenditure of 
1650. The car la beautifully 
streamlined and almost circular In 
shape, measuring 10 feet, 8 inches 
in length, and 74 inches in width. 
The wheel base is 90 inches and 
the car measures only 52 inches 
iu height. The total weight of the 
machine is 2,150 pounds. 

It'll go 65 miles an hour," Hin- 
son says, "but I usually hold it to 
35 on the highway. I get 20 miles 
to the gallon in town driving." 

Disgusted With Detroit 

Jim never has been satisfied 
with the way they do things in 
Detroit, so his car represents a 
radical departure from every con- 
vention of the automobile indus- 
try. It has two standard-sire 
wheels in front and a set of small 
dual wheels in the rear, making it ; 
in effect a three wheel car. It has 
front wheel drive and rear wheel 
steering. The motor, a mixture of 
a 1926 and a 1928 Chevrolet mo- 
tor, is located in the middle of the 
car between the two seats. 

'"Having the motor between you 
and your passenger is a little in- 
convenient at times," Jim says, 
"but it gives more stability." 

The main parts of the car, such 
as the chasis, transmission, and 
differential are standard parts, 
mostly from ChevroletB. The car- 
buretor is froara yordV-tfnnd the 
manifold Is hand made. The body 
Is entirely hand made, with the 
exception of the tubular projec- 
tions which house the headlights. 
These projections are war surplus 
drop tanks and so skillfully 
blended into tbe rest of the body 
that it is Impossible to tell where 
the two parte meet. An airplane 
steering gear and a plastic wind- 
shield add to the sporty appear- 
ance of the car. -• 

Jim made preliminary drawings 
of the car and a few general plans 
but most of the plans were in his 
head and he worked out the prob- 
lems of construction as they arose. 

"In Detroit," Jim told the re- 
porter, "when they once get their 
dies made it is too late to Iron out 
any bugs they find in the cars. 
With custom building you can iron 
out the bugs as you go." 

Plans Another Car 
Already thinking of building an- 
other car, Jim has several note- 
books full of sketches and dia- 
grams but isn't sure at present 
just what the new creation will 
look tike. Among the car sketches 
are sketches of other machines, 
including everything from heli- 
copters to farm machinery. Jim 
confesses that he would like noth- 
ing better than to be a manufac- 
turer of cars of farm machinery. 

On this car Jim stayed within 
the bounds of convention in the 
motor and transmission, but he 
has a bone to pick with Detroit on 
that score too. 

"The trend," he says, "has been 
toward internal combustion en- 
gines and automatic transmission. 
Eventually we are going to use 
up our supply of oil, and I feel 
that tbey should begin working on 
the application of steam power to 
cars." 

Hinson says that cars could be 
run on cheaper fuela and the whole 
operation of the car would be sim- 
plified, especially in the transmis- 
sion, if steam power were used. 
He also feels that cars have too 
many cylinders. 

"Motors with three or foor large 
cylinders will give Just as much 
/ power as those with six or eight 
'v£ small ones and gives better effi- 
ciency." he claims. "1 believe that 
fluid drive would eliminate the 
roughness common In cars of few

Housing — Executive manager 
Oscar R. Kreuts of the Savings and 
Loan league predicted to the House 
Banking and Currency committee 
that "fast increasing competition" 
will result In lower rents. He tes- 
tified on the proposed $2,000,000.- 
000 government program to aid 
middle class housing. 

UN — Sen. John J. Spark man, D., 
Ala." supported by 11 other sena- 
tors, asked that the United States 
again seek agreement with Russia 
to end the atom and hydrogen 



bomb races. Sparkman said the 
approach should be made through 
the United Nations. 

Immigration Loopholes — Chair- 
man Pat McCarran, D., Nev., of the 
Senate Judiciary committee prom- 
ised to plug the loopholes in the 
immigration la we that permit sub- 
versive infiltration. 

Cotton Acreage Cut 

Cotton — A spokesman for the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
asked the Senate to cut "about in 
half" the increase acreage for cot- 
ton provided In the House-ap- 
proved bill. The House bill pro- 
vided for an increase on 1,400,000 
acres which may be planted to cot- 
ton this year. 

Electoral, Reform — A leading 
House Republican predicted that a 
majority of his GOP colleagues 
would not support the proposed 
constitutional amendment to revise 
the electoral voting system.
